“December 6. Huffman won the title 
- championship after posting 4-6 results 


and benefiting from Jeff Emig (the series 
leader going into the event) not riding. 


“Emig reportedly didn't race because he 


wasn't offered start money. However, 
the man of the night was Jimmy Button 
(Yam), who won both main events. 
Michael Pichon (Suz) went 2-2 and 
wrapped up second place in the series. 
Jeremy McGrath (Yam) had another 
tough outing. In the first moto, the multi- 
time champion crashed en route to a 
sixth-place finish, and in the second moto 
he ended up fifth. Finishing third in the 
series was Emig, followed by McGrath 
and Button. 


Ty Davis (Kaw) came from behind to 
win the Laughlin U.S. Hare Scrambles 
Championship in Laughlin, Nevada, on 
December 6. Nick Pearson (KTM) ended 
up second, followed by Destry Abbott 
(Kaw), Russell Pearson (KTM) and Dave 
Ondas (Kaw). 


Four different winners stood atop the 
podium at rounds five and six of the 
AMA/PJ1 National Championship 
Arenacross Series, held in Rockford, Illi- 
nois, December 5-6. On Friday, Chad 
Pederson (Kaw) won the 125cc main, fol- 
lowed by Heath Voss (Hon) and Cliff 
Palmer (Kaw). Defending series champi- 
on Buddy Antunez (Suz) won the 250cc 
class, with Jim Chester (Suz) and Denny 
Stephenson (Hon) rounding out the top 
three. On Saturday, Mike Jones took the 
measure of the 125cc class. Antunez and 
Stephenson finished second and third, 
respectively. Josh Demuth won the 250cc 
class, with Antunez and Pederson field- 
ing the final podium positions. 


Unconfirmed reports say that motocross- 
er Damon Bradshaw has, once again, 
retired. The Team Manchester Honda 
rider reportedly couldn't come to terms 
with Manchester Honda and clothing 
company AXO and, as a result, has opted 
to call it quits. ^We just could not come to 
an agreement," said Manchester Honda's 
team manager, Al Cordner. “Whether or 
not he has completely quit, I really don't 
know, but I do know that if he does con- 
tinue racing, it won't be with us." Brad- 
shaw has been unavailable for comment. 
After the 1993 season, Bradshaw 
announced he was retiring from the sport 
but made a comeback midway through 
the 1996 season. Bradshaw's only win 
since his return to racing was in this 
year's Mount Morris 250cc National MX 
in Pennsylvania. Bradshaw finished out 
the 1997 AMA 250cc Supercross Series in 
eighth and the AMA 250cc National MX 
Series in ninth. Cordner said he will not 
be fielding a team for the 1998 season. 


The FMF/Honda 125cc MX Team has 


added a fifth rider to its team for the 1998 
season. Eagle, Idaho's Danny Smith will 
compete in the AMA Western Regional 
125cc Supercross Series as well as the 
AMA 125cc Motocross National Champi- 
onship Series. The 18-year-old Smith 
turned Pro last year and competed in the 
last three 125cc Nationals. Prior to that, 
Smith won both the 125cc B Stock and 
Modified classes at the AMA 
Amateur/Youth National MX Champi- 
onships. Smith joins Jason McCormick, 
David Pingree, Brock Sellards and Scott 
Sheak on the FMF/Honda 125cc team. 


Speaking of the FMF/Honda 125cc MX 
team, body builder Joe Licciardi has 





been hired on as the team trainer/coach. 
Licciardi owns and operates two person- 
al-training / weight-management centers 
- LA Lifestyle and Peak Pro-Formance - 
in California. 


Not just Cycle News Rider of the Year: 
Four-time World Champion Mick 
Doohan has been named Australian 
Sportsman of the Year for the third con- 
secutive year, despite stiff competition 
from U.S. Open winner Pat Rafter and 
golfer Greg Norman, both of whom are 
also from Queensland. The celebrations 
were upset somewhat when the judges’ 
choice was doubted by leading sports 
columnist Peter FitzSimons, who ques- 
tioned Doohan's consideration because 
his chosen sport is machine-assisted. 
Needless to say, FitzSimons received 
considerable correspondence from Aus- 
tralia's informed motorcycle-racing fans. 
The top-selling monthly sport magazine 
"Inside Sport" also had no hesitation in 
naming Doohan as its top athlete of 1997. 


Off-roader Jason Dahners has signed a 
contract to join the Husaberg U.S. Race 
Team for '98. The former KTM rider fin- 
ished third in the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Hare Scrambles Series and sev- 
enth in the Grand National Cross 
Country Series in '97. Dahners will con- 
test the GNCC Series and select National 
Enduro and National Hare Scrambles, 
and will compete aboard either a Hus- 
aberg FE400 Elduro or an electric-start 
FE501E Elduro. 


After a one-year absence, Jamie James 
will return to AMA Superbike racing 
aboard the Don Tilley Harley-Davidson 
VR1000, according to Don Tilley. The 
deal came together quickly, said Tilley, 
who attended the Dunlop tire tests at 
Daytona International Speedway, 
December 6-8. “I had called Parts Unlim- 
ited and told a good friend of Jamie’s in 
Ashford (North Carolina) that I didn’t 
have a rider,” Tilley said. “He said, “You 
know, Jamie James is looking to get back 
into Superbikes.’ “You reckon he'd ride 
my stuff?’ I asked him." That was on 
Monday, December 1. “I called him and 
asked him if he’d be interested. We 
talked and got together on what we 
needed to do. He called me back the next 
day (Wednesday) and said, ‘I’m your 
man.’ We finalized it on Thursday.” 
Tilley said he was “somewhat surprised 
that if he was going to come back, he 
would come back on a privateer bike. He 
said he’d been watching the Harley for a 
long time and liked what he’d seen. And 
I’m real excited about it. My job is to put 
a motorcycle underneath him to get it 
done.” James, who last rode the Vance & 
Hines Yamaha in 1996, and who won the 
AMA Superbike title in 1989 aboard a 
Yoshimura Suzuki, will be riding the 
VR1000 that Tripp Nobles rode this year, 
though Tilley said it would be complete- 
ly rebuilt. “1 don’t have it together. 
When I get it together, we’re going to go 
to a short (road race) track and get some 
time on it.” 


Former Harley-Davidson factory rider 
Chris Carr will ride VR1000s for Earl 
Small’s Harley-Davidson, but he needs a 
massive infusion of sponsorship to make 
the program feasible. Carr was given one 
of his factory bikes and will also have the 
use of one of Small’s VR1000s for his 
assault on the AMA Superbike title. “Earl 
Small is providing me with the equip- 
ment and transport for vehicles," Carr 
said. "There's no money involved at this 
point." Carr said that interested sponsors

Anthony Gobert made an

But as impressive as his 
run was - it was done on a 
qualifying tire - the more 
impressive feat was that of 
American Honda’s Ben 
Bostrom. Ravaged and weak- 
ened by the flu all weekend, 
Bostrom’s health improved 
enough by Monday, Decem- 


. ber 10, that he could not only 


post the fastest time on a race 
tire, he could also turn the 
quickest lap on a 600. For 
someone who was too sick to 
get out of bed only a few days 
earlier, it was a valiant effort. 

First, Gobert: Having not 
ridden a race bike since being 
fired by the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki team last summer, 
Gobert took his time getting 
up to speed, learning the intri- 
cacies of the Ducati and re- 
acquainting himself with both 
Daytona International Speed- 
way, where he twice raced the 
Muzzy Kawasaki, and the 
Dunlop tires, which he last 
used in 1996. His times came 
down gradually, and late on 
Monday afternoon he ripped 
off a 1:49.90 on the bike’s com- 
puter (unofficially 1:49.78 on 
the Dunlop hand-held watch). 
And he did it with very little 
adjustment to the bike. 

"I gradually built it up 
each time," Gobert said. "I 
wanted to be the quickest; if 
not, I wanted to be in the 49s." 

The factory Ducati, which 
arrived just before the test, 
was set up using Troy Cors- 
er's base settings from two 
years ago, with only a small 
adjustment to the front forks. 

Bostrom found that the less 
he tried on the superbike, the 
faster he went. 

"The weird thing is, when I 
tried to go harder, I'd go slow- 
er," he said. "I slowed down 
and went faster." 

The Honda RC45 was con- 
siderably faster than the 
machine he campaigned occa- 
sionally last year. 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler was the third- 
fastest, but his test was cut 
short with a high-side on the 
second day of the test. He'd 
done a string of laps in the

middle to low 50s - easily the most consistent of the test riders - then crashed after he'd 
come in and fitted a qualifying tire. 

“I figured it would have been a 48," Chandler said. The crash left him with a 
sprained left ankle, but he said he'd be ready for the next test in January. His best time 


was a 1:50.2 on a race tire. 


Back on the Yoshimura Suzuki after a one-year absence, Mat Mladin unofficially 
turned in the fourth-fastest time. His was a 1:50.49 on Monday afternoon at the begin- 
ning of a string of consistent fast laps. The difference was a linkage the team fitted 
which instantly took half a second off his lap time. 

American Honda, Muzzy Kawasaki, Harley-Davidson, Vance & Hines Ducati, 
Yoshimura Suzuki, and Yamaha Motor Corporation all took part in the tests, as well as 
privateers Chris Carr, on the Earl Small's Harley-Davidson, and Eric Bostrom, on the

fairly easy to get a very good deal on 
product. The biggest thing is finding a 
budget to run the team. I can get after- 
market parts. It’s the operating costs that 
run you down.” Among the reasons he 
decided to stick with Harley was its con- 
tingency program. “With Harley, it 
doesn’t matter if you're first or last, they 
match your purse. Basically, it’s like run- 
ning with double purses. With 13 races 
instead of 10, there’s a lot of potential 
income there.” Another factor in his deci- 
sion to stay with Harley road racers was 
that the privateer machines are closer to 
factory machinery than any other brand. 
“All the engines come out of the same 
engine pool. Tripp Nobles and Michael 
Barnes may have gotten engines that 
were in my bike two races earlier,” Carr 
said. Carr also said there was a greater 
availability of factory parts and that they 
filtered down to the privateers much 
more quickly because most of the work is 
done by the factory. “It stays in-house 
more. The turnaround and improvement 
is much quicker.” Helping him on the 
mechanical side will be his longtime dirt 
track mechanic, Kenny Tolbert. Carr’s 
former factory mechanic, Craig Filmer, 
was assisting Tolbert at the Dunlop test, 
schooling him on the VR. 


The day after Cycle News went to press, 
and the Daytona Dunlop test ended, the 
other tire companies began testing at 
Daytona. First-in was Michelin, with the 
Fast by Ferracci team expected to attend 
with riders Mike Hale and Tom Kipp. A 
surprise addition to the test was “Mr. 
Daytona,” Scott Russell. The Yamaha 
World Superbike rider recently decided 
to switch tire brands in 1998 after what 
he felt was a problem-filled year with the 
Dunlops. His Yamaha World Superbike 
teammate, Japanese rider Noriyuki 
Haga, will stick with Dunlops. Doug 
Polen, who was backed by Pirelli in 1997, 
was also on the list of people Michelin 
submitted to Daytona - as was Freddie 
Spencer. Pirelli/Metzeler was to follow 
Michelin at the Speedway. 


Motocrosser Jim Neese will compete 
aboard a four-stroke Husaberg FC 501 as 
Kingsport Husaberg Racing’s sole team 
member in the 1998 AMA 250cc National 
Motocross Championship Series. The 
new team was formed by Kingsport 
KTM & Husaberg in Kingsport, Ten- 
nessee. Husaberg U.S. race team crew 


chief Russ Flitcher will supply the motors 


for Neese during his campaign. 


Team Moto XXX has finalized its race 
team for 1998. Brian Deegan and Mike 
Metzger will compete in the Western 
Regional 125cc Supercross Series, and 
Paul Currie and James Eickel will ride in 
the Eastern Regional 125cc Supercross 
Series. All four riders will ride 
Kawasakis. 


Team Noleens/K2 Bicycles/Thor will 
field a one-man MX team for 1998. Tim 
Ferry, the 1997 Eastern Regional 125cc 
Supercross Champion, will ride a Team 
Noleen’s Yamaha in both the AMA 
250cc Supercross and the outdoor 
National MX Series. 


Team Honda of Troy has also finalized 
its 1998 motocross team. Both Mike 
Craig and Mike Brown will compete in 
the 250cc Supercross Series, while 
Stephane Roncada and Casey Lytle will 
compete in the Western and Eastern 
125cc Supercross Series, respectively.

The Ty Davis saga 


On October 20, 1997, ESI Inc. began 
negotiations with KTM for Ty Davis. ESI 
Inc. informed KTM's Scot Harden of the 
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acceptable terms for Mr. Davis’ propos- 
al. Mr. Harden countered eight times, 
and even as late as November 20, 1997, 
verbally committed to a proposal - only 
to fax additional changes in the final 
draft. Throughout these negotiations, 
ESI Inc. asked Mr. Harden not to com- 
municate with anyone concerning this 
proposal. However, a retraction was 
ordered to be sent to Cycle News on 
November 5, 1997, by ESI due to the fact 
that he had indeed informed individuals 
inside and outside of the industry that 
Ty Davis had signed with KTM. 

Understanding that Mr. Davis has 
had a very strong and successful career 
with Kawasaki Motors Corp. USA, the 
possibility that Mr. Davis could have 
signed with anyone else was not proba- 
ble in that Kawasaki has first right of 
refusal over Mr. Davis, and Mr. Davis is 
quite anxious to address a continual 
relationship with them. We feel that Mr. 
Harden used this lengthy negotiating 
time to try and control Ty Davis while 
locking up Donnie Book, Ty's teammate 
for 1998. 

With Donnie Book signed, Ty would 
be forced to sign for less. Both of these 
young men are excellent riders who 
deserve to be paid what they are worth. 
Playing games with the riders is not 
respectable, nor is it ethical. If this is 
how negotiating is done on a regular 
basis by some such individuals, then 
perhaps all of the riders need agent/ 
managers to guarantee their financial 
security and future.

Misdirected anger 


This letter is in response to Carl Sum- 
mers’ comments about boycotting the 
AMA for canceling the Gainesville 
National Motocross. While I can appre- 
ciate his disappointment in not being 
able to see a National motocross near his 
home, I think his anger with the AMA is 
misdirected. I don’t have any special 
insight into the canceling of Gainesville, 
but I do follow the sport closely and 
read a lot of the motorcycle publica- 
tions. 

For several years now, the riders and 
factory teams have been unhappy with 
the scheduling of a National motocross 
in the middle of the supercross season. 





If a rider is injured during the early 
supercross season and misses the 
Gainesville National, this greatly affects 
their motocross season as well as their 
supercross season. It seems like this has 
happened quite often during the past 
few years. Also, it is difficult for the fac- 
tory teams to change from a supercross 
setup to a motocross setup in that short 
period of time. 

Furthermore, I believe I read that 
there was a great deal of concern about 
Gainesville’s track preparation this past 
year and the fact that it was unsafe. I 
don’t know this for sure as I didn't 
attend the race, but that is what I read. 
Regarding the AMA canceling the 500 
Nationals, I don't think the AMA just 
one day decided to cancel them. I 
believe it was due to a lack of interest by 
the various motorcycle manufacturers, 
the factory teams, riders, spectators, etc. 

Again, I can appreciate Mr. Summers 
being disappointed, as I also enjoy 
attending National motocross events. 
However, I don't think it is fair to blame 
the AMA for canceling this event. I 
believe the AMA has a difficult job of 
pleasing the spectators, factory teams, 
privateer riders, promoters, etc., as well 
as keeping the events safe for both the 
riders and spectators. I think they are 
doing a great job of making the National 
motocross and supercross events enjoy- 
able for both spectators and racers. It 
has to be very difficult. 

Maybe supercross does not hold the 
same appeal as motocross for some of 
us, but at least replacing the Gainesville 
National with the Tampa Supercross 
was a good effort to have an additional 
event in Florida.

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ick Doohan took another 


stride forward in 1997. 
With his fourth 500cc 
World Championship, his 


record number of consecutive pole posi- 
tions and wins per season (a dozen of 
each in 15 races), he moved more firmly 
into the all-time Hall of Fame to take his 
place alongside the greats Agostini and 
Hailwood - a marvelous achievement. 

However, the step in question does 
not depend on statistics. It is more per- 
sonal, and less objective. 

The new status he achieved was that 
of Living Legend, and Doohan did it not 
so much with his string of victories as 
by the manner of his whole seasons. 

For a fourth year he was virtually 
unopposed. Although there were some 
close finishes and even a couple of 
defeats, Doohan could basically have 
cruised and still won. 

He did not. The 32-year-old Aus- 
tralian's approach remained the same as 
if he had had to fight for every inch. He 
put in maximum effort - not only for 
every race, but also every practice ses- 





sion - indeed, every lap. In this way, he 
demoralized and dismantled the compe- 
tition. At the same time, there were sev- 
eral among them who were learning 
from the master, and Doohan's superi- 
ority served also to elevate their stan- 
dards. 

We spoke to him after he'd won the 
title, at the final race in Australia, the 
day before his only botch of the year. 
Leading his home Grand Prix in his 
usual fashion, Doohan committed an 
unforced error and crashed. It was so 
rare to see that it was hard to believe. 

We spoke about his motivation, 
about his rivals, about the one race of 
the year that he lost through being beat- 
en (by Tadayuki Okada at Sentul - the 
other defeat was the result of engine 
problems at Jerez). We also spoke about 
his plans for the future, and the strength 
of commitment required for each new 
season. 





Doohan was in a relaxed frame of 
mind, the struggles and the tension of the 
fight for the title behind him. A prickly 
interview subject at other times, he is reli- 
ably articulate, expansive and tolerant in 
our year-end conversations that have 
become a regular fixture. This is all part 
of the dutiful and increasingly successful 
efforts he makes to accommodate the 
media and the fans, though he continues 
to think that side of it is a bit silly. Why, 
after all, would anyone want a piece of 
paper with his name scrawled on it? 

He is a private person, happiest 
when he is on his boat, with the throttle 
wide open and his passengers scream- 
ing for mercy - or when he is on his 
Honda in the same condition, and with 
his rivals doing the screaming. 


First off, your motivation this year has 
been phenomenal. How on earth do 
you keep it up year after year?

I've always had a good deal of motiva- 
tion by myself. It really is the racing that 
keeps me going - the will to want to be 
the fastest. Everyone's going fast out 
there, but I want to be the fastest. І enjoy 
the racing more so now than - well, not 
more than I ever have, but I'm really 
enjoying riding. 

And I don't really have a lack of 
motivation to get up in the morning and 
prepare myself to go racing. I could stop 
now. I could have stopped two years 
ago. But I really do feel like I'm still 
learning, and that probably motivates 
me as well. 

Still learning what? Elements of skill 
and control, or what? | 
Experience more than riding - race craft. 
Also about the machine - І feel like I'm 
evolving. I don't feel I'm peaking. I'm 
still working - I change my tack here or 
there; I try this and try that and see if it 
doesn't work. I enjoy that side of it. And 
the racing has definitely been far from 
boring this year, and so that's also kept 
me enthusiastic. 

You are notoriously tough on yourself 





in your personal preparation. Do you 
still train as hard as ever? 
A lot of people probably still think I’m 
„training hard now, but I slackened off 
after winning the title - effectively, my 
season was finished, in terms of what I 
set out to achieve. I’m still doing 2 1/2 
hours every other day, but not as 
intense, and perhaps the endurance isn’t 
there. 

I go to the gym as well, but normally 
I do an hour or more of aerobic and 
anaerobic training every day, then 
strength training every other day, with 
weights. 
As for the bike, you chose to race a dif- 
ferent engine from the other Honda 
riders - the 180-degree Screamer 
instead of the Big Bang. You won on it 
all year; then, a couple of weeks ago, 
you were quoted as saying that the Big 


Bang was actually superior in almost. 


every way. 
I didn’t say it was superior - but I think I 
mentioned the 180-degree motor is not 
the answer to everyone's problems. I 
did think from the start that I could 
probably utilize the different character- 
istics. The main reason for using it from 
way back when was to try and recapture 
some of the feel that we had with those 
old motors. 

Straight away, I enjoyed a better feel 
with that motor. It wouldn't pull as 
cleanly off the low-speed turns, but if I 
could keep the bike in the power, it was 
really good, and if I could keep good 
throttle control, I could also preserve the 
tire. So, for me, it was actually better 
than the Big Bang motor. But if you 
were lazy with throttle control, it'd actu- 


ally spin up quite quick. 
Alex Criville tried it the same time I 
did, and he had quite a big crash on it. 


And he didn't like it straight away. It's 
understandable. I’d done three years on 
that engine before we went to the Big 
Bang, but he'd never ridden one, so he 
didn't understand it whatsoever. But I 
think this year Alex has come into his 
own a little bit, and he wants to develop 
as a rider and start using his own infor- 
mation as to what's best for him. Which 
I believe is the best way for him to go, 
anyway. 

Okada tried it (at Barcelona, without 
success) and again his throttle control 
(laughs) wasn't as good as he thought it 
would be. Because when you get tired 
or when you're not so precise with the 
throttle, it wasn't as good. Because it 
doesn't pull cleanly off the turn, and 
because it hasn't got as much torque as

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the Big Bang motor, you tend to get a bit 
aggressive with the throttle. And all 
you're doing is basically filling it full of 
fuel, and then all of a sudden it starts to 
spin, so you roll off, and then you've got 
to get back on it again, and then you do 
the same thing and it starts spinning 
again... 

They can be a lot more aggressive 
with the Big Bang motor, and get away 
with it, whereas this - well, it suits me. 
One of the reasons why the Japanese 
didn't want to give it out to everyone 
was because they can see off the com- 
puters that the other riders' throttle con- 
trol isn't as smooth as mine. 

There was also an element of playing 
mind games with the other riders. 

I knew if I had something different, it 
would play on the other guys' minds. It 
did, and Alex tried it again after we got 
back to Europe. But straight away he 
again rejected it. Throughout the year, 
(Carlos) Checa was going, "I've gotta 
have one of those engines, Гуе gotta 
have one of those engines." Tady 
(Okada) was the same. Any edge you 
can get is a plus. 

If the others had all switched to 
Screamers, would you have been ready 
to switch back to the Big Bang? 

Well, yeah, especially at the beginning 
of the season. I didn't really know how 
it would stand up in a race situation, 
and I was ready to go back to the Big 
Bang. 

Did you ever come close to switching 
back? 

No. Straight away, in Malaysia, the bike 
seemed to be working good, although 
Okada was on pole, and on the tight 
turns he could get off better than me, 
which could be pretty good in a race sit- 
uation. 

The only time I really thought it 
might be difficult is in the wet, but 
again, if you were smooth in the wet, it 
seemed quite good. It's just if you were 
aggressive on the throttle, the thing 
spins. What the other guys weren't used 
to - it's a different way of spinning. The 
Big Bang spins up very quick, but it's 
slower than this motor, which just 
builds rpm straight away. 

So you have to anticipate it. 

Well, if you can try and avoid the thing 
spinning. 

Is it more fun to ride? 

For me it is, and that's one of the ele- 
ments as well. Because - it's a two-stroke 
again. It was real fun to ride. You shut 
the throttle down and they roll on into 
the corners - and it had a powerband. It 
was just that much more lively. And 
that probably made me keep on my toes 
a little bit more, because I had to think 
about it more. 

Will you ride the Screamer engine next 
year? | 

I can't say that 100 percent. Things will 
be different next year because of the fuel 
situation. (Unleaded fuel comes in next 
year.) We don't know what's going to 
work, so we might have a different 
engine again. Again, it would be per- 
haps a little bit more radical than the 
other guys'. The objective is to win. 
This is always assuming you ride for 
Honda next year. It seems any chances 
of a move to Yamaha are now all over. 
It's all over - unless I want to go back- 
wards. If things didn't work out with 
Honda, I don't think I would be without 
a ride for next year; put it that way. 
Honda and I basically knotted some- 
thing out in Barcelona in September. It's 
just the technical side of the contract 
negotiations. Nothing's concrete, but it's 
almost done. (More than a month later, 
the deal was still dragging on. In Europe 
in late November, Doohan said, "HRC 


expects to make an announcement in 
January.") 

Honda surprised me, how much they 
wanted to keep me. It's their 50th 
anniversary next year, and I wanted to 
give them a bit of respect, to counter- 
offer after Yamaha, because I had been 
with them for a number of years. They 
were quite receptive to what I wanted to 
say and what I was asking for. Basically, 
they've come up to everything. 

Had Wayne's (Rainey) offer (to 
switch to Team Rainey) been a year ear- 
lier, I think I'd probably have been over 
at Yamaha. I think we can all see the 
Yamaha isn't such a bad thing. Like in 
Indonesia, Luca's (Cadalora) lap time in 
the race was only a tenth slower than 
the fastest lap, and he was coming 
when, unfortunately, the engine broke. 

I have no doubt that we could get the 
bike on track, if we were really working 
towards it. What impressed me is, 
Yamaha really was committed to want 
to go racing. But it didn't make econom- 


ic sense, really. It would be interesting, 
but I got a better offer to stay where I’m 
at, and to try and create something in 
my own team which we haven't got at 
the moment. 

You've been complaining recently 
about having to share your settings 
with other Honda riders. Is that what 
you're talking about now? 

Obviously. When I was a young guy 
coming in in 1984, with Wayne Gardner 
as my teammate, we didn't have all this 
computer control, as we have now, with 
everything stored in one house. I used 
to have to go - basically, I used to go to 
Eddie (Lawson) and say, "Would you 
mind me having a look at what you're 
using?" 

I wouldn't mind if that was the case 
now - then you can say yes or no, 
depending on how close you are to him. 
But when it's just handed over on a 
plate - "Here's the bike that won the 


` race last year, all the settings." Then you 


see these guys in the first session, 
they're straight away there - and you 
think, “Shouldn’t you still be getting 
yourself up to speed?" 


This is what frustrates me, and I 
want to get away from it. What I say to 
Honda is, "You don't learn anything if 
you're just given information." You see 
what happened with Wayne (Rainey) 
and Kevin (Schwantz). When I stop, you 
don't want it to happen to you. 

If you keep giving information, then 
these guys aren't going to expand as rid- 
ers or learn how to approach the race; 
then you're going to be left in the same 
situation. You're going to be giving 
these guys new stuff at test sessions, 
and they're going to go, "I don't know - 
what does Mick think?" And Mick isn't 
going to be there. 

Honda has basically agreed, and we 
have to sort-out the details. This is the 
pinnacle of motorcycle racing. I don't 
think you should be getting back-han- 
ders. If you're not good enough to set 


the motorcycle up - well, bad luck. If 


you get a Honda, that should be 
enough. 
One of the reasons I was so upset last 


week (after losing the last-lap scramble 
to Okada at Sentul) was not only 
because I lost the race - and I’m never 
happy to lose the race - but because I 
was racing my own motorcycle, with 
somebody else on it. He had exactly the 
same settings, the same gearbox, the 
same suspension as І ran in the race last 
year. And that's a bit disheartening, 
because you [hink, "If he'd have started 
the weekend with a base motorcycle, 
"then where would he have ended up?" 
Okada has been running stronger as 
the year went on. Have you been sur- 
prised by him? 

Yes and no. I think last year, on the 
twin, he was astounding. He did a lot 
better job than (Takuma) Aoki's done. 
But again, I think the importance of the 
setup this year has helped him, so you 
can't really tell how he'd have gone. 
What about Nobuatsu Aoki (who fin- 
ished third overall in the champi- 
onship, behind Okada)? 

He's getting the same. He's said to me at 
four or five races this year he can't 
believe how he gets to a race track and 
away he goes. 





But Alex Criville doesn't fall into the 
same category? 

I noticed in testing he was going his 
own way, which I was pretty impressed 
about. He still is doing that and I'm still 
impressed. I think he understands that 
to go to the next level, he has to start 
learning about the machine for himself. 
Alex got taken out of the season with 
his injuries at Assen. Were you 
relieved? 

Not really. It was a bit of a shame. We 
already had quite a good lead. I don't 
think Alex was riding as well as last 
year - but last year I was racing at a pace 
that was quick enough to win, and that 
was all. I knew that this year I wouldn't 
be able to do that. I knew I had to do 
something different. It was basically go 
out and run a strong pace the whole 
time. I think that broke Alex a bit. He 
wasn't used to being pushed the whole 
way. He ran off the track a few times. 
The race times have been considerably 
quicker this year than last. 





Last year, Alex was on me by the end 
of the season. He knew I'd run a расе, 
then the last two laps I'd go. This year, 
even if I did go fast the last two laps, I 
had to go faster earlier as well. 
Watching the way you let Aoki get past 
you at Imola, you were obviously play- 
ing with him. Was it the same with 
Okada at Brno and Donington? 

In Czecho, yes. Okada carries a bit more 
corner speed than Alex ever did. Alex 
still runs it into the corner and parks it, 
whereas Tady, with his time on a 250, 
does carry quite good corner speed. 
He's good for two laps when he gets out 
in front there, then his entry speéd 
drops. I knew that, so I thought, "Okay 
ГЇЇ get back in front and try and go." But 
then he's coming with you again. It's the 
same old thing - the guy in front drag- 
ging you along. I knew he was going to 
have another go, but I knew when he 
came alongside me that he wasn't going 
to make the corner. (The reward for 
Okada's persistence was a crash.) 

What happened at Sentul? Did he take 
you by surprise there? 

Sentul was the same thing. I let him out 











in front, and he was running good. Then 
he started dropping corner speed, so 1 
thought, “Okay,” and I got back by. 
Then he was just running with me. 
knew his bike was a little bit quicker, so 
I was going to have to win from the 
front - try and cover him. He was a bit 
over the limit with a couple of passes. 
Then, at the last turn, he’d been better 
than me all race, but I didn’t expect him 
to come by me - it’s a pretty hard place 
to pass. 

All credit to Tady. He’s been pushing 
hard all year, and if you push long 
enough you eventually get there, and in 
all honesty he beat me fair and square. 
There’s no animosity there. | was angry 
after the race because of what | 
explained earlier - and because I'd been 
winning for quite a while, and it was a 
bit of a shock getting beaten. 

You virtually own the 500cc class now, 
and it's hard to see how that will stop - 
until you get tired of it. How many 
more years do you think you have? 

I’m not sure. The off-seasons definitely 
get harder to come away from. 

Do you mean that you're learning how 
to enjoy leisure? 

Not really. I just know how intense it 
gets. I guess I get away from the motor- 
cycling for a while, and it's hard to get 
focused again. Next year I'll see how it 


goes, but honestly, І can't say whether ` 


1998 will be my last year or not. But I 
know that if I do race in 1999, it will be 
all said and done by the end of that 
year. 

The biggest factor will be if I’m still 
capable of being competitive, and still 
enjoying it. If I were losing more than I 
was winning, then I'd call it a day. 
When I say losing, І mean coming third 
or fourth. But if I’m close, running up 
the front there, that inspires me. When 
you get beaten, I think you're taught a 
few lessons and you try and improve. 
So it's good to lose, but when you're out 
of touch with the leaders - that's when 
it's time to leave. 

I can't see why I wouldn't be com- 
petitive next year. To think I can win as 
much as I did this year would be a little 
over the top. If I could win five races, 
I'd be happy, and just be strong in 
every race. If I’m not, then I know that 
it's time - Mick Doohan's motivation 
would be gone, and after the last race of 
the year, you just wouldn't see me. 
(Laughing) Negotiations would go on 
forever. CN

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he year 1997 was the best of Jeff 
Emig’s career. In breaking Jeremy 
McGrath’s stranglehold on the 
championship trophy, the 26- 
year-old resident of Riverside, 
California, clinched his first-ever AMA 
250cc Supercross crown and the first sta- 
dium title for Team Kawasaki in more 
than a decade. As if that were not 
enough, “Jeffro” went on to clinch his 
second straight AMA 250cc Outdoor 
National MX Championship. 

Emig accomplished both successes 
with a strategy of poise and consistency 
and a newfound confidence that he had 
not shown before the '97 campaign. 
Those attributes have to make Emig 
(and Kawasaki) a smart bet to success- 
fully defend his title in 1998.

Everything clicked for Jeff 
Emig this year, but the 
reigning supercross champ 
says there is still room for 
improvement. 
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How does it feel to finally have the 
label "the fastest man on the planet"? 
Actually, I feel really normal, like I’m 
just doing these things as if it were 
everyday life. I don't really feel like any- 
thing special. I just keep racing hard 
each weekend, and my results seem to 
be good every time. 

Do you feel any faster? 

To be honest, maybe just a little in 
supercross, but in motocross I feel the 
same as always. l'm just going and rac- 
ing and doing what comes natural, 
doing what seems to be the easiest. 
Where are some of the places you've 
been racing? What's your schedule like 
after the supercross series? 

I just keep racing, year-round. Even 
after winning the supercross title I 
didn't let up one bit, and when the out- 
door season was over I went straight to 
Europe. It's real important for me to 
keep racing and never take a break. 
After I won the supercross title, I fin- 
ished up the AMA Motocross Series and 
won another title there. Then a couple 
races in Europe, the Motocross Des 
Nations, which was a tough defeat for 
me and Team USA. Then it was on to 
the World Supercross Championship 
Series, which was good because I was 
crowned the King of Bercy (at the Paris 
SX) for the first time. I always had races 
in Italy, Japan, Switzerland and so on. 
Then that's basically it for the year, 
then I get a little bit of time off, which 
really won't be time off because I'm 
sure I'll be testing with the guys from 
my race team. 

There's a huge amount of changes 
taking place among some of the 
other riders and other teams, but 
the core of Kawasaki's remains 
the same. Do you think that is 
going to benefit you guys? 

I think so. A consistency and 
knowing the bike, I think, makes 
a big difference as far as being 
comfortable. Ryan Hughes, my 
teammate, took off the winter 
and didn't do any of the Euro- 
pean races, largely due to hav- 
ing a new addition to his fami- 
ly (his son Evander). Damon Huffman, ge E 
on the other hand, did well in a couple c SE o 
of the European events and seems to be AE TRU EMO Bis CM 
getting a lot stronger. He has an awful tuner, Jeremy Albrecht, were a 

lot of talent in supercross. winning pair. Albrecht was named 250cc 
As for your own program, you will 
again be working with your mechanic,

Jeremy Albrecht, who was named the 
‘97 Mechanic of the Year for the 250cc 
class. 
Yes, and that award was well-deserved, 
in my mind. Jeremy does a great job for 
me, making sure that, each and every 
time I get on the bike, it's perfect and it 
feels the same as it did the last time I 
rode and that it performs to the highest 
quality. I think that everybody on our 
race team - from my manager, Bruce 
Stjernstrom, all the way to the guys in 
the race shop - they put out extra effort, 
and it's really gratifying for me that I get 
to reward all of them: the guys in the 
race shop who work day in and day out, 
sometimes seven days a week. I’m glad 
to give them the chance to have and 
enjoy the championship as a reward for 
all that hard work. 
The core of the Kawasaki team has 
remained together for three years, but 
do you realize that the second-, third-, 
fourth- and sixth-ranked 
supercross riders from '97 have 
all switched teams for 1998? 
How do you think that is going 
to work out for them? Do you 
think there's going to be a learn- 
ing period for all of them, or do 
you think from the word "go" it's 
going to be the same as it ever 
was? 

Well, I think whenever you switch a 
team, there is a certain amount of 
enthusiasm that comes with the 
change. There is also a time period 

where you have to get used to things. 

For instance, when I switched teams 
at the beginning of '96, I was pretty 
excited about it, and my expectations 
were real high although my finishes in 
the beginning weren't quite as good. 
But then, six months to a year down the 
line, things got really, really good. So I 
think in the situation like Ezra Lusk 
going to Honda and Jeremy McGrath 
going to Yamaha - both of whom are 
pretty talented supercross riders - I 
don't see them having to take any time 
to get used to their bikes or teams or 
new surroundings. I’m sure that they'll 
be real strong right from the start. 

You talked about the switch you made 
to Kawasaki back in '96. Obviously 
you spent a formidable part of your 
career with Team Yamaha, but since 
that switch you've won three out of 
four major U.S. titles. Was it the 
change in teams or the maturity of Jeff 
Emig that made the difference? 

Well, it'S the maturity and the chance to 
start over as a different person. I think 
that when you're with a team for a 
while during your growing period and 
your Jearning period like I was with 
Yamaha (five years), it can be a mixed 
blessing. I made a lot of mistakes and | 
also won a lot of races, but I think that. 
maybe I just didn't blend well with that 
team towards the end of my time there, 
and it was time to move on. 

Since the breakup, the fortunes of both 
Jeff Emig and Yamaha have changed, 
haven't they? 

That's right; 1997 seemed to be a good 
year for the both of us in that Yamaha 
had every one of their guys win races 
last year. That's definitely what you 
look for. I would like to see that happen 
on Team Kawasaki this year. I would

overall outlook of the team, 
that’s definitely number one. 
But as far as myself goes, I 
know what I have to do and I 
just keep plugging along. 1 
don’t get too excited about cer- 
tain things anymore because I 
know that I'm established and I 
know that I can win races. I’ve 
got a pretty good grasp on what it 
takes for me to do well nowadays, 
and I'm having a great time doing 
it. At this point, I just keep looking 
for different things to entertain me 
and keep me motivated. 

So, as far as Jeff Emig goes, would 
it be safe to say that it is no longer 
just about race wins, it's about 
titles? 

No, I don't think so. 

You mean you still take it one race at 
a time? 

That's the best way for me - to not look 
so far ahead but to think of every race 
as the only race that matters. Win or 
lose, put it behind you and go to the 
next one. 

That strategy must have helped in the 
supercross series this year, because the 
first two races didn't go very well for 
you, did they? 

At the first two events, I think I put too 
much pressure on myself to win. You 
see, I have learned to concentrate on 
myself and no one else. The thing that 
affects me most is that I actually get 
really jealous when somebody else wins. 
It's a very competitive feeling - I just 
seem to get so jealous about it and I 
wish it was me. I have to talk myself out 
of that feeling and think about just giv- 
ing it 100 percent whether I get first or 
15th. I need to think about trying my 
best and then it's like, "Okay, that's 
what I got. Now go to the next race." It 
seems like when I focus on that, I seem 
to do a little better. 

Last year, once you were able to do 
that, you picked up five race wins, but 
aside from that you were on the podi- 
um just about every weekend. It was a 
solid year for you. 

Yeah, it was a pretty good year as far as 
that. I think my supercross riding could 
be better than what it was. I think my 
confidence level has grown in the past 
year, just as a racer, and my confidence 
in my own person and my personality 
has grown as well. 

Do you think it will take a faster Jeff 
Emig to win the '98 title with all these 
changes going on behind you? 

I do. During the off-season I kind of hit 
on a couple of things that I realized | 
was going to have to do better for the 
'98 season. Something that my race team 
was telling me, and really everybody 
that I’ve ever ridden for told me ever 
since I’ve been riding supercrosses, is 
that I’m slow іп the whoops. I’ve just 
never had the charge that other guys 
have. So that’s the one thing that I’m 
focused on fixing - going through the 
whoops faster. I’m going to have to 
enter them faster and be just a whole lot 
more confident through there. I think 
that if I can do that, it will improve my 
supercross riding - it will give me that 
second a lap or two seconds a lap that | 
need to be the fastest guy out there 
every week. 

Well, you’ve got a good guy to learn 
that from because, in a lot of people’s 
opinion, your teammate Damon Huff- 
man is the fastest guy through the 
whoops. 

Yeah, Damon Huffman is definitely 
really, really good through the whoops, 
and then I also have Ryan Hughes to

look at. He takes a little different 
approach to it. Damon, he really studies 
the whoops and uses technique, and 
Ryno, on the other hand, I think he 
closes his eyes, shifts up a gear and just 
pins it! So if I can find some sort of 
happy medium and just learn from both 
of those guys and be somewhere right in 
between them, but going just as fast as 
them, I think that’s what I need. 

Maybe you could trade out a tip on the 
whoops from your teammates and 
maybe teach them how to get 
holeshots, because in 1997 you were 
just totally on the gas. 

It's been a really great part of my whole 
career, all the way from when I was rid- 
ing a 60cc minibike, the fact that I get 
really good starts. I used to get a lot of 
grief about that back in the amateur 
days in the Stock class, because every- 
body always thought that my stock 
bikes were tuned on. But now that there 








are no stock bikes in supercross, it still 
holds true that I’ve been a pretty good 
starter throughout my whole career - 
and it definitely makes winning easier. 
A lot of people say the best race you 
rode in 1997 was in Houston where, 
instead of getting the holeshot, you 
came from dead-last place. Would you 
agree that that was your best ride? 
Well, my whole philosophy on super- 
crosses is get the holeshot and drag my 
feet to the finish, so Houston was a 
tough race for me, for sure. Going across 
the gate, I missed a shift and I couldn't 
get the bike back in gear, so now I was 
dead last. So I basically turned my 
whole philosophy upside down and | 
did it backwards. And it turned out to 
be my best supercross ever. Period. 
Everybody was up front, the track was 
really fair, and I just had a super race. 1 
was really aggressive with my passes 
and it took me eight laps to get to the 












































front - which, when I watched that race 
on video, was really fast. It was almost 
unbelievable. 
How is your mental state going to be 
different as the defending champion in 
1998? Are you going to put that much 
pressure on, yourself to win from the 
first race on or are you going to try to 
approach the 16-round Supercross 
Series as one big 16-lap race? 
One big race. Hopefully, I can take what 
l've learned from the '97 season and 
from my success, especially in the out- 
door motocross series, and be a little 
more calm and patient. I want to be 
there every week. There was only one 
race in the motocross series where I was 
outside of the top two. If I can hold true 
to that and have my same comfort zone 
and confidence level when I get to the 
race, and the same amount of excite- 
ment, I think I'll be successful. It's a 
thing where I want to have a clear head 
when I go to the race; I want people to 
know that I’m going there to have a 
good time and to do my job. I want to 
entertain the fans and I want to ride 100 
percent each and every time I get on the 
bike. 
What are your expectations for 1998? 
Well, of course I want to win. None of 
us would be there if we didn't want to 
win the '98 supercross championship, 
but I want to set a big impression in the 
fans as to who I am and that I'm a really 
dedicated racer. I want to have a lot of 
fun, because that's why we all race 
motocross - because it's a blast, it's a 
great sport to be in. I think next year 
I'm just going to branch out a little bit. 
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I think that l'm going to try to be a little 
more dedicated to giving something 
back to the sport - and, of course, win 
the supercross championship. 

Did you treat yourself to anything 
when you won the title? New car? New 
boat? 

No, actually I'm trying to sell every- 
thing I bought the last time I won a 
championship! 

Can you think of anything else? 

I appreciated all the support that my 
sponsors and the fans and the people in 
the industry gave me with winning the 
supercross season last year. I had a great 
bunch of people around me last year, 
and those same people will be with me 
again in 1998. 

That goes with keeping everything 
intact; you have a well-oiled machine 
right now. | 
Yeah, exactly. Now if I can just keep 
from breaking it, I'll be all right. CN

_ t may be hard to believe, but the

tion, and although we can understand 
the reason that most of the dirt track 
racing community has been slow in 
developing new equipment to meet the 
future program, we were just a bit impa- 
tient to wait for a glimpse of what these 
motorcycles could realistically look like 
in racing trim. So, we contacted noted 
European motorcycle stylist/ graphic 
artist John Keogh of England. 

Although his drawings can be found 
in motorcycle publications worldwide, 
Keogh is not just a pen-and-ink man. He 
has worked with several motorcycle 
designs from conception through the 
mock-up stage. Distinctive designs bear- 
ing the Keogh touch include the Ducati- 
powered Vee-Two Squalo and, most 
recently, the Taylormade Triumph 
superbike that will see action in Europe 
and possibly in the United States. But 
aside from the fact that he is an all- 
around cool dude, it is his ability to turn 
little more than verbal descriptions into 
working concepts on paper that impress 
us the most. 

That's exactly how the dirt track con- 
cepts on these pages were produced. 
Armed with little more than a few pho- 
tos and the overzealous ramblings of 
associate editor Scott Rousseau regard- 
ing how the motorcycles should look - 
namely that they retain an appearance 
that is not far removed from that of the 
"current" dirt track equipment (that 
statement in itself made the Englishman 
chuckle) - Keogh went to work. We 
think he did a great job, but keep in 
mind that these are concepts. Whether 
or not the actual machines bear a resem- 
blance to what you see here, they are 
fuel for the imagination. Enjoy them as 
such, and feel free to let us know what 
you think. CN 
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as we speak,” says Moroney’s 
Harley-Davidson team boss Pat 
Moroney, for whom Davey Camlin 
and Mike Hacker currently race.

that the frames were a bit lazy-handling, and the 
engines had less flywheel effect than the Triumphs © 
and Harleys, though they worked real well at 
places like Indy and Ascot." Upon spying our 
Yamaha TRX1000KR, Romero responded, “From 
what 1 see in this illustration, this looks more like 
an RS750. Of all the (Project 2000) stuff I've seen, | 
would throw a leg over something like this before 
anything else. | could see 60 to 80 of these things 
out at the race track, but my concern is that for 
this to work, we need some factory involvement - 


not necessarily race teams." 


“Pm working on a Harley-Davidson -

Ft now appears almost certain 
[that John Kocinski will 
return to 500cc Grand Prix 
| racing in 1998. And he'll be 
! armed with the ultimate tick- 
et to ride - a factory Honda 
NSR500. It is his reward for 
bringing Honda its first World 
Superbike Championship since 
1989, and the first for the much- 
chastised RC45. All of this comes 
as Honda begins its 50th 
anniversary, coincidentally 
matching Kocinski's 25th year as 
a motorcycle racer. 

Although he would like to 
bring home the gold in what will 
be his silver anniversary, Kocins- 
ki isn't going into the 1998 sea- 
son with his mouth cutting 
checks his right wrist can't cash. 
According to Kocinski, the 1998 
season will be a back-to-school 
session for him in the 500cc 
World Championship, a year 
that will force him to start all 
over again. 

Love him or loathe him, even 
Kocinski's harshest critics seem 
to be placing their hopes on him - 
to bring excitement back to 500cc 
Grand Prix racing - most notably 
from an American racing fan's 
perspective, something that's 
been missing since the days of 
Wayne Rainey and Kevin 
Schwantz. | 

Although КосілѕКі;. who will 
turn 30 on March 20, speaks of 
himself as a class rookie, he's far 
from it. After all, he won his first 
500cc Grand Prix in 1991 - only 
one year and 27 days after four- 
time World Champion Mick 
Doohan won his first. Since then, 
the two have take drastically dif- 
ferent paths, yet it is Doohan 
whom Kocinski must beat if he 
is to complete his ultimate goal: 
of being the only man ever to 
win the 250cc World Champi- 
onship, the World Superbike 
Championship, and road rac- 
ing's ultimate prize, the 500cc World 
Championship. 

America's biggest hope for glory in 
500cc GP racing talked to us from his 
home in Modesto, California. He spoke 
proudly of last year's World Superbike 
title, yet was somewhat guarded in his 
approach to next year's 500cc World 
Championship. 

Let's start with next year and move 
backward. What is John Kocinski 
going to be racing next year? 

At this moment, all I can say is that it 
appears that I'm going to be racing 
500cc GPs - but at this moment, nothing 
is finalized yet. The way I look at things, 
until I have my signature signed on the 
contract, then nothing is 100 percent 
sure. 

Are we to assume that you don't know 
what team you'll be with yet? Or is that 
the holdup? 

At this moment, nothing is finalized.

There are a lot of situations where deals 
are 95 percent or even 99 percent, and 
suddenly the next day something hap- 
pens and the whole deal falls through. I 
think the biggest thing right now is try- 
ing to get some details finalized 
between the team owner and myself. 
That’s the biggest part. One thing I 
know for sure is that I have 110 percent 
backing from HRC. They are going to 
supply me with factory machines and 
all the technical support and staff peo- 
ple that they feel is necessary for me to 
go out and have a real chance of win- 
ning a championship. 

Is that team owner Sito Pons? 

Since nothing is finalized 100 percent, I 
really can’t say at this moment. 

You were given the opportunity recent- 
ly to ride the NSR500 at Sugo. What 
were your initial impressions of the 
bike? Is it as awesome as everybody 
says? 
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For me, the thing that’s awesome is just 
riding for Honda. I really learned an 
incredible amount last year riding the 
superbike for Honda. Basically, a lot of 
people in the past have said a lot of neg- 
ative things about the RC45. After Carl 
Fogarty rode it and said you couldn’t 
win on it, maybe people thought it was 
a project that Honda brought out that 
wasn’t going to be successful. However, 
it was nice to join them and prove all 
those negatives wrong. It just goes to 
show that when you work with people 
with such a desire and dedication to 
win, you can basically achieve whatever 
you want to. 

When you first jumped on the NSR, 
was it set up for Mick Doohan? 

The bike I started on was exactly the 
same as how Mick uses it, except I used 
the old style, or I guess you would call it 
the Big Bang engine - the same engine as 
(Tadayuki) Okada and (Alex) Criville. · 







The chassis was set up com- 
pletely like what Mick had run. 
My first impression was great. 1 
loved it, I had a great time on it 
and I'm really looking forward 
to start testing - if that is the 
way we are going to go. One 
thing's for sure: There are some 
things that I will definitely have 
to modify, because my riding 
style is definitely different than 
his (Doohan's). But the basic 
bike is great and | sure enjoyed 
it. 

One of Doohan's major com- 
plaints is that he has to share 
information with the other 
Honda riders. If his setup 
doesn't work for you, then I 
guess you won't be running 
over to his pit trying to get his 
setup. 

I have always been the type of 
rider who likes to do his own 
thing. It's going to be up to me 
to try and understand what I 
need, and what is going on. The 
Honda engineers are so smart 
and they have so much infor- 
mation - that's what helped me 
tremendously this year in 
becoming World Champion. 
The RC45 is a motorcycle that is 
known to be not so easy to ride. 
To come into it with absolutely 
no experience and to win the 
championship in the first year - 
well, that's a pretty tall order. 
Having those guys there is what 
did it for me. If I had a problem, 
I could talk to them about it and 
they would come up with ideas 
that we needed to try. That's 
why I have absolutely no wor- 
ries in the world. Those guys 
are going to take care of it. 
Given that you are going back 
to GPs, what concerns you 
most about returning to the 
500cc class? 

I don't have any real concerns. I 
guess the thing that has sparked 
a flame inside of me more than 
anything is that I’ve been 250cc 
World Champion and World

Superbike Champion - it's just the 500cc 
World Championship that's missing. To 
be quite honest with you, the Flammini 
Group (the World Superbike promot- 
ers... Editor) runs a fantastic show and 
the people were very helpful. Whenever 
you needed anything, you could go 
there and be very confident that they 
were going to help you in any way they 
could. I quite liked the World Superbike 
Championship. For sure, I’m going to 
miss being there, because the people 
look after you so well. From what I can 
remember from Grands Prix, you're sort 
of out there on your own and there were 
more people grouped up - it's definitely 
a lot different atmosphere. 

What excites you about going back to 
GPs? Does it really just come down to 
the thrill of riding a 500 again? 

After not being on one since 1994, ] 
thought the 500 would be a lot faster 
than when I rode it at Sugo. That just 
















































goes to show you that superbikes - well, 
they basically only lose out to a 500 on 
acceleration, and that’s only because 
they’re 35 kilos (almost 80 pounds) 
lighter. On top speed, there’s probably 
only 3 or 4 k’s (2.5 mph) in it. I don’t 
think people realize the level that super- 
bike racing has gotten to. You can ask 
some of the guys who returned from 
Grands Prix to World Superbike last 
year; I think they found it quite a bit dif- 
ferent than they ever have. I know that 
this year was a full-on race. Every time 
you got on the bike, you were definitely 
out on the limit. 

How much did the RC45 change from 
the first time you rode it to how you 
finished the season on it? 

Basically, I can honestly say that through 
all the winter testing and probably the 
first four races - actually, it was Doning- 
ton Park. In the first race there I finished 
10th, and in the second race I finished 
fifth - that was probably the biggest high- 
light of the whole season. We found a 
baseline setting where we could go to 
every race track and start off in a very 
good position. Up until that point, we 
were still trying-to get a feel and under- 
stand the machine. There were definitely 
some things that I had to modify in a 
small way to ride it. Overall, it was really 
something and I was happy to be there 
and be involved with it. It was nice to be 
with people who would work night and 
day and had the same desire as me to try 
and achieve a World Championship. 

So with the bike not being the way you 
wanted it early on, did it help you that 
some of those early rounds were held 
in wet conditions?

I think not knowing anything about the 
motorcycle and riding it in the wet is 
not an easy thing to do. How can any- 
one say that it was easy for me, or that I 
was lucky? When you don't know the 
motorcycle, riding it in the wet isn't any 
easier. To ride it in the wet, just like the 
dry, the bike has to be set up very well - 
because you can't be on the ragged edge 
and make it around the track 25 or 30 


a lot of confidence in them. And they 
knew what I could do. We were togeth- 
er as a team, and the combination was

If Colin Edwards ends up taking over 
your Castrol Honda ride, what advice 
could you give him going into the sea- 
son? 

If that works out for Colin, then I’m 
very happy for him. It’s very nice to see 
another American rider get on the 
machine because, after all, we're all 
Americans and it’s nice to see Ameri- 
cans win World Championships - in any 
class. With the work that’s been done to 
this point, he should be able to get on it 
and - the hardest part for him is that 
he's been on the Yamaha for so long, it'll 
be interesting to see how he adjusts to 
the Honda. The two, chassiswise, are 
quite a bit different. Personally, I hope 
he gets on the bike and goes very well 
and can win the championship. I'd be 
very happy to see that. 

Your season ended with some contro- 
versy. A lot of people came down on 


times. I had a very good team and I Һаа 





you for not helping your teammate 
Aaron Slight finish second in the 
championship. And then there was the 
incident with Simon Crafar in Indone- 
sia. What's your side of the story? 

A lot of people misread a lot of things 
and basically they didn't have the facts 
on the situation. First of all, before the 
last two races in Indonesia, | was 
advised by the highest chief - the project 
leader for the RVF750 - to go out and 
win both races. Basically, what Aaron 
Slight had to do was beat Carl Fogarty 
in both races. That's the only thing he 
had to do. When I finished in front of 
Aaron, it had nothing to do with Aaron 
not finishing second in the champi- 
onship - because Aaron did not beat 
Carl in the second race. That's all he had 
to do and he couldn't get the job done. 
As far as me passing him - well, I was 
instructed to go out and win both races. 
That's what I was definitely out to do. 
Just because I was World Champion, 
that didn't mean I was supposed to pull 
over and let everybody else win. 

In Sugo, Honda told me, "You take it 
easy and get the championship, and 
then you go to Indonesia and you win 
the races." Honda has a very, very 
strong desire to win races. That compa- 
ny is very performance-oriented. If you 
do your job and you perform, they'll 
take care of you. | 

The other part is with Simon Crafar. 

To be honest with you, Simon is a really 
nice guy and I've always gotten along 
very well with him. When the two of us 
got together and I knew I was going 
down, I remember looking up and see- 
ing Simon ride off. I was happy that he 
didn't fall down with me and that he 
could continue on. It was only later that 
І realized that when he was trying to get 
back on the track - I guess he still want- 
ed to win - as he was trying to get back 
on the track, he spun out on the grass. 
That's why he went down. Hey, I'm 
very sorry that it happened. I don't have 
a reputation for running into people. I 
guess you can just say that's part of rac- 
ing, but I don't feel very good about it. 
The first time I see Simon, I'll definitely 
apologize to him. It doesn't matter if it 
was or wasn't my fault, it was still a sit- 
uation where we touched, and I want 
the guy to know that I would never do 
anything intentionally to hurt someone. 
Was there a certain point in the season 
that you knew you had Carl Fogarty 
right where you wanted him? 
Early on, I told the team members and 
the HRC staff that I thought I was riding 
too much on the limit. And even then, 
we weren't able to keep consistent pres- 
sure on him. I knew we had to do some- 
thing so that I wouldn't have to stick my 
neck out so far; I felt that with so many 
races, at some point I was going to go 
down. Those guys just went to work 
and they got me more comfortable on 
the bike. Basically, I think it was all over 
from there. 

It got to the point where, when we 
went out for practice, he'd (Fogarty) 
come in and look up on that TV monitor 
and he was always behind us. I think 
that was very hard on him - especially at 
Assen. There it's an unfortunate thing to 
qualify on pole position because you're 
up against the guardrail. In both starts, 
Fogarty tried to run me into the 
guardrail to the point where I'd have to 
shut off. And if you got a bad start, 
you'd get caught up in the pack. We 
filed a complaint about it with the FIM 
because he was trying to do that at 
every race. Basically, he'd cut over on 
me and try to run me off the track. They 
went over and warned him about it and 
he eventually stopped doing that. But at 
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Assen, I came from so far back and then 
to beat him - I was the first guy to break 
his win streak there. To come from that 
position and still win the race - well, 
psychologically for him, that was a hard 
pill to swallow. And it didn't get any 
easier for him from that point on. 

In all your years of racing, had you 
ever come across someone who you 
thought was deliberately trying to take 
you out? 

At Hockenheim, he came at me from the 
outside. Hey, it's one thing if a guy 
comes up the inside and maybe he's in a 
bit hot and runs into you. That's one 
thing, but I’ve never had anyone come 
from the outside and run across my 
front wheel. That tore the aluminum 
fairing stays off the motorcycle, and the 
fairing was dragging on the ground - 
that's why I finished 14th in the second 
race at Hockenheim. I lost a tremendous 
amount of points. And that was from 
Fogarty. 

I would think a race such as that would 
go a long way to quieting a John 
Kocinski critic. You could have pulled 
in instead of riding around to get two 
points. Do you think you've shown 
those people something, or will they 
always be critical of you? 

One thing is for sure: I’ve had a difficult 
past. But the nicest thing about my past 
is that it's all behind me now. Anyone in 
motorcycle racing would give just about 
any part of their anatomy to be in the 
shoes that I’m in now. I'm with Honda 
and I'm very close with Honda. All I can 
do is try to improve every time and get 
better. I think a lot of people have seen 
in 1997 that things have changed for me. 
I can assure everyone that it's just going 
to keep getting better and better. I’m 
surrounded by people who are so pro- 
fessional and they've really helped me 
tremendously. Racing is a lot of fun now 
- like it used to be when: I was a lot 
younger. 

Are you proud of what you 've been 
able to accomplish? It wasn't long ago 
that you sat out a season; now you've 
rebuilt your career almost all by your- 
self. 

It is something that's quite nice and 
something I'm proud of. I do all my 
own contracts. I organize all my own 
sponsors. When I say on my own - okay, 
it's impossible to do it without all the 
sponsors and all the people from Honda 
- but as far as the other things that other 
people get help with, well, I’ve done 
that part on my own. With all the adver- 
sity that I’ve been through, I’ve learned 
a lot of that stuff. Basically, I just feel 
more comfortable doing it on my own. 
My feeling is that, unless you’re trying 
to get a big, outside-the-industry spon- 
sor, you can do it on your own. I don't 
need anyone to find a helmet contract 
for me. But if I was going to go out and 
try to get sponsorship from someone 
like AT&T - well, then I would hire 
somebody to go out and talk to these 
people, because I wouldn't step out of 
my boundaries to attempt something | 
wasn't qualified for. But the sponsors 
inside the industry know who I am and 
they know my abilities - it's just a matter 
of sitting down and seeing if they have 
the budget to support me. 

Was there ever a point where you 
doubted you could come back from 
being all the way out of the sport? 
Nothing will ever stop me. I can do 
whatever I want to do - there's no limit. 
If I decide to do something, I'm going to 
do it. No one is going to stop me. That's 
just my desire to want to win and to be 
successful - that's what's helped me a 
lot. That's what motivates me. I guess I 
just never really get down. I just keep 


working away until I get where I want 
to be. All of those things I've been 
through - hey, to be with Honda, I'd do 
it all again; that's how happy I am to be 
where I am. If I have a problem, 1 call 
the factory and they help me out. 

There are a lot of people who are pin- 
ning their hopes on you to suddenly 
make 500cc Grand Prix racing more 
special. You're the guy who is sup- 
posed to beat Mick Doohan and bring 
America some glory again in the 500cc 
class. How does that make you feel 
going into next season? 

With those bikes being so light and so 
powerful, there is a period of time 
where you really have to learn how to 
get the bike set up right - just so you can 
ride it at that high level and stay on it 
every week. You can fall off one of those 
maybe once or twice, but if you consis- 
tently fall off those things, you'll end up 
getting hurt. l've never been actually 
hurt in my whole career, and I don't 
want to start next year. In the beginning, 
I'm basically going to pay my dues 
again. I want tó build a solid foundation 
with the bike before I try and put the 
walls up and the roof on the house. 

Га love to just jump back into it and 
start at the top, but unfortunately life 
doesn't work that way. I’m really look- 
ing forward to the challenge of getting 
back in there and learning the essentials 
- working with the engineers and get- 
ting as comfortable as possible on the 
bike. To say you're going to go out and 
win the championship that first year is 
simply crazy. I’m not even thinking 
about that. I’m not thinking about fin- 
ishing in any position, really; I'm just 
thinking about building that strong 
foundation. I want to gather as much 
information as I can and learn from 
everybody, especially Mick (Doohan) 
and the other riders that are there in the 
factory team. I. want to take advantage 
of being able to listen to everybody and 
learning as much as I can. If you look at 
anyone who has ever been successful on 
one (a 500), that's what it takes. 

For sure, it's a goal of mine to win 
this thing, and if I have to take a year to 
do my homework, then that's what I 
have to do. l'm only human like every- 
one else and there's only so much I can 
do. If I do this the right way, I'll take 
good results this year and I'll learn 
about the machine. That will put me in a 
situation where I can not only win races, 
but to be in a situation like Mick 
Doohan. 

He's definitely a formidable presence 
to have to deal with. 








Kecinski had an outing on a Honda 
NSR500 in Japan recently, riding the bike 
to a fourth-place finish in the Big Road 
Race at Sugo. In 1998, he'll have the 
chance to ride one all season as he 
attacks the 500cc World Championship on 
a factory NSR. 


Oh, for sure. I would never dispute that, 
but everyone can be beat - everyone has 
been beat. I don't think beating Mick 
Doohan is the hardest part - the hard 
part is beating Mick Doohan's combina- 
tion. That's the strength that he has with 
his team; he's been on that bike for nine 
years, so he knows everything about it. 


If anyone thinks they are going to step’ 


in there in their first year and go up 
against a guy with nine years of experi- 
ence with that machine - well, that's 
totally impossible. I’m not going to hurt 
myself trying to do the impossible. I'm 
going to get things sorted so I can be 
just under the impossible and have a 
chance to win. He (Doohan) has a lot 
going for him. He's built a lot over time, 
and he basically has an empire that's not 
going to be easy to knock down. 

So how have you been spending your 
off-season? Wild women, parties...? 

No - it just seems that every year the 
travel gets more and more intense. I’ve 
just been trying to stay home and do 


_normal things - I guess just stuff like 


your neighbors do. I’ve been trying to 
keep myself in a position where I don’t 
have to travel too much. And everybody 
has been really understanding about 
that. I just didn’t want to start off-season 
testing tired. I want to start fresh, and 
everyone has been really understanding 
about that. 

You're still based in Modesto, Califor- 
nia, living in a townhouse and driving 
a pickup truck. When do you get the 
mansion and the Ferrari? 

My theory was always that I wanted to 
work hard when I was young, and 
when I get older I just want to play. The 
nice thing now is that I'm not racing for 
financial reasons. I race because I enjoy 
it, and it was nice this year to bring a 
World Championship back to the 
United States. Americans have always 
been really strong in the World Champi- 
onship, but unfortunately we have a 
shortage of riders there now. It seems 
that some other countries have kind of 
taken over now. But I can assure every- 
one that next year I will be out there 
doing my best - and before I stop racing, 
I feel that I’m going to win the 500cc 
World Championship.

oug Chandler has it all: a 
record-tying three AMA 
} Superbike titles, a two-year 

factory contract, more toys 
than Sania Claus, and, most important- 
ly, a wonderfully supportive wife and 
three young children - but he wants 
more. 

At an age when riders are supposed 
to be slowing down, the 32-year-old life- 
long resident of Salinas, California, is 
still winning. Though he only won one 
of the 10 MBNA/AMA Superbike races 
this year, his legendary consistency and 
smoothness put him in a position where 
he controlled the title chase for much of 
the season. There were setbacks, though 
they were small and occasional. He did 
nothing stupid. He didn’t crash, he 
didn’t blow the bike up, and he made 
few bad decisions. He just kept motor- 
ing until he arrived for the final race in 
Las Vegas needing very little to secure 
his third title and maybe the best bonus 
in AMA Superbike racing. 

Chandler did what it took to get it 
done and he’s unapologetic. While oth- 
ers may quibble with his strategy, they 
can’t argue with his results. When he 
wasn’t winning, he was close - and 
when he wasn’t close, there was a good 
reason. 

But he was also lucky. His worst race 
was the Laguna Seca World Superbike 
race, where his Kawasaki suffered an 
engine failure in the second leg. Even in 
the final race at Las Vegas, he dodged 
a bullet: His young teammate Tommy 

Hayden suffered a battery failure and 
had to pit; had that been Chandler, he 
might not be wearing the number 
one on his bike for the second year 
in a row. 

As impressive as this third title 
was, the next one will be more diffi- 








cult. With an influx of new super- Ё 


bike riders, and the continuing 
rededication of the factories to the 
series, the 1998 campaign should be the 
toughest ever. There will be little room 
for error, and finishing every race will be 
paramount. If he does in 1998 what he 
did in 1997, it could be a record year for 
Chandler. It would make him the first 
four-time AMA Superbike Champion 
ever, a mark that will be hard to match. 
We caught up with Chandler on the 
eve of his first test session of the year at 
Daytona International Speedway. 
How do you top last year? 
Try to win more races this year, I guess - 
try to get the championship won. 
What about the criticism that you don’t 
win enough races? Does that bother 
you? 
Not really, because I know, four or five 
years down the road, it’s going to be for- 
gotten about - who won the most races. 
It's going to be the championship (that's 
remembered). I got to thinking about 
that a little bit past midseason. There’s a 
number of instances that were just like 
that. I think Wayne (Rainey) and 
(Kevin) Schwantz had a year like that, 
and so did Wayne and (Fred) Merkel. 
(In 1986, Merkel won two races and the 
title; Rainey won six races. In 1987, 
Schwantz won five, Rainey three, and 
the crown... Editor.) Just the same kind 


of deal. At the time, if I remember, they 

kind of got criticized a little bit then, but 

now who remembers it? Not too many 

people. 

Do you think you could be a better 
rider if you had to win races? 
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I don’t think so. I 
think I just kind of go about it 
given how the points are structured, 
and you just do what you have to do to 
accomplish coming home with the 
championship. I just can't justify taking 
a risk when the guy's only going to 
make three or four points up on you 
with three races to go. There's no point. 
It'd be different if it was maybe half the 
points gap, per position, with three 
races to go. Yeah, then you've got to 
beat that guy. It seemed like if it wasn't 
Miguel (DuHamel), it was Mat (Mladin), 
and vice versa. They kind of went back 
and forth, but I seemed to be the consis- 
tent one right there with them, with 
either one of them every time. Sure, I 
would have liked to have won more 
races. I just didn't feel it was worth it. 
Do you think they should change the 
points structure? 

I think the way it pays - as far as the 
amount of points you get for a win - I 


. think that's too high. And I think it pays 


too far down and we need a greater 
spread. For the amount of races we 
have, getting 35 points a win is a lot of 
points. If you lose one race, to make up 
35 points, that's tough. The spread's a 


problem and I think that amount of 
points is a problem. If we were just get- 
ting 25, then I think that would be a lot 
better - with a four; or five-point gap 
between first and second. 

Like the FIM point system? 

I think our point system is good if we 
had twice as many races - then it would 
be justifiable to pay that many 
points and still be 
able to 

































make a race back 
up somehow. 
But as it is now, you miss one race... 
It's tough. I think we pay too many 
points and the spread needs to be far- 
ther apart. 

And this year, you're going to be riding 
a 600, too. | 

It'S something new. I really wasn't 
wanting to, but it was something 
Kawasaki really would like me to do. 
l've never raced a 600, so I thought, 
“Why not?" I kind of figured we're the 
only ones with a new bike this year, and 
it should be as good, if not better, than 
the rest of them. So I think we should 
have a pretty good shot at doing good. 
Did the subject of you riding a 600 first 
come up this year? 

At the end of last year, we knew they 
were going to have a new bike, so there 
was a bit of a push going then. I didn't 
want to, but I didn't really mind doing it 
for them. I looked at it this way: If it 
would've been bad - which I highly 
doubted it was going to be - we would 
have just kind of packed it in like we 





































did on the 750 
(Supersport). But 
there's no way they're 
going to have a bad 

bike. That class is so 
competitive. The old 
bike ran good, it just 
didn't quite handle as 
good. This new one 
they've supposedly fixed 
everything that the old 
one wouldn't do for you. 

With that in mind, you'd 

think we'd have a darn 
good 600 to race this year. 
How much harder is it to 
do two classes in a week- 
end? 

I don't know. I’ve never 
done it. І mean, I did the 750, 
but that was the day before. 
(750cc Supersport races are 

held on Saturday... Editor). 1 
still admire the guys who do it 
because there is quite a bit of 
difference there, in tire grip and 

bike performance. The thing 
(superbike) accelerates and stops 
so much quicker. You've got more 
grip there. You've got a warmup 
lap and a sighting lap to adjust to 
get back on that thing. I think it'd 
be a tough deal. 
How long do you think it's going 
to take to get used to doing it? 
Hopefully, by the first race. It's kind of 
nice in one way. You've got to kind of 
turn around and make it work for you - 
try to make it a motivational thing 
rather than just kind of get depressed 
and dwell on it. That's not going to do 
you any good. You've got to try to build 
it up the best you can. I'll look at it as 
getting more track time, so I'll be able to 
know the track better and hopefully sort 
out stuff quicker. 

How much different is it to ride? 

It’s quite a bit. It's another step. You're 

on something that's a stock production 

bike with DOT tires and you get off of 
that and onto something that I don't 
think weighs much more than that one, 
but has quite a bit more power - more 
brakes under it, and better grip with the 
slick tires. To me, it's the equivalent of 

stepping up from a superbike to a 500 

on the same day. It can be that big of a 

step. 













Is it easier or harder to adjust the 600 to 
get it to work for you? 

I think it's harder, because you've got to 
keep it production-based. There's a lot 
of things that you know that there's 
potential to make it better, given what 
we can do to our superbikes to make it 
better. We can't do that. We've got to 
keep it stock. It can be frustrating at 
times. 

You say you find that a motivational 
thing? 

1 try to make it a motivational thing. 
What else motivates you? 

rying to win a fourth title on the super- 
bikes is something to shoot for, because 
if I could do that, Га solo myself out 
from the rest of the guys. That would be 
Кіпа of neat. | 

Апа it's no harder now to get up and 
ро racing than when you started? 

It's always going to get harder. It's 
never going to get easy. You might have 
à time or a moment or a race when you 
get everything right and you can clean. 
the guys up pretty good. But that's not 
how it's going to be all the time. You're 
always going to have new guys coming 
up and more guys coming in, which is 
good. I like to be in it because it's going 
to improve everybody out there as a 
rider, to a level of competition to com- 
pete with everyone else. And I think it's 
good for the series everywhere. 

What about working with Tommy 
Hayden? 

It's hard for me at times because I kind 
of feel I have a hard time explaining 
some of the things. I know what he's 
talking about and what he feels, but to 
try to come out and explain it the best I 
can - I have a hard time with it because 
I’ve never explained it before. I’ve 
always done everything for myself, on 
my own. It's kind of nice to have some- 
body to try to help teach you all this 
stuff and, given the situation, let them 
carry it on for you. I don't know - I think 
I need to be a better teacher. 

Is that what you plan to do when 
you're done racing? 

Possibly. You never know. If I give it up 
in the next couple of years, I feel I would 
have quite a bit left to give as far as 
helping someone young who's coming 
up. I could understand and relate to a 
lot of the stuff they might be having 
trouble with and, in turn, possibly get 
them sorted out quicker. 

Who do you see for this year being the 
competition? 

The same guys as last year - plus more. 
Last year it was good, because Miguel 
(DuHamel) was there, Mat (Mladin) 
came on pretty strong on the Ducati, 
and Aaron (Yates) on the Suzuki came 
on pretty good midseason as well. This 
year you've got the same guys, plus 
we've got (Mike) Hale coming back on 
the Ducati, we've got (Anthony) Gobert 
on a Ducati. I think with Gobert there 
now, Thomas (Stevens) might step it up 
as well and become one of the front 
guys. And there's Richie (Oliver) on the 
Yamaha. It's going to be tough. It's 
good. I'm looking forward to it - to see if 
ican still get up there and hang with 
them. 

How do you step it up yourself? 

A number of ways. You try to focus 
more on what you're doing, what you're 
trying to get the bike to do for you on 
the race track. I'm always trying to 
make the thing better - not so much 
faster lap times, but easier to ride to do 
the lap times more consistently. I think 
if you can do that and always have a lit- 
tle bit in reserve, you're better off. If you 
need to try to make a break at the end of 
the race, you've got that little bit extra. 
Rob Muzzy says that if they put the 

























right bike under you, you're tough 
to beat. 

Anyone can be beaten on any given 
day. My whole goal the last two 
years is to focus on trying to get 
the bike to work as easy for me as 

I can possibly get it, and in turn it 
makes the riding a little easier. 
Why don't more people do that? 
That's hard to say. A lot of guys 
can go fast for a couple of laps, 
but they don't know how to 
adjust for the tires going off, 
and they can't change their rid- 
ing styles to accommodate it, to 
allow for the change. The lap 
times are inconsistent. I 
change how I go through a 
race. At the start of the race, 
you don't necessarily have to 
go in real deep, because 
you've got good grip so you 
can carry a lot of speed 
through the corners. Once 
the tires start to go off, 
you've got to make that 
time back up somewhere. 
The easiest way to do it is 
to get in on the brakes 
harder - as long as you 
don't overshoot it. If you 
can get in quicker, stop 
sooner, you're slower 
through the middle, but 
you're hurrying every- 
thing up in the begin- 
ning - then the times stay good. 

Does anyone else have the same sort of 
approach you have? 

Miguel (DuHamel), I think, has come a 
long way in the last two years. Before, 
he could just go. There were good rid- 
ers, but not what we have now. Just this 
last year, his style has changed quite a 
bit to where he's concentrating on the 
setup for the end of the race, rather than 
just to go in the beginning. Mat's 
(Mladin) the same way. He's constantly 
after keeping his head down the entire 
race. You've got to do that, but you 
always want to keep yours a little bit 
better than theirs just to have that little 
bit of cushion. 

What's the strength of your team? 
That's hard to say. I don't think we do 
anything spectacularly better than any 
of the other guys. I just think we're a lit- 
tle bit more thorough and we're all out 
to accomplish the same thing. A lap 
time or qualifying on pole is nice, but 
the main deal that you're there for is 
Sunday's race., You have to be there at 
the end. And that's what everyone is 
striving and working for - that one set- 
up for Sunday's race. 

It seems that your team suffers fewer 
problems than other teams, even if it's 
just dissension. 

Yeah, you're always going to have prob- 
lems. It's hard to have a perfect team. I 
don't think anybody has a perfect team, 
but you've got to be able to get through 
those problems and keep everyone 
working together. Everyone's got to do 
the same thing and be enjoying them- 
selves. You can't have friction there. 
What could you do better as a team? 

As a rider, you always think you need 
more support, more parts, more people - 
but that's not always going to help you. 
You need to have the right people. More 
people are just going to cause confusion 
if they don't know what they're doing 
or what they need to be doing. Parts go 
the same way. If you've got too many 
things to try, you're not going to know 
where you're going to be or what 
you've got for Sunday's race. 

On another subject, what do you think 
of the series? 

It's come a long way in the past few 
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years. It's a 
nice change, especially with me 
getting older. I feel pretty fortunate to 
be able to make a decent living here at 
home. When I was coming up, the first 
chance I got to go over to Europe, I was 
out of here - just because there just 
wasn't any money here. And that tend- 
ed to hurt our series, because all our 
good guys would up and leave when 
they got a chance to do something else. 
And now, with all the manufacturers 
involved, I think we're going to get 
some potential outside sponsors for the 
series as well. It's kind of nice to see all 
that kind of take a 180. Now we've got 
European guys coming to the States to 
ride our series, which is kind of a nice 
change. 

How could they make it better? 

It's always going to get better if you can 
get higher-paying purses, more races. 
You think more races? 

We need more races. 

How many more? 

I'd say closer to 20 would be nice. 

You'd really like to race that much. 

I wouldn't mind it. 

That's like every two weeks. 

Which is fine. That's what we did in 
Europe. 

Well - 15, 16. 

It works out about the same. You've got 
the flyaway races that normally are con- 
secutive, but once you're in Europe, it 
seemed that we raced every other week 
- which is nice. I wouldn't care to stay 
off the bike more than two weeks dur- 
ing the season anyhow. If we have that 
long of a break, we normally go testing. 
As a rider, you lose that edge; you've 
got to stay sharp. And if you can't ride 
the bikes, practice and race bikes, it's 
hard to stay sharp and keep that edge. It 
would do everybody good. I don't think 
the cost of running that many more 
races - you're talking about maybe six or 
seven more races - I don't think it'd be 
that much more. Maybe another motor 
or two just to put in the rotation. 

But there aren't that many good race 
tracks. 

There are. We've got another one in 
Florida here - Homestead. It's a really 








good track. Albu- 
querque's probably a 
good track. There's an 
old one that's not too 
bad. We're going to Wil- 
low again, which I 
always thought was an 
okay track, but, again, 
where are the spectators 
going to watch that one? 
Portland, potentially, 
maybe; it's not so bad. 
Topeka. They're there - it's 
just trying to get the people 
to go there. 
How do you do that? 
It's a hard deal. It seems like 
the races that do good have 
gotten to be like a traditional 
sort of thing - Mid-Ohio, 
Laguna Seca, Elkhart Lake. 
Those are all really great 
tracks. But, on any of the other 
race tracks, you can have just 
as good a race. 
What makes a good race track 
for racers? 
A number of things. I think the 
biggest disadvantage or down- 
fall of some of these tracks is just 
the track length itself. The shorter 
tracks you would think put on a 
better race because the bikes could 
be more equal, but, in turn, it sepa- 
rates the guys more because you're 
into the traffic sooner - you get 
spread out. It's harder to make up 
time on the short track than it is on 
the longer track because it's so hard 
to drop half a second on a mile-and- 
a-quarter track, whereas on a 2 1/2-mile 
track, half a second is not that bad. 
Are there any tracks you go to now that 
you wish you didn't have to go to? 
Yeah - the short ones. I wasn't really 
fond of Colorado. Loudon - Гуе never 
really liked the new layout; the old lay- 
out I thought was great. It was a good 
rider's track. Personally, I just dislike 
short race tracks. Anything 2 1/2 miles 
or more - I don't care, normally it's a 
pretty good race track. But we need 
more races, so we have to kind of deal 
with the shorter tracks just because they 
want races. 
Do you think the riders have enough 
say in where you go and how things 
get done? 
No, because we don't really have 
enough to choose from to say yeah or 
no. I think we need to take everything 
we can get and try to work with the 
track owners and promoters to make it 
better and build it up. It's kind of frus- 
trating to kind of get stuck at a place 
when they don't want to do anything 
for you. Then you get upset about it. But 
if the guys are willing to work and 
change stuff for you, then it's okay. 
Pomona wasn't too nice of a little race 
track, but the guys tried hard and we 
got some people there so they put on a 
legitimate race. I didn't really care for 
that place so much because it was so 
bumpy - but we had some pretty good 
racing. 
Do you think the riders in general have 
enough say? 
No, and I don't even think the guys at 
the Grand Prix level do. There's not 
enough of them at that level to get 
together and voice that kind of say. 
Everybody is always going to be out for 
themself. When I left in '90, to when I 
came back in '95, they've taken some 
tremendous steps forward. It’s nice to 
be part of something that’s expanding 
and drawing more interest. You really 
appreciate yourself and what you do a 
lot more when you see all this growing 
around you. єх 
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Lessons learned

or Kevin Windham, the 
1997 racing season epito- 
mized both the best of 
times and the worst of 
times. While the gifted 
young Team Yamaha rider 
experienced the glory of becoming the 
first full-time 125cc supercross racer to 
win an AMA 250cc supercross main 
event when he did the deed in April at 
the Charlotte Motor Speedway, he also 
had to deal with an amazing run of bad 
racing luck (ranging from failed igni- 
tions to smashed exhaust pipes) which 
to a large extent was instrumental in let- 
ting 16-year-old SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki icon Ricky Carmichael drift 
off with the 1997 AMA 125cc National 
Motocross Championship - a champi- 
onship that Windham, heading into the 
opening round at Gainesville back in 
March, believed was his for the taking. 
In possession of a classic natural- 
born riding technique that oozes style 
and grace, Windham is, by all accounts, . 


2 
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one of the most dazzling talents to race 
in America in the past decade. Howev- 
er, none of it has come easily. Years of 
devotion, practice, racing and constant 
challenges have polished Windham into 
one of the best riders in the world. 

“My older brother was racing seri- 
ously when I was born," says 
Windham from his home 
in Baton Rouge, 

Louisiana. “He is 12 
years older than I 
am, and sensing 
that I might like 

to ride as well, 
my parents got 
me a bike. I rode 
once when I was 3 
years old, but I fell off 
and didn't want to 
do it anymore. About three 

months later, І came home from some- 
where and told my dad that I wanted to 
ride again.

event. So after that, we were racing all 
over Texas, Florida and Oklahoma - 
everywhere. We were always on the 
road." 

Right from the beginning, Windham 
proved himself a winner. From Ponca 
City, Oklahoma, to Hurricane Mills; 
Tennessee, to Las Vegas, Nevada, to 
Lake Whitney, Texas, to Gainesville; 
Florida, Windham slashed a huge swath 
through the amateur ranks, racking up 
numerous amateur titles. First he 
excelled in the ring-ding 60cc classes, 
then made a successful transition into 
the highly competitive 80cc division, 
and then ultimately began a reign of ter- 
ror that resulted in a firm grip on the 
throat of the 125cc Intermediate class. In 
a quest to help propel Kevin toward the 
professional ranks, the Windhams had 
devoted and invested massive amounts 
of time and financial resources - and in 
the spring of 1994, it would all pay off in 
spades. 

On a bright and sunny May after- 
noon along the southwestern Pennsyl- 
vania border, 17-year-old Pro-Am rider 
Kevin Windham lined up for the first 
moto of the Mount Morris 125cc AMA 
National and, when the gate dropped, 
blitzed the field with a major holeshot. 
“1 don't remember how I got the 
holeshot," laughs Windham. "I was so 
nervous, I just put my head down and 
went. І was coming from racing amateur 
events, where you race just four or five 
laps, and here I am running up front in 
a 30-minute moto, with the pressure of 
Doug Henry behind me - it was just 
overwhelming." 

With one lap to go, Windham let the 
veteran Henry slip by for the win, but 
held on to second, and with it, gained 
immediate, "overnight" respect from 
the American professional motocross 
contingent.

I liked to practice 
on unique objects to get to know the 
motorcycle and its movements. To this 
day, I still go out and jump and play- 
ride a lot. The only weakness that I 
think I have is that I need to start the 
races a bit quicker. In the first one or 
two laps, I need to be going faster. If I

Promoted like a 
heavyweight title bout, it would be a 
man-against-man, Texas-cage-match 
fight between Windham and his new 
archrival, Ricky Carmichael. By that

On April 19, 1997, Kevin Windham 
made supercross history when he 
became the first full-time AMA 125cc 
stadium rider to win an AMA 250cc 
Supercross. Before a massive crowd on a 
jump-filled, technical circuit etched 
within the infield of the Charlotte Motor 
Speedway, Windham took on the 
world's best supercross racers - and 
won convincingly. 

"The weekend before, I placed sec- 
ond to Ezra Lusk at Pontiac and it all 
came together," describes Windham. 
"Something in my head just clicked and 
I knew I could pull another podium 
position at Charlotte. However, while I 
knew I could get on the podium, I 
didn't think I could win. I was pulling 
those guys every lap at Charlotte and 
thought, "This is kind of easy.' Howev- 
er, I knew that I wasn't on my 125, 
which is lighter and a little easier to 
ride. With five laps to go, I was starting 
to drag, but I had a big enough lead and 
I started to think about the win. I kept 
calm and took the win. Once it hap- 
pened, I knew that it was a big mental 
game. It meant a whole lot to me, and I 
guess to have it done as a record is a 
great thing that I'll always be able to 
look back on.” 

As a result of his dazzling Charlotte 
ride, Windham will be bumped up into 
the 250cc class full time in 1998. It 
appears that it's a challenge the talented 
young racer is very much looking for- 
ward to. 

“1 can ride the 250 as well as the 125. 
I feel that I ride both motorcycles pretty 
well. However, I think it's time to move 
up to the 250cc class. I’m really looking 
forward to that. I'm looking ahead to 
the new competition and challenges in 
the class. I think the podium is a legiti- 
mate goal. I plan to put my head down 
and work hard to get a little stronger. I 
want to go into the 1998 season with a 
lot of confidence. I think it will be a 
whole new game and it will be tougher. 
If I get nervous, or things get difficult,

The time for Windham's jump into 
the 250cc division may be perfect. After 
an up-and-down year in 1997, which 
saw him experience a significant 
amount of bad luck, disappointment 
and frustration - and ultimately lose the 
125cc National Championship - Wind- 
ham heads into the 1998 campaign with 
a quiet confidence which has no doubt 
been "heat treated," strengthened and 
bolstered through experiencing - and 
overcoming - adversity. 

"Everybody's career has had them - 
bad-luck seasons," laments Windham. 
“I’ve now had mine. During that time, I 
was real frustrated and confused. Last 
year I missed a few races due to break- 
ing a collarbone, and it was aggravating 
to watch other guys out there racing. So 
after going out and doing so well at the 
end of last year, I was really looking for- 
ward to the start of the outdoor season. 
All of the bad luck this year was a tough 
deal, because at the time, when you're 
100 points down, it’s hard to get moti- 
vated. I’ve really learned a lot of lessons 
this year. Keith McCarty recognizes 
that, and he’s real happy with my efforts 
and felt that I learned a lot this year.” 
The addition of recently acquired 
Yamaha satellite team comrade Jeremy 
McGrath also has Windham thrilled 
about the approaching season. 

“Well, he wasn’t happy, and you have 
to make changes if you’re not happy. 
Jeremy is a good friend and we get along 
real well. ГЇЇ be looking forward to riding 
and racing with him. Jeremy just wasn’t 
happy anymore at Suzuki, and Yamaha 
will be a good move for him. I’m excited 
about the whole thing. Yamaha has 
brought me along real well. I’m real 
happy at Yamaha and feel that I'm a part 
of a great team.” 

And with that, Kevin Windham had 
to get back to packing his bags. Deep in 
the throes of pulling his belongings 
together before we interrupted, Wind- 
ham was preparing to hit the road and 
roll out toward California. As he does 
every autumn, the “Ragin’ Cajun” sets 
up shop in the Golden, State - where he 
shares a house with Alley Semar - to 
clear the decks, batten down the hatches, 
and ultimately begin practicing, testing 
and training for the 1998 season. And 
while Windham certainly remains loyal 
to his Gulf Region roots, he certainly 
enjoys the unique and quirky trappings 
of the Southern California lifestyle. 

“It’s certainly a lot. different than 
home,” laughs Windham. “However, 1 
like it a lot. I spend six months a year in 
California. During the summer I stay 
back in Louisiana, and in the wintertime 
I live in California. It's too dry to ride in 
the summer in California, but during 
the winter months, it's perfect. There are 
so many racers around the area I live in 
(per capita, Corona, California is 
arguably the area most populated with 
professional motocross racers in the 
world) that there is always someone to 
ride or hang out with." 

While his somewhat calamitous 1997 
season may have tested the patience and 
determination of Kevin Windham, it 
may have also taught him some valu- 
able lessons. In professional racing, 
nothing comes easily, and at times 
things can really go wrong. However, 
it's the great ones that can shake off the 
disappointments and mistakes, learn 
from them, and come back even 
stronger. And it certainly can't be 
denied that Kevin Windham has the tal- 
ent and desire to be one of the great 
ones. The year 1998 may very well be 
when it all comes together. CN

s the grimy yellow bulldozer 
clanked, rattled and 
hummed up the long start 
hill, belching deep black 
smoke into the sky 
which was beginning to darken from 
ominous, fast-approaching storm clouds 
- Mark Barnett sat quietly atop his facto- 
ry Suzuki 125, displaying a somber, 
thousand-yard stare through his Oakley 
goggles and Jofa mouth guard. 

The year was 1983, and Barnett, 
already a three-time AMA 125cc National 
Champion, was deep in the throes of a 
ferocious title defense in which he was 
beginning to hear the footsteps of three 
ravenous, title-starved competitors. Lined 
up around him behind the Mount Morris, 
Pennsylvania, starting gate were Team 
Honda's Johnny O'Mara, who, after com- 
ing close to winning the 125cc title in 1982, 
was desperate to topple Barnett from his 
throne; Team Kawasaki's Jeff Ward, eager 
to claim his first AMA ttle; and a sensa- 
tional newcomer to the class, 16-year-old 
Ron Lechien of Team Yamaha. 

By the time the 1983 125cc National 
Championship Series had hit Mount 
Morris that Memorial Day weekend, it 
was becoming vividly clear that the 
fight for the AMA number-one plate 
would be an epic war for worldwide 
125cc supremacy. Barnett, who with 







three consecutive championships and 
more than 20 National overall victories 
had established himself as the greatest 
125cc pilot this nation had ever pro- 
duced, was desperate to hold on to the 
title that the other three camps - who 
had allocated enormous amounts of 
money and manpower to the battle - so 
desperately lusted after. 

So as the bulldozer went about its 
dirt-moving busi- 
ness, Barnett 
silently waited for 
the signal to kick 
his bike over for 
the second moto, 
and began to 
mentally prepare 
himself to fend off 
the collective 
attack of his adversaries. 

Now that 11 years have passed since 
his retirement from the sport in 1986, it 
is easy to see that Mark Barnett was an 
anomaly in American motocross. Quiet, 
and shy, and from the humble state of 
Illinois, which at the time was about as 
far away - both literally and figuratively 
- from the shimmering and dazzling 
motocross Mecca of California as it could 
be, Barnett was an intensely determined 
racer who cut his own wide swath 
through the sport. From his earliest days

as a rank amateur, when he raced for 
pure enjoyment and the thrill of compe- 
tition, Barnett possessed a strong desire 
to take on - and defeat - all comers. As he 
quickly progressed through the then- 
fledgling U.S. amateur ranks, Barnett 
began to create a larger-than-life reputa- 
tion for himself in the midwestern 
region of the United States. Through 
these trial-by-fire experiences, he began

to stoke an intense competitive fire that 
would ultimately take him to the highest 
levels of the sport. 

To get inside the head of the 1980, '81 
and '82 AMA 125cc National Champion, 
and '81 AMA 250cc Supercross Champi- 
on, we tracked down "The Bomber" at 
his home in the suburbs of Orlando, Flori- 
da. Polite, animated and quite lucid in 
regard to the development of his career, 
Barnett was more than willing to share 
the experience of his long and illustrious 
tour of duty in American motocross. 





“Т started riding in 1970 when my 
dad traded a car for a minibike with a 
Tecumseh engine," said Barnett, after a 
few moments of thought. “Not long after 
that, we were out looking for parts for it 
and saw a Yamaha Mini Enduro. My 
dad bought it for me and I started riding 
it a lot. A few months later, my sister 
started dating a guy that raced 
motocross, and he took me to a race. We 
started racing shortly 
thereafter and I 
began to progress to 
a point where I start- 
ed to race for a local 
shop in Indiana. As I 
improved, I would 
race at places like 
Buchanan, Michigan, 
and all over Indiana 
and Illinois. We traveled all around to 
look for competition, but I had no idea of 
going all the way with it. I lived to race, 
and the entire family was involved with 
it. We would load the van up, get in, and 
drive all over to find places to race." 

As the Barnett clan traveled the Mid- 
west on a sort of seek-and-destroy mis- 
sion, young Mark began to develop into 
a serious racer. The ultimate test came at 
the 1976 AMA Amateur Championship, 
where he would be able to test his ability 
against the best up-and-coming racers in 
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the nation. However, it should be noted 
that the amateur scene in the 1970s was 
nowhere near the user-friendly Begin- 
ner/ Intermediate /Pro-Am-division-for- 
all-ages-and-skill-levels system that it is 
today. In fact, the championship was 
essentially a three-moto, winner-take-all, 
only-the-strong-survive type of format. 

“Yeah, I started winning right away 
and won everywhere we went,” Barnett 
recalled. “My first big win was the 1976 
AMA Can-Am National Amateur Cham- 
pionship. There were three regional 
races in the West, Midwest and East, and 
then a final, major national race in Bald- 
win, Kansas. I won all three motos at the 
final. My biggest competition, Leonard 
Chenza, broke his leg before the race, 
and Magoo (Danny Chandler) was next, 
but he did a lot of tumbling that day. 
With Chenza out, the final was easier 
than the regionals. The next year, I had 
some problems in the regionals and 
never did that well at the final.” 

As another example of an era gone by 
- and very much unlike the deadly seri- 
ous amateur scene today - Barnett was 
racing not so much in training to build a 
professional career, but because he 
enjoyed it. 

“I wasn't thinking at all about being a 
professional then,” admitted Barnett. 
“Plus, I wasn’t 16 years old yet and 
couldn’t go Pro. Eventually, though, in 
1977, I wanted to try professional racing 
and hit the Nationals as a privateer for a 
shop called C&B.” 

So, in an effort to see if he had the 
"right stuff,” Mark and his mom packed 
up the van, pointed it west, and headed 
for California to hop on board the Pro 
circuit. It was at that very point that the 
professional career of Mark Barnett was 
born. 

" At first, my mom and I drove to 
Sacramento, California, to race my first 
National," Barnett remembers. "I did 
well and finished 10th in the National, 
which was held at the old Plymouth 
track. My next National was at Keiths- 
burg, Illinois, where I finished second to 
Bob Hannah in a moto and I rode real 
well. I ended up doing pretty well in the 
overall series, and Steve Wise just beat 
me out for top privateer. I rode the 
Trans-AMA that fall and people were 
starting to notice me. I had a deal set up 
with FMF for the series, but that fell 
through, and that really bummed me 
out. At that time, Pat Richter was sched- 
uled to ride the

Now a member of the factory jet set, 
it didn't take long for Barnett to find his 
competitive feet. Thrown right into the 
high-revving AMA 125cc hornet's nest, 
Barnett sighted up the division's premier 
pilot - Broc Glovet, of El Cajon, Califor- 
nia - as his primary target. 

“Being on Team Suzuki was a dream 
come true for me. (Roger) DeCoster and 
(Sylvan) Geboers were my heroes when I 
was younger, and now here I was - a 
part of the team," said Barnett. "It was a 
lot different then. All of the top guys 
were from California and they got most 
of the exposure, but from being on my 


own, I learned how to be a hard-charger. 
In April of 1978, I won the National in 
Houston, Texas. Then, at the next 
National at Omaha, Nebraska, I got sec- 
ond in the first moto. Then, in the second 
moto, Glover and I battled to the last 
turn, where I passed him for the overall 
win. It was a great feeling to beat Glover, 
and it was nice to be an East Coast guy 
beating a Californian. I DNFed twice at 
Southwick, and after the big summer 
break (in the middle to late '70s, the 
AMA would often 
take a big break dur- 
summer 
months), I separated 
my shoulder at the 
Atlanta National. I 
was done for the year, 
but I was still encour- 
aged with my results, 
because at the same 
time the year before I 
was getting lapped." 

In 1979, Barnett came out swinging. 
Confident that he had the speed and 
determination to defeat both Glover and 
his other nemesis, his talented Suzuki 
teammate Brian Myerscough, it all went 
wrong at a Southern California local race 
where Barnett ended up on his head - 
and in the hospital. 

"The week before Saddleback (the 
second round of the 1979 series) at a 
local track in Fontana, California," 
explained Barnett, "I went over the han- 
dlebars and hit my head and had to go 
to the hospital. I had a blood clot behind 
my eye and was told to sit out the race. I 
lost two motos right there. After the 
summer break, I came back and rode 
strong and won the last four motos of 
the year." 

















































By winning the last three Nationals of 
the 1979 series (at Center Isle, New York; 
Charlotte, North Carolina; and St. 
Petersburg, Florida), Barnett was made 
keenly aware that he was more than 
capable of becoming a National Champi- 
on. Hungry for his first championship, 
Barnett took matters into his own hands 
and began making preparations to knock 
off Glover. 

"The next year I was ready to win," 
Barnett recalled. "I thought that I could 
beat Glover. Mentally, I felt tough. In 
1979, І also moved to Alabama to prac- 
tice and train. I used to ride there as a 
kid when we would go down to visit 
family at Thanksgiving, and when my 
grandfather passed away, I inherited the 
land. I got the tractor out and started 
turning the place into a practice facility. 
That was the turning point for me. Every 
day I would ride and train like an ani- 
mal. І used to run in the sand dunes 
around Illinois, but I never knew how 
hard I could push myself. Through the

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training, and running up a lot of hills, I 
kept going and going and getting 
stronger. 

“In 1980 I stayed with Glover in the 
points. The championship went down to 
the very last moto, which I won at St. 
Petersburg, Florida,” he continued. 
“There’s an interesting story from that 
season. Brian Myerscough and his 
mechanic, Chris Haines, who were test- 
ing with two different suspension sys- 
tems at the time, switched from the Full 
Floater single-shock system to the dual- 
shocker system. We decided to test the 
two-shocker system at Binghamton, and 
it worked very well. So at St. Petersburg 
we decided to use the system and we 
wore down Glover with it. The suspen- 
sion system made all the difference, and 
I was now the National Champion.” 

In addition to his championship, Bar- 
nett was building a name for himself in 
the stadiums of the AMA Supercross 
Series. At first only a part-time competi- 
tor in the series (as dictated by Suzuki), 
Barnett won the 1979 Los Angeles Coli- 
seum Supercross before 76,000 specta-

tors (to this day, the largest crowd ever 
to watch a supercross). 

"Initially, Suzuki wanted to keep me 
away from supercross," said Barnett. 
"The big highlight for me was in 1979, 
when I won the Los Angeles Coliseum 
Supercross. The place was just packed 
with people, and I really wanted to win. 
It wasn't easy, though. I rode hard and 
passed Gaylon Mosier with two laps left 
in the race. Then, in 1980, Suzuki grant- 
ed my wish and allowed me to race 
supercross full time. I felt that I was 
capable of winning supercross races and 
proved it by winning the second night of 
the New Orleans Supercross. I liked 
supercross and felt that the competition 
was a lot stronger than the 125s." 

Whether he knew it or not, winning 
the 1980 125cc Championship and his 
first 250cc supercross placed Barnett 
among the elite of worldwide motocross 
racing. And when the 1981 season 
kicked off on January 31 in Anaheim, 
California, Barnett was poised and pre- 
pared to execute one of the greatest sin- 
gle seasons in American motocross and 
supercross history. Barnett, through 
wins at Atlanta, Houston, Pontiac, 
Kansas City and Los Angles, would go 
on to win the 1981 AMA 250cc Super- 
cross Championship. 

"That winter, Kent Howerton and 
Mark Blackwell went to Japan to test and 
develop the new supercross bikes," said 
Barnett. ^The bikes ended up being very 
light and very fast. When the 1981 sea- 
son started, Kent got me with two laps to 
go at Anaheim, and from there I got 
stronger and stronger. When I won the 
title, I felt like I was the number-one 
rider. To me, the 125cc class was some- 
thing I had to go and win, and I really 
concentrated on the 250cc Supercross 
Series." 

Furthermore, in a dominating perfor- 
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mance that has never been duplicated, 
Barnett won every single 125cc National 
Championship moto he entered. And if 
not for breaking his collarbone two days 
before the final National of the year in 
Carlsbad, California, Barnett would 
likely have swept the entire series. 

"In 1981, I won every single moto in 
the 125cc class," said Barnett. "I wasn't 
afraid of anybody at all. After Glover 
was gone, there was nobody else. Johnny 
O'Mara and Jeff Ward were still young 
and off the pace. It was a lot like Ricky 
Carmichael this year in that I was com- 
pletely dominant. I broke my collarbone 
two days before the final National at 
Carlsbad and I felt like I could have won 
every single National - easily." 

The '82 season was much the same 





for "The Bomber" as he claimed his third 
consecutive AMA 125cc National Cham- 
pionship. However, he was unable to 
defend his 250cc supercross title as a 
young Donnie Hansen, backed by the 
enormous financial and technical 
resources of a revitalized Team Honda, 
snatched the title from his grasp. 

"In 1982 I still did everything the 
same," Barnett explained. "In the 125cc 
class I repeated, but Johnny and Wardy 
caught on to the training and it made it 
much harder to beat them. It was now 
not so easy to dominate the class. The 
supercross series was going good for me, 


but Honda was starting to come on. 


strong. (Roger) DeCoster came over and 
they really started spending money.

Then our bikes weren't as good because 
we had to add weight. The 250 was real- 
ly hurt by it, and afterwards was not as 
good as the Honda. Interestingly, at that 
time Honda came after me, but there 
wasn't as much money. After my 1981 
season, and looking back, it was good 
for me to stay with Suzuki." 





No matter how good he was on a 250, 
Barnett never really perceived himself às 
a "250 rider." 





Then came 1983 and, with it, the end 
of Mark Barnett's totalitarian, iron-fisted 
rule of the 125cc class. After winning the 
opening round in Sacramento, and 
round three at Gainesville, Barnett began 
to lose ground to the dynamic duo of 
O'Mara and Ward. The two young rid- 
ers, smelling blood for the first time, 
raced after the battle-hardened veteran, 
hoping to finish him off. Barnett, howev- 
er, wasn't quite ready to give up the 
fight. 

The second moto at Mount Morris in 









1983 is considered by many motocross 
insiders to be one of the defining 
moments of Barnett’s career. After win- 
ning a close fight with Ward in moto 


one, Barnett lined up for the second 


moto and waited for the gate to drop. As 


the pack rocketed up the long Mount 
Morris start straight and dived for the 
first turn, Barnett was bounced around 


{о the point where he ultimately hit the 


dirt. He immediately jumped to his feet, 
dusted himself off, hopped back on the 


potent Suzuki, and began one of the | 


greatest charges of the 1980s. As the laps 
clicked off and the first drops of rain 


began to fall on the southwestern Penn- 8 
sylvania Appalachian foothills, Barnett ' 
methodically flew past one rider after. 
another. With 20 minutes to go, he put at: 


pass on race leader Ron Lechien. Aston- 
ishingly, after 25 minutes, Barnett had 
blown by every single racer on the track. © 

As fate would have it, the dazzling 
charge would be the last true declaration 
of Barnett's dominance in the class. 
Although he went on to win the Bing- 
hamton and Washougal Nationals later 
that summer, he could never find his 
way to the top of the point standings, 
ultimately finishing third overall to new 
champion O'Mara and runner-up Ward 
- the man who would win the title the 
very next year. 


“I was strong in 1983," said Barnett. ~ 
"| tried hard to beat all of them, but I | 


didn't and was very disappointed. I felt 
that we should have won the champi- 
onship but we had a lot of problems, like 
when we dropped a moto at Buchanan 
when the transmission broke. But I was 
already out of the points lead by then, 
anyway. We also had to deal with the 
competition. Ron Lechien was a super- 
fast young kid - he was just blazing-fast 
on hard-pack. And Johnny O'Mara had 
started training with Jeff Spencer, who 
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was beginning to train all of Team ` 


Honda. That helped push Johnny up to a 
new level of fitness.” 

It was O'Mara, Team Honda’s Cali- 
fornia Kid, who had to follow in Bar- 
nett's wake of destruction for two years 
before he finally figured it all out and 
pulled the pieces together in order to 
snap the Suzuki rider's reign of terror on 
the 125cc division. 

“When I look back at Mark Barnett, 
he was the guy in the 125cc class,” said

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1983 AMA 125cc National Champion 
Johnny O'Mara from his office in the 
Oakley building in Foothill Ranch, Cali- 
fornia. "He elevated my career to a new 
level. I finished second to him two years 
in a row, and I had to take the challenge 
to train and ride constantly to beat him. 
He was my role model and I had to 
work harder and harder to beat him. He 
was as tough as they get, and my 
mechanic used to say that "Barnett was 
tougher than a rattlesnake.' He used to 
run and train like an animal, and I had to 
do all that stuff if I wanted to beat him. 
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When I first entered the 125сс ranks, I 
had the speed, but I was uneducated on 
how to be a winner. I learned all that 
stuff from Barnett. 

“In 1983, I felt that I was ready," con- 
tinued an obviously reverent O'Mara. 
"He was falling off just a little bit and 
Wardy and I were catching up to him.

1983 was a tough year. There were so 
many guys in that class, and man, was it 
tough. It was pure motocross, and you 
had to have all the areas covered if you 
wanted to win. I was very honored to 
dethrone him in his environment. It was 
quite an accomplishment to beat him, 





апа I feel that I beat the best guy.” 


And what was O'Mara's take on Bar- 
nett’s brilliant ride from behind at 
Mount Morris in 1983? 

“If anyone could do that, it was Bar- 
nett,” the “O’Show” declared. “He loved 
Mount Morris, and it was very evident 
on that track that if you were faster than 
everybody, it really showed. He was 
three to four seconds a lap faster than 
most everyone that day. He was such a 
125cc rider. He was one of the best, if not 
the best, 125cc riders that ever lived. He 
had so much raw speed and went so 
hard into the corners. Also, his works 
Suzuki was just sick! It was just unreal 
how fast that bike was.” 

During the 1983 off-season, word 
came down from Suzuki that Barnett 
was to compete exclusively in the 250cc 
class. While it was obvious that Suzuki 
was confident in their champion’s abili- 
ties, it would ultimately spell the end of 
Barnett’s winning ways. 

“In 1984, I moved to the 250cc class 
full time,” he said. “Suzuki decided they 
wanted to try me in the class. I never felt 
I was as good on a 250 outdoors. I liked 
the bike lighter and to be able to rev it a 


. lot..Our 250 just wasn't as good. I got 


frustrated. I was riding and running and 
training and was in great shape, but it 
just wasn't happening. Then they started 
to change the bikes after winning for 
years with the same program. I finished 
third in supercross, which I thought was 
terrible. It was the same thing: The 
equipment wasn't as good. After win- 
ning for so long, it's hard to accept when 
things aren't going right. 

"It's like the current situation with 
Jeremy McGrath," he explained. “For 
years people have felt that Jeremy has 
walked on water, but then four months 
later, the same people are saying, 
"What's up with him?' Give him a break. 
Lighten up. If you look at things like 
that, I’d still be winning. Glover, (Rick) 
Johnson, (Jeff) Stanton - all those guys 
eventually had to stop winning. 

“At first it was discouraging to not be 
winning; then reality set in. Motocross is 
not a sport where you can get sixth or 
seventh and still get paid - like in 
NASCAR. It's such a short-lived sport. 
The factories only want you as long as 


you can win.” 


Frustrated and up in arms with his 
fall from grace, Barnett felt that it was 
time to make some tweaks to his race 
program. The time had come to put a 


call in to his old friend and former Suzu- 
ki comrade Kent Howerton, who had 
made a successful jump to Team 
Kawasaki. 

“In 1985, I thought that I needed a 
change,” Barnett said. “Being with Suzu- 
ki that long, I wanted to move on and 
saw that Kent had adapted well at 
Kawasaki. It was pretty good there. They 
put me on the 125, and the bike wasn’t 
all that great. The other guys were blow- 
ing me away. The 250 was okay and 1 
won the Atlanta Supercross on it - and 
that was my last big win.” 

By the end of the 1985 campaign, Bar- 
nett began to realize that the war was 
over, and after devoting virtually his 
entire life to the sport, he decided that it 
was time to close up shop and punch the 
clock for the last time. Shortly after the 
Atlanta round, Barnett, tired and burned 
out from traveling and sustaining 
injuries, announced his retirement from 
the sport. 

“I didn't miss it at first,” admitted Bar- 
nett. "I was ready to get out of it. To eat, 
drink and sleep motocross gets tiring. At 


first it was great to go somewhere with- 
out a riding bag. I did nothing at first. I 
stayed in Alabama, but that got old and I 
went back to Chicago. I was doing a few 
small things - like trade shows here and 
there - but nothing very exciting." 

Sadly, like a number.of racers from 
his era, Barnett struggled with life in the 
real world. In recent years, a hot topic 
among many sports journalists and psy- 
chologists is the struggle many profes- 
sional athletes face when the crowds, 
bright lights and adula- 
tion disappear. After 
completely committing 
and devoting them- 





sport, it has been 


proven that for many 250 outdoors. У, 


of them it’s very diffi- 

cult to just “flip off the 

switch” of being a professional competi- 
tor. For Barnett, the ultradetermined 
motocross racer, the situation was a clas- 
sic case study. 

“It was a very tough transition for 
me,” Barnett said. “After all the racing, 
you don’t know what to do. It was some- 
what depressing, and working wasn’t 
something that I had to do. I tried to 
come back in 1989, and I went back to 
Alabama to train and everything. But

just like anybody else, it wasn't a good 
comeback and it all got old quick. I 
should have stayed retired. There were 
then a lot of ups and downs, and it 
didn't come around until 1993." 

In 1993, Barnett, looking to find a way 
back into the sport he loved, crossed 
paths with the West Brothers, who had 
become instrumental in promoting the 
majority of the events on the AMA 
Supercross Series. Barnett, who through 
creating and designing his own practice 
tracks had become quite skillful at the 
controls of a bulldozer, joined forces 
with the promoters as a track builder. It 
was a stroke of genius: Barnett was able 
to meld the two worlds of being a for- 
mer world-class racer and deft 'dozer 
pilot in order to build and create techni- 
cal stadium circuits. 

"Bill and Jerry West asked me to 
work on the tracks for their supercross 
events and some of their mud-and-mon- 
ster shows,” explained Barnett. “They 
got me back in the sport by hooking me 
up with Rich Winkler at Dirt Werks. 
Rich was little hesitant at first, but once

he saw that I wasn’t there to get in his 
way, it all worked out well. 

“We like to create something unique 
in each track - a type of ‘creative section’ 
- and I’m the one that does it. I also cut 
the whoop sections at each track and 
that's usually pretty tricky to do, but it's 
not that much fun. When I work on the 
whoops, I normally 
use a skip loader, 
which has wheels, as 
opposed to a bulldoz- 
er, which is harder to 
finesse with. We're all 
capable of doing the 
creative and whoop 
sections, but I usually 
end up doing it." 

While Mark Barnett walked away 
from the sport as a four-time AMA 
National Champion, there are many 
insiders who believe that he didn't 
receive the attention, publicity and 
acclaim that he truly deserved. Far less 
flashy and charismatic than many Amer- 
ican motocross heroes, the quiet Mid- 
western native never seemed to attract 
the same amount of hoopla. 








"I liked being quiet," admitted Bar- 
nett. “It didn't bother me that much that 
I didn't receive as much attention as 
some of the other guys. I have a big 
guest house with all of my stuff, such as 
trophies and magazines, and when I go 
in there, I feel that I received a lot of 
recognition over the years. As far as the 
publicity goes, I didn't miss it as much. 
My personality is to be quiet, and all I 
did was win. That was all I needed. I 
have no regrets at all. It all worked out. I 
had a fantastic career. I wish I could 
have rode longer and I was bitter at first 
when I quit. I thought I was invincible 
before I retired, and it was hard for me 
to adjust to everyday life. You have to 
prepare yourself for when it's over. I’m 
well-off financially and everything's 
paid for, but I had to adjust my lifestyle, 
as well. l'm very proud to be the all-time 
125cc National winner. It's probably a 
pretty safe record, but next year 1/1 have 
to start to worry about Ricky Carmichael 
breaking it!" 

Today, Barnett lives in central Florida 
with his family and has lost none of the 
passion that first drew him to the sport 
as a kid. 

"I m married to Andrea and have a 
daughter named Neeta and a son named 


. Adam," said Barnett, after putting down 


an air filter he was cleaning to prepare

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for an afternoon ride. “We live in Orlan- 
do, Florida, and we all love to ride. We 
race some, but it’s kind of early right 
now to see how serious I want my kids 
to get with it. I don’t know - we'll keep 
doing it for fun and if they're ready, 
we'll see what happens. It's a fun thing 
for us right now and I want to keep it 
that way." 

No one will deny that Barnett was 
one of the most driven and determined 
racers ever to grace the race tracks of 
America. With 25 125cc National wins 
(a record that still stands), two 125cc 
United States Grand Prix victories, 
three consecutive AMA 125cc National 
Championships, and an AMA 250cc 
Supercross Championship, Barnett pos- 
sesses one of the most impressive 
resumes in American motocross. How- 
ever, above and beyond all of that, Bar- 
nett will forever be remembered as a 
"racer's racer" - a competitor who 
would show up on any given Saturday 
evening or Sunday afternoon and strike 
fear into the heart of anyone who had 
to contend with him. And while that 
burning desire to win at any cost may 


have smoldered a bit in recent years, 


the image of him hunched over and 
charging still burns brightly. 

“I really enjoy being around the rac- 
ing again," said an enthusiastic Barnett. 
“I'm really happy and everything is 
going good. It wasn't for a while, but it's 
great now. I still love the sport and it's 
great to be around it again." 

And with that, Mark Barnett said 
goodbye. He was going riding. €N 
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e comes from a family of 

successful off-road racers, 

but Mike Lafferty Jr. is the 

first of the Laffertys, and 

the first from New Jersey, 

to win an AMA National Enduro Cham- 

pionship. Not long after clinching the 

title, we spoke with Mike about his tri- 
umphant year on the trail. 


You just won a National Enduro Cham- 
pionship. What does that mean to you? 
It means a lot. It was a big bonus for all 
the work I’ve been doing. There was 
finally something at the end of the road. 
It's something I always wanted to do - 
to be the first one in the family and the 
first one from Jersey. It means a lot to 
me, to come all the way from where I 
started. 

Tell us about your family. What is the 
family philosophy here? 

Well, when I first started out - when I 
first decided to ride the Nationals - I left 





everything behind. I just said, "I'm 
gonna go racing!" They were all sup- 


-portive, but hey, they knew that not a 


lot of people succeed at this - it's very 
hard to do. Dad wasn't behind it 100 
percent; I was working, I quit my job, 
and said, "I'm going to go do this." I 
was going to dedicate all my time to it, 
and that's what I did. It was a big 
chance, but it was a big opportunity for 
me, so I just took it. That was three years 
ago, and since then, I've climbed the 
ladder and succeeded in my goals. 

So what did you do before that? 

Rode local enduros. In 1993 and '94, I 
rode Kawasakis and won the ECEA 
(East Coast Enduro Association) Cham- 
pionship. Before that, in '91 and '92, J 
finished second overall to my brother 
Jack. '94 was the last year Jeff Russell 


rode for KTM, and in '95 I joined the 
KTM team. KTM opened the door for 
me. They said: "Well, we'll give you a 
bike, an opportunity to go to the Nation- 
als. We'll have a truck there for you and 
help you out." It was just an open door; 
I came up at just the perfect time. The 
family said, "Hey, if you want to do 
that, give it a try." And here we are. 

So you're the youngest brother of 
three? 

Yep. I’m 21, Richard is 22, and Jack is 30. 
And Jack has been riding forever, 
hasn't he? He's been an ECEA champi- 
on eight times, and your father's been 
racing for how long? | 

I can't figure that out. I kept hearing 25 
years, but I've been hearing that for five 
years now. 

How about when you were growing 


going, I'll see you later." And that was it. 
Whenever we didn't feel like racing or 
had a bad attitude or something, he never 
tried to correct us. He'd say, "Can I help 
you anyhow?" And if the answer was no, 
he'd say, "Okay," and walk away. A lot 
of people think, "Oh, they ride all the 
time," but we ride because we want to, 
not because anybody is making us.

Randy 
(Hawkins) was there, (Scott) Plessinger, 
Chris Smith, so when I went out to 
Coalinga, I already had momentum 
going in my mind. And even though Ty 
Davis was there - he always kicks butt 
there - and Randy was there, but it was, 





like, lets get started right out of the gate. 
That’s what Al (Randt, Lafferty’s 
mechanic) said. He said, "Let's get ‘em 
right out of the gate." And I was kind of 
slow off the start, but then I got faster, 
and I wound up beating Ty in the last 
section. I still got second (overall in the 
event), but I beat Randy by three min- 
utes, and when I saw that I beat Ty in 
that last section - two checks, back to 
back - he went 4-8 or something, and I 
went 4-7, and that right there gave me 
the last confidence I needed; | thought, 
"That's it, man, you're there!" 

And this carried you into Georgia, the 
second event. What happened there? 

I never let off. I raced from 8:37 (a.m.) 
until the time I was done. I just pinned 
my bike, and that thing ran awesome all 
day - I never let up. I hit the first section 
- it was over 10 miles long - and I beat 
everyone by two minutes. From there on 
out, I knew this is it. I could do this all 
day. I just kept it going that day; I had 


Randy by two, then I pointed him again, . 
and I wound up beating him by three or 
four minutes. So that was it. The next 
weekend was Texas, so I drove straight 
there with a full, big head. I went to 
Texas with all that momentum and 
kicked their butts again. I thought; 
"Hey, man, if I can beat Randy in Geor- 
gia, I can beat Ty in Texas," and I did: 
He burned a check - at least I think he 
burned a check - and I just kept going; 
rode as hard as I could all day and 
ended up beating him by a minute. That 
just added to the momentum. After a 
couple weeks off, we had to go to Wash- 
ington. My friends Lindsay Pirie and 
Milt drove the truck, and I think that 
helped me out, because I didn't have to 
drive the truck to Washington State.

did a bunch of riding. That race wasn't 
very wide open; it was kind of technical. 
Both Randy and Ty were there, and 1 
went and did it again. I pulled it off and 
beat them both. It all went back to that 
first race. Even though I got second 
there, I knew now that I could beat them 
in the later part of the race, and that 
helped me out for the rest of the year. 
That's where I used to get killed. Last 
year, 1 could maybe hang with them 
early on, but then they'd just keep going 
and pull away from me. At Coalinga, I 
just rode kind of consistent in the morn- 
ing and then Al said, "Hey! It's time to 
ride," and I just let it hang out. That's 
what set the whole season in place. 

You finally figured it out. 

Yep. I finally figured it out. It was a pro- 
cedure of this and that and the other, 
and I kind of just had to put it all togeth- 
er. After Georgia, it was "Look out!” - I 
was just a ball of fire that nobody could 
put out. 

After Washington it was Ohio. 

There, Doug Blackwell was on (minute) 
20; Randy was on 24; and I was on num- 
ber 37, and it was just a muddy, pour- 
ing-down-rain, Ohio race - a good ol' 
southern Ohio race. I had never ridden 
there in the mud. I had always ridden 
there when it was dry. I was kind of out 
of my element a little bit, and those guys 
both had good numbers, and they were 
riding really well. I knew Doug was 
going to be hard to beat, and he had 
some good scores throughout the day, 
and I was getting stuck. I thought, 
"What am I doing? I'm gonna pin it, 
I'm going to at least beat Randy!” We 
wound up tied on scores, and I beat 
him on the tie breakers. Whew! I fig- 
ured, ^I finished second, but at least I 
finished in front of Randy." I thought 
that day that it was the end of the 
world; I was kind of bummin'. I had 
won the last three and | wanted to win 
again. In the long run, it wasn't that bad. 
The next race was Minnesota, and I won 
that race. Randy was riding really, really 
good, and then he ran out of gas. He 
had me beat. I just kept going and beat 
Matt (Stavish), and that was four wins. 
Then we had a weekend off and went to 
Michigan. Randy had some bad luck - 
he cut his leg, had problems and didn't 
show up in Michigan. I wound up win- 
ning that one, too. 

After that, it was Colorado. 

Yep, my first time in Colorado, riding at 
elevation, and I thought I. was riding 
great. 1 had a really good number, I was 
up in front of everybody, but I didn't 
know what was going on. I was making 
some checks, but actually Ty was mak- 
ing the checks the minute before that! 
He ended up beating me by four min- 
utes. Next year, when I go to Coalinga, 
or to Colorado, I think I'll use a 300 
rather than a 250 for just that little bit 
more horsepower. 

The last time we talked, last season, 
just before Daytona, it was my impres- 
sion that the key to winning the 
National Enduro Series - or even one 
race of the series - was figuring it out, 
knowing how to do it. There are a lot 
of guys who are fast enough and even 
more with plenty of stamina, but I 
think the key is learning how to win. 
After the experience of this season, do 
you think there is any truth to that? 
Very much. I'll agree that now I've fig- 
ured it out, but I've figured out that 
there's many things to do. I mean there 
are so many different things that have to 
come in line in order for it to happen. 
I'm not saying you have to wear the 
same color gear, or you have to carry a 
lucky thing like the same T-shirt and all 
that crap; it's just that you have to fol- 












low the same setup, the same procedure 
every time. 

Okay, what is it? What's the secret? 
Everybody wants to know. 

I think to everyone it's going to be 
something different. I mean, I think you 
have to have luck on your side, you 
have to be lucky at it, in some parts, but 
then again, you don't. I really don't 
think there's something you can preach 
and tell someone how to do it. If there is 
- well, you have to want to do it, more 
than anything, and you have to work at 
it to the exclusion of everything else, on 
your own, because everybody's differ- 
ent. If I told my brother how to win a 
National, it's not going to work. I think 
you have to decide on what's best for 
you in your situation. For example, 
working with Al, and wanting to race 
Sunday, and ride as hard as I can, I fig- 
ured out that I don't like traveling in 
the box van for three days before I race. 
I have to keep from getting bored and 
burned out, so when Sunday comes 
along, I’m hungry, and when I get on 
that bike Sunday morning, I don't think 
about, "Man, I gotta get paid, I gotta 
win this race," I don't think about, 
“Man, I gotta get my picture in this 
magazine." When I start in the morn- 
ing, I want to be the best, and I want to 
beat all 380 of the riders that are here 
today. That's what I’m thinking: that I 
can do it, and I want to ride my KTM. 
When I showed up in Georgia, 
could've ridden for days. When you do 
it, you have to have all these things fall 
into place and in order, mentally and 
physically. 











Okay, I have two words for you: Randy 
Hawkins. 

Randy is the best at what we do. And 
he's been the best, he's in the same cate- 
gory as (Dick) Burleson. Randy the per- 
son is a very friendly, very helpful 
enduro rider. Randy the racer knows 
how to do it - he knows how to play the 
game, he knows what it takes to win. 
He's got the formula down. He ma 
have been off a little this season with the 
new bike, but he's going to get every- 
thing sorted out, and he's going to be 
harder to beat than this year. 


` So how does it feel to beat him? 


It feels good - it feels real good. When I 
was starting out, he was the man. He 
knew what it took to pull it off when I 
was growing up, even just a few years 
ago, and 1 always wondered what it was 
going to be like if I could ride against 
Randy and the other fast guys. Just 
watching him at Delaware, or one of the 
other local Nationals, Randy was the 
guy. If I was ever going to do well, he 
was the man I would have to beat. 
Thinking back to then, I would have 
never believed I could be where I am 
now. There's no way. 

You've said many times that one of 
your heroes is Kevin Hines. What 
about him? 

Kevin was always close to home; he was 
an East Coast Champion. He's always 
been friendly and helpful to me and my 
family, and whenever we've gone u 
there and gone riding and things, like last 
year at the Six Days camp, he's just a fun 
guy to hang out with. I remember when 
they had the Wrentham National, up in 


New England, Kevin was on the minute 
behind me, and he caught and passed me 
in the first section. I was bug- 
ging out; I was thinking, 
“Hey, I win local races - what's 
up with this?" So I was bustin' 
my butt to try to stay with him 
all day until I finally died in the 
last section. I remember after- 
wards, he said to Jack, "You've 
got to get that kid on a training 
program, because he'll be able to 
do something." Having him say 
that meant more to me than any- 
thing else at the time. That was 
Kevin Hines saying that maybe I 


respect for him. He's always compli- 
mented me, been a friend; at the Six 
Days this year, we had a lot of fun. 
He was chasing for Rodney Smith 
and he would look at the times and 
tell me it's all right, relax, take my time, 
and then later on we'd get going, and 
he'd tell me to shut up and twist that 
thing! He'd look at my throttle and ask, 
“Is that thing broke?" Then maybe I'd do 
a test and I'd come around and he'd give 
me the thumbs-up, saying, "Good test, 
Rodney only got you by four seconds," or 
something. He knew what it took to moti- 
vate me, and I really appreciate all his 
help. Kevin is the man. 
So what about the Six Days? You fin- 
ished 23rd in your class; what did you 
learn there? 
The experience was great. I learned a 
lot. I learned I have to prepare more for 
the Six Days than I did this year. 
What about KTM? 
KTM has come a long way. They've had 
nothing but improvements on the bikes 
since ‘95, and I really like the bikes. I 
didn't know much about the '98s, but 
now that I've ridden them in the Six 
Days, I know they're a happening bike. I 
really like the bikes, really like working 
with KTM. I like dealing with the people 
- Rod Bush, Brian in parts, Mike Rosso, 
Tom Komar. To me, they're really going 
forward in what I do. They don't jump 
around to a bunch of different series; 
they have me in enduros, Plessinger in 
GNCC, Smail in the Four-Stroke races, 
and they concentrate their people on 
what they do best. Everybody at KTM 
knows what it takes to help us out, help 
us win races, and they do it. It's hard for 
us to find a way to thank them totally 
for what they do, but in my case, I feel 
like I've thanked them by winning them 
this championship. I mean, I rode, but I 
didn't win this championship - KTM 
did. Rod Bush, Tom, Mike, AI, Brian - it 
took everybody's help to do this. 
What about Al Randt? At one time you 
two had a real love/hate relationship. 
Al was very different to me. He was 
new at what he was doing, and I was 
new at it also, and he thought, "Hey, 
this is what I need to do." And I kind of 
didn't want that to happen; I fought it to 
some extent. I don't blame him for being 
that way. We both had to feel each other 
out, and figure out, “Hey, this isn't 
working. What do we need to make it 
better?" We sat down at the beginning 
of this year and told each other what we 
didn't like about last year, and we 
changed the way we did things, and my 
feelings towards him changed quite a 
bit. Now we have more fun and are hav- 
ing a helluva lot better time. Now we 
win races! Al's been around. He's been 


around this series many times and 
helped me with the inside line on a lot 
of things; I mean, he knows the races 
and the people, and that's a big help. 1 
definitely want him to be a part of my 
racing from here on out. As long as he 
wants to do it, I'm his rider. CN 


knew how to ride! I have so much. 
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сомеа at me as I 
mounced my plans to race a 
recently procured 1998 CCM C26 ES 
Dual Sport in the Expert Four-Stroke 
class at round five of the 1997 AMA 
National Championship Hare & Hound 
Series in Lucerne Valley, Caltfornia. 

"You've only ridden that bike once, 
and it left you stranded on the freeway," 
chimed in another editor, "and besides, 
that thing's a dual sport bike, and it's 
going to be hellishly heavy in the tight 
stuff and rocks." 

The first two of these points were 
valid: Yes, I had only ridden the bike 
one time before and, yes, that one time it 
had stranded me on the freeway in an 
apparent breakdown (which was later 
attributed to a shortage of fuel in the 
tank. Go figure - who knew motors need 
gas?) - but the latter points were, in my 
opinion, unfounded. 

After all, in the hands of the late, 
great, two-time World Motocross Cham- 
pion Donny Schmit, a CCM C26 won 
the 1995 White Brothers World Four- 
Stroke Championship and won the 
Sound of Thunder Championship 
Motocross Series (which is now the

AMA. National Four-Stroke Motocross 
Championship Series). 

On the off-road scene, a 23-year-old 
Californian named Cole Marshall nar- 


rowly missed winning the 1996 North- 
ern California Championship Cross 
Country Series; his hopes were dashed 
when he submarined his bike in a river 
while battling for the championship 
with KTM rider Pat Garrahan in the 
final round of the series. However, in 
1997, Marshall would not be denied as 
he won five out of 16 races and won the 
championship by beating KTM 250- 
mounted Garrahan at the final round in 
Nevada. 

“1 needed to finish in front of Pat to 
get the championship," Marshall said 
later. "We came out of the last gas stop 
together and we just pinned it down this 
10-mile fire road. When he hit fifth and 
was tapped out, I clicked up into fifth 
gear and pulled away. Somebody said I 
was clocked at 105 mph on that road. | 
finished fourth (earning the champi- 
onship) and he got fifth.” 

Now for the dual sport part of the 
equation: Yes, the bike we were testing 
was a dual sport model, but it only 
weighs about four more pounds than 
the regular electric-start model - turn 
signals, a horn and a little more wiring 
harness don’t add up to much. We 
hadn't tested a dual sport in a while, so 
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that’s the guise in which we got the 
British-designed and manufactured 
rager from CCM USA's Bob Swanson. 

Lately, with all of the new 
motocrossers and subsequent shootouts 
that follow, off-road tests have become 
few and far between. Swanson needed 
to get his bike back for California emis- 
sions testing, so we needed to ride it 
ASAP. A quick check of the Cycle News 
Calendar section informed me that the 
fifth round of the AMA National Hare & 
Hound Series was taking place in near- 
by Lucerne Valley, and the decision was 
made. A 95-mile National Hare & 
Hound course would be the testing 
grounds. 

Many of you might know by now 
that I like bikes that are weird, different 
and not run-of-the-mill, and I really like 
them if they perform well, to boot. The 
CCM C26 definitely fits this bill because: 
(a) It was made in England by Clews 
Competition Machines; (b) it uses a link- 
ageless rear-shock design (sort of like an 
ATK or '98 KTM) where the shock is tilt- 
ed drastically forward at the top to cre- 
ate the desired rising rate; and (c) the 
frame holds oil as with most four- 
strokes - but with a catch. The oil is 
held, circulated and cooled throughout 
the entire frame and not just under the 
fuel tank in the backbone area - differ- 
ent, indeed. 

The motor nestled inside of this 
unique frame is the venerable Rotax 
600cc four-stroke. The rest of the bike is 
comprised of other top-quality compo- 
nents, such as Marzocchi 50mm conven- 
tional forks, a WP adjustable shock, 
Renthal handlebars and sprockets, a 
Regina chain, Brembo brakes, a Domino 
clutch lever and perch, and Acerbis YZ 
plastics (except the tank, which is made 
by CCM in England). 

Perfect weather greeted us on the 
morning of the National Hare & Hound, 
but perfect weather usually means plen- 
ty of dust, and that was exactly the case. 
But hey, what's a desert race without 
dust? I love riding 70 mph completely 


blind over terrain infested with rocks эр 


and riders (either riding ог crashed). 
Anyway, the day started well until 1 
realized I hadn't shot any still pho- 
tographs of the bike yet, and I only had 
a half-hour to do so and practice the 
extra-long, 4-mile bomb run (most are a 
mile or two shorter) before the banner 
dropped for the Expert line. While pho- 
tographer Matt Freeman took pictures 
of the bike, I got dressed and started my 
impatient waiting process while his 
camera went haywire in the midst of the 
desert. Freeman finally got the shots and 
returned the bike with only about 10 
minutes left. 
` After whining a little, I slapped my 
pie-plate number on the bike and got to 
practice the bomb run once. Good start- 
ing spots were few and far between by 


the time I got there, so I picked a spot 
with a large bush directly in front of it 
and just hoped I could get a good jump, 
swoop around the bush into a good line, 
and flog the mighty four-stroke to the 
first trail-marker ribbons and beyond. . 

I actually had severe delusions that I 
could get a great start on the CCM (due 
to the electric start) and be in the top 10 
at the end of the bomb - which was one 
of the reasons I was riding Expert. 
(Another reason was the hope of getting 
home at a reasonable hour.) I couldn't 
help it, because Swanson had men- 
tioned how Cole Marshall was actually 
starting the bike in gear without the use 
of the clutch and snagging dead-engine- 
start holeshots left and right. The evi- 
dence was Marshall's holeshot at the 
first National Hare Scramble of '97 in 
Hollister, smoking Team Suzuki's Rod- 
ney Smith, Steve Hatch, Paul Edmond- 
son and a host of other top AA riders in 
the process. He eventually finished fifth 
overall - not too shabby. 

This starting process had worked 
great in my driveway before the race, 
further encouraging my delusions of 
greatness, but it all backfired when it 
really mattered. You see, Fhad to start in 
a sandy spot which allowed the tire to 
spin and bog the bike down as the starter 
propelled the bike forward, and I was 
forced to pull in the clutch slightly to get 
it to fire. By the time I got on the gas and 
started upshifting, so had the rest of the 
pack, and I had to launch through my 
friendly neighborhood bush. 

After riding nearly three miles com- 
pletely blind in a blanket of dust, 1 
emerged well to the right at the end of 
the bomb and had to carefully swoop 
over to the left and drop down into the 
first single-file canyon. For the entire 
bomb run, I was forced to stand in a 


. tense "ready" position as I smacked 


rocks and more bushes. I figured I was 
in the last third of the entire line, but 
who really knows?

As I blasted down the first sand 
wash, I realized two things. 

Firstly, the bike was fast enough and 
geared tall enough (we had gone up one 
tooth on the countershaft sprocket) to 
pass anyone in front of you if you had 
the space available - and the huevos, if 
you know what I mean. The broad, 
smooth powerband was very easy to 
ride and would prove very valuable as 
the racecourse became tighter and 
tighter on the second 45-mile loop. Shift- 
ing was excellent and the clutch worked 
well, although it did fade a little as the 
race wore on. 

The second thing I noticed is that I 
had made a grave error when it came to 
tire choice. The CCM had Pirelli MT21 
DOT-approved tires mounted up and, 
while the rear tire was working well 
enough, the front tire - with its huge 
lugs - was a wiggling wonder in the 
sand and silt. They held up well, 
though, but I wish I could have run the 
Dunlop K752 front and K695 rear tires 
that I had brought along but hadn't had 
time to install. 

Was I whining again? Anyway, the 
first loop was mostly fast sand washes, 


crossgrain and an occasional pile of: 


rocks to slow things down. It was exhil- 
arating to fly across the desert three and 
four riders abreast, all on alternate trails, 
battling for position before the next tight 
section. The Marzocchi and WP suspen- 
sion components worked very well 
plonking over and through the rocks, 
offering a plush and supple ride like 
most big four-strokes do. In the fast 
stuff, the suspension worked well at 
gobbling up whoops and road crossings 
- even if I did pull a few "Flying Ws" 
over road crossings for which I didn't 
slow down enough. The bike still could 
have been suspended a little more stiffly 
for my taste, but I’m bigger than the 
average 160-pound rider for whom the 
bike was set up. 

The CCM has a conservative 28-

degree head angle and a whopping 60- 
inch wheelbase, so it should have been 
stable, but the front tire was making 
sure the stability was sketchy at best. It’s 
too bad I didn't have a steering stabiliz- 
er bolted into the prefabricated mounts 
that come standard on the bike - maybe 
next time, when we get to ride a CCM 
(in the near future) that uses a Folan, liq- 
uid-cooled, single-cylinder 440cc motor, 
or a V-twin 1000cc that puts out 100 
horsepower. (We're waiting for our test 
bikes, Mr. Swanson.) 

Some 45 miles later, I pulled into the 
pits to the surprise of my pit crew - my 
wife and Freeman. (Freeman said I was 
about 15 minutes behind the leaders.) I 
say "surprise" because they were hang- 
ing around my van, having lunch or 
something, and they looked at me wide- 
eyed like I was leading Ty Davis for the 
overall. A scramble for fuel and goggles 
had me leaving pit lane after about a 30- 
second pit stop. . 

The second loop was tight, tighter 
and even tighter, and was mostly virgin 
trails that had been cut into the rocky 
ridges and hillsides. Deep-whooped 
sand washes and gnarly crossgrain con- 
nected the never-ending, 4-inch wide, 
silt-laden trail through the sharp rocks. 
The loop was extremely tiring, both 
mentally and physically, since it 


. demanded so much concentration on 


the skinny trails, and the weight of the 
bike was beginning to add to it. At 
about 280 pounds, the CCM isn't light, 
but it's on par with any of the other 
heavyweight four-strokes out there, and 
it's got electric start. 

With the finish in sight, I blasted 
across the last flat 2-mile section, mak- 
ing sure not to give away any more fin- 
ishing positions. I’m not exactly proud 
of finishing eighth in the Four-Stroke 
Expert class and 73rd overall, but it had 
nothing to do with any shortcomings of 
the bike. (It had to do with fear - and the 
need to earn a paycheck.) I had a great 
day on a solidly performing bike, and I 
pulled into my driveway by 3:30 p.m. I 
didn't even get to cartwheel or drop the 
bike in the rocks (thank God), but if I 
had, I know the magic start button was 
ready and willing. 

So what did I really think of this 
bike? I like it. I had a great race on a 
bike that was versatile enough to race a 
National Hare & Hound on Sunday and 
take me to work on some of the busiest 
freeways in the world come Monday 
morning. I've found that the horn works 
just as well fending off errant traffic as it 
does breaking the silence and tension 
right before a dead-engine start. ` eR

А Jalifornia kid Greg Hancock is 
6 enjoying the best days of his 

222 life. 

Hancock was crowned World Speed- 
way Champion back in September; by 
Christmas he will be married to his 
longtime English sweetheart, Joanne; 
and next year he will have a speedway 
meeting in his honor to celebrate a 
decade of racing in England. It’s not 
hard to see just why he is enjoying life. 

„Something has made Hancock and 
his friend and former World Champion 
Billy Hamill so different from the rest of 
the British-based American riders such 
as Josh Larsen, Dukie Ermolenko, Chris 
Manchester and Brent Werner. Hancock 
has no doubt it's the fact that the majori- 
ty of his career has been spent alongside 
Hamill - whether it be as a colleague or 
as an opponent. 

Hancock first went to England in 
1989, where he linked up with the 
Cradley Heath Heathens, the club 
where Bruce Penhall spent his entire 
British career before his retirement after 
winning World Championships in 1981 
and 1982. Hamill joined the team the 
year after Hancock, and they were 
immediately looked upon as two riders 
with a tremendously bright future. 





"I remember that first year in Eng- 
land, we had a great team, with Erik 
Gundersen and Jan O. Pedersen, two 
World Champions, both on the same 
team,” Hancock recalled. “The bigger 
tracks made me very scared, and I think 
Billy progressed quicker than me on the 
big tracks, but the fact that we were 
together all the time made us better as 
riders.” 

Hancock started riding speedway 
bikes when he was just a boy in school, 
and video footage of him at Costa Mesa 
as a 12-year-old makes for interesting 
viewing. He was inspired by Penhall 
and, as more success was achieved by 
the American riders of the early '80s, 
Hancock was more determined than 
ever to go over to England. 

“But I couldn’t do it without spon- 
sorship,” Hancock said. “Bruce Penhall 
helped me out with things, and if it 
wasn’t for him, | would not be World 
Champion here and now.” 

But it was in those early years, as he 
was forging his tremendous talent on 
the “teacups” of the Southern California 
speedway circuit, that Hancock and 
Hamill initiated their bond as friends 
and rivals. 

-“Billy and me developed a special 
friendship, and we all used to meet at 
Costa Mesa for the races - which was the 


American speedway racer Greg 
Hancock has а е, ШЕ for him 
these days; not the least of which 
is his new title.

highlight of our week,” Hancock said. 
"Sometimes we missed out on school 
because of our racing, but that's all we 
wanted to do, because racing motor- 
bikes gave us such a kick - and it still 
does. I can still remember clearly the 
days when I would hurt myself with 
cuts and bruises because I kept coming 
off the bike, but I would keep going 
back for more - and that was a sign of 
what I wanted to do." 

Hancock's taste for motorcycle racing 
was so strong that it nearly consumed 
all of his waking moments. Racing and 
riding provided a natural outlet for his 
tremendous energy. 

"If we couldn't make it to the speed- 
way, we would all try and go out on 
motocross bikes, just for the sake of 
keeping us riding a bike," Hancock said. 
“I never wanted to stay in and study for 
school, and I never wanted to watch TV 
all night long. I just wanted to get down 
to the races. 

"When I came home for Billy's World 
Championship party last November, we 
had a big video screen in the bar and 
watched videos of us at Costa Mesa," 
Hancock said, "and it brought back 

eat memories. І had a great time as a 
child, and that's probably one of the rea- 
sons why I am so happy in life now, 
because I certainly am. I was. never dis- 


couraged from riding motorbikes, but 
there were times when I was told 1 
should spend more time on schoolwork, 
and І guess I didn't achieve everything 1 
could at school because of my love for 
motorbikes. 

"I would like to think I was well- 
behaved and a good student - but all 
along, I knew what I was going to do, 
and not a lot can prepare you for the 
outside world," Hancock continued. 
“No matter what qualifications you get 
at school, you need a commonsense atti- 
tude to life, and I think that is particu- 
larly important for guys like me who 
travel the world." 

Hancock gained a tremendous sense 
of what it took to make it in speedway's 
top echelon right away. When he first 
went to England, he stayed with former 
World Champion Erik Gundersen, him- 
self a Cradley Heath legend. 

“I couldn't think of anybody better to 
live with," Hancock said. "Erik's exper- 
tise was superb, but it was also a tough 
time because he had a bad accident, 
which ended his career, and I was there 
at the time. But Erik is one of the best 
guys you could ever talk to about 
speedway, and it was all part of my 
learning curve. I was so happy to be 
there. I also spent some time with anoth- 
er Cradley rider, Simon Cross, and he

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was helpful because we could share 
workshop facilities. But, again, he had a 
bad injury which almost ended his 
career.” 

After struggling for the first two sea- 
sons, Hancock finally got his bearings, 
and he began to turn a lot of heads as a 


‘potential speedway superstar. Accord- 


ing to him, determination was the key. 
That attitude stayed with him as 
he set his sights on the pinna- 
cle of the sport. 

“I always knew I wanted to 
go over to England, and I’m so 
pleased that I have,” 
said. “I look at what some of 
the other guys in my school 
class are doing, and I think to 
myself that I probably have the 
best and most interesting 
lifestyle. A few years ago, we got 
together with some of our old 
classmates, and they were all 
interested in what I was doing. | 
know I’m no chief executive of a 
major company, but I am now a 
World Champion, and I am loving 
every minute of my life." 

And it is a life that leaves pre- 
cious few minutes for leisure time, 
especially during the summer 
months. Just as in years past, Han- 
cock seems to have spent most of 1997 
either on a speedway bike or on an 
airplane - he rides regularly in Poland 
and Sweden as well as England. 

“It’s a great lifestyle, but you have 
to plan your diary very carefully, and 
that's where I have had help from 
Joanne,". Hancock said. "I also need to 
stay mentally and physically fit to cope 
with all the travelling, but I thrive on à 
busy schedule and 1 always enjoy riding 
for my teams. I remember the time 
when I first signed a contract to ride in 
Poland and Sweden, and I was very ner- 
vous about everything. | knew I had to 
develop into a good rider to earn a place 
in those leagues, and once I had done 
well at Cradley, the chances came - but | 
was real scared. I could write a book on 
some of the experiences I have enjoyed 
abroad - the language barrier in Poland 
and Sweden has proved interesting on 
occasion!” 

Meanwhile, Hancock and Hamill 
have broken a few barriers of their own 
in Grand Prix racing with the introduc- 
tion of a Formula One-style racing team. 
Two years ago, the two Americans got 
together to form Team Exide, with the 
backing of the Exide Battery group. Nat- 
urally, it sparked talk from the cynics, 
who accused the pair of “team racing” 
in the “individual” World Champi- 
onship events - but nothing could be 
further from the truth, according to 
Hancock. 

“We just laugh at the people who 
snap at us,” Hancock said. “Some other 
guys should look at us and get off their 
bums to do something similar. We have 
brought corporate sponsorship into 
speedway, and some of the other riders 
could do worse than do likewise. 
Instead, they prefer to sit down and 
moan about why they lose races. Billy 
and I have achieved so much, and I was 
genuinely pleased for Billy to win the 
title last year - it gave me a taste of what 
was to come.” 

And for Hancock, the things to come 
include preparing for the biggest year of 
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his career - not just because he is World 


Champion! In November he'll marry his 
longtime girlfriend, Joanne Dews. This 
will be followed by his testimonial year 
in British Speedway, a traditional occur- 
rence in which a rider has his own meet- 
ing to celebrate 10 seasons in England. 
"It's a big year for me," Hancock

said. "It would have been big without 
being World Champion, but now it's 
even bigger, and it's all like a fairy tale 
coming true for me. I have been with 
Joanne for a long time, and she is pre- 
pared to come to America when I quit 
speedway. She is a special person who 
has given me so much motivation - not 
just in the sport, but in life. 

"And for anybody to have a testimo- 
nial meeting is very exciting," Hancock 
said. “Sadly, my meeting will not be at 
Cradley, because they are looking for a 
new track after a housing company 
bought the stadium, although there is 
still a chance the club could get back 
there. My dream would have been to 
have my meeting at Dudley Wood Sta- 
dium, because that place has so much 
tradition, with Bruce Penhall, Bobby 
Schwartz, Lance King, and now Billy 
and me all racing for Cradley. When 
you are at a club for so long, you get to 
know the people. The supporters who 
pay their money through the turnstiles 
are the people who pay our wages." 

It is safe to say that Greg Hancock 
has succeeded on all fronts, but more 
tests lie in store for him. The next is to 
stay at the forefront and become only 
the second American ever to win back- 
to-back World Championships - just 
like his friend and mentor, Bruce Pen- 
hall. The next step, that second World 
Championship, is exponentially more 
difficult, but Hancock has certainly 
shown that he has the character, skill 
and class to stay where he is. 

And that is on top of the world. €N

fter winning six World Super- 
bike titles in the past seven 
years, we tend to take Ducati's 
current domination of top-level 
four-stroke racing for granted - 
but until one Italian spring day 25 years 
ago, the Bologna factory (then owned by 
the Italian government) had precisely 
zero big-bike credentials, instead being 
known primarily as a producer of small- 
capacity four-stroke singles, some with 
the quirky addition of desmodromic 
valve gear. As for developing a big twin 
that could beat the fours built by GP 
world champions MV Agusta or Honda, 
or the new-generation Japanese two- 
strokes, let alone the host of established 
British and Italian twins and triples - for- 
get it. 

Ducati was an outsider in a big-bike 
brotherhood populated by BSA, Tri- 
umph, MV, Honda, Moto Guzzi, BMW, 
Laverda, Suzuki, Kawasaki, Benelli, Nor- 
ton - oh, and Harley-Davidson, too. 

Paul Smart's Imola 200 race victory 
on April 23, 1972, changed all that. By 
winning the first big-bucks 200-miler 
held outside the United States for the 
new generation of large-capacity motor- 
cycles embraced by Formula 750, the 
British rider not only put Ducati on the 
map, he also kickstarted the develop- 
ment process that led to today's World 
Superbike champions. 

The works 750cc Ducati V-twins on 
which Smart and teammate Bruno Spag- 





` gjari finished one-two at Imola that day 


set a whole series of benchmarks which 
appear no less significant today, a quar- 
ter of a century later. Though derived 
from its 1971 500cc V-twin GP kid sister, 
this was the first time a 750cc Ducati

desmo had raced in 
anger, and the Imola win was 
therefore the first of literally thousands 
of others down the years for such pro- 
duction-derived 90-degree V-twin 
desmos, in all their various forms. 

Furthermore, though the Imola 750 
had a two-valve cylinder-head design 
with bevel-driven single overhead 
camshafts, it was still in every way the 
forerunner of today’s belt-driven DOHC 
otto valvole superbikes. This was the race- 
winning debut of what would become 
Ducati’s unique, trademark big-bike for- 
mat: the 90-degree desmo V-twin. 

But there’s more: Unlike almost all its 
competitors in Formula 750 - the class, 
brought to Europe from the United 


























States, that 
decreed that each race engine 
must be homologated for use on a pro- 
duction road bike - Ducati lifted the cur- 
tain on today’s superbike class by equip- 
ping the Smart/Spaggiari racers with a 
street chassis as well, using the very 
same heavy, Seeley-derived steel frame 
fitted to its new street V-twins, complete 
with lugs for the centerstand. Yes, rather 
than building a faster-steering, light- 
weight race chassis like the BSA/Tri- 
umph triples’ Rob North frame or the "72 
John Player Norton’s pannier-tank semi- 
monocoque, Ducati went with what 






would be its production frame. And as | 
and other Ducati 750SS customers were 
soon to discover, Smart’s Imola winner 
was indeed the prototype for a road- 
legal street replica that could also be 
raced successfully. Imola proved racing 
really does improve the breed. | 
Yet today, it's also hard to imagine 
how, back in the early '70s, Italian bikes 
were so essentially unfashionable. Thosé 
of us outside Italy who admired them 
were considered eccentric, and those 
who actually bought one were consid- 
ered practically certifiable. MVs were a 
different matter, of course - they were 
two-wheeled Ferraris, and as such were 
universal objects of desire - but anything 
else was definitely questionable. 
Smart's Imola victory - and the 

decade of desmo dominance it ushered 
in, culminating in Hailwood's historic 
'78 TT comeback - changed all that in a 
way that nothing that Guzzi, Laverda, 
Benelli or Gilera accomplished ever did, 
The Ducati's unique appeal was that 
here was a works racer that won the Big 
Races, yet was identifiably similar to 
what you and I could (and did) buy for 
the street. A quarter-century later, that's 


- still the essence of Ducati's current 


magic, the fun factor that gives its 
motorcycles their appeal - as every 916 
owner will tell you. Carl races one like 





this - right? 
Gotta be good, then.... 

As part of his reward for setting 
Ducati on the track to superbike 
supremacy, Paul Smart was actually: 
given his Imola-winning bike by a grate 
ful management. That 25 years later he - 
still owns it in its unrestored, completely 
original form, exactly as it competed in 
its last race, makes this historic racer one 
of the truly great two-wheeled icons.of 
the modern era. jid 
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As such, it has a value beyond mea- 
sure - meaning that when, a quarter-cen- 
tury on, Paul allowed me to ride it 
around Brands Hatch, the site of its last 
victory, for 30 laps at full throttle, it was 
a genuine act of trust and friendship. 

For a lover of Italian bikes who hung 
over the fence at Paddock Bend almost 
exactly 25 years earlier to the day, 
watched that titanic duel with Phil 
Read’s Norton resolved in the Ducati’s 
favor by the narrowest of margins, then 
promised himself that, if ever it would 
be possible to buy a street version of that 
Italian V-twin, he'd do so, the chance to 
ride that very same motorcycle a quar- 
ter-century later on the same track (albeit 
the "right" way around, not in reverse 
direction as at the "Hutch"!) made this 
track test a dream come true. 

It was also a trip down memory lane - 
for with the layout of the Brands Hatch 
short circuit unchanged since those days 
(though the new surface put down this 
year offers much better grip), and the 
layout and riding position of the Imola 
750 completely indistinguishable from 
the 750SS production racer I raced there 
back in the mid-’70s, the tides of reminis- 
cence came flooding back. 

Okay - the Smart bike has a full fair- 
ing whereas mine had to make do with 
the cafe-racer half-fairing imposed by 
Production Racing (PR) rules, just as 
delivered; but, externally at least - that’s 
it! Same lazy, off-beat lilt to the torquey, 
punchy engine's thunderous note; same 
stretched-out riding position; same 
spare, spartan cockpit peopled only by a 
white-faced Veglia tachometer redlined 
at 8500 rpm as on every one ever made 
(though, ironically, on this bike it was 
the limit Paul always stuck to - except 
for that time he outdragged Phil Read to 
the line); same long, Tommaselli handle- 
bars fitted with slender, curved levers 
that nestle easily into your glove; same 
stiff operation for the wet clutch, with a 
sudden pickup as it grips; same fantastic 
braking response from the cocktail of 
twin 280mm Brembo cast-iron front 
discs and AP-Lockheed two-piston 
calipers that set new benchmarks for 
stopping power; same trucklike 60-inch 
wheelbase, exacerbated in this case by 
the leading-axle forks made specially by 
Marzocchi for Ducati and nobody else, 
and replaced by “proper” straight ones 
only at the end of '72 in preparation for 
the coming season. 

Otherwise, this is in every way the 
recognizable granddaddy of every 
7505 /55 апа 900SS/S2 race-replica road- 
ster that ever boomed off the Borgo 
Panigale assembly lines, the bike that 
made me and thousands of others thirst 
to worship at the altar of Dr. T by buying 
a V-twin desmo more than 20 years ago. 

But there's more: In my case, for 
example, this is the motorcycle that dic- 
tated the riding style I still have today. 








Paul Smart hung off the Duke and won. 
So that had to be the Hot Tip: Several 
race crashes later, after repeatedly 
grounding out the low-rise street 
exhausts we were forbidden under PR 
rules from replacing with a high-rise 
race set, I’d not only become an expert at 
bashing out dented Conti silencers to 
restore them to something a PR-eligibili- 
ty scrutineer would accept, I'd also 
learned that doing it like Paul did was 
not only desirable, but necessary. 

Keep 'er upright by hanging off - 
well, it meant that, come the slick-tire era 
a couple of years down the road, the 
holes I'd worn in the knees of my 
leathers had already been covered up by 
primitive sliders: I was ready for the 
modern era! 

However, that was before Girling 
introduced their extra-long 13.5-inch 
rear shocks, which had two benefits 
when fitted to a Duke post- 75: One, they 
jacked up the rear end and gave vital 
extra ground clearance; two, they sharp- 
ened up the steering by reducing the 
effective head angle and trail. By con- 
trast, the Smart Imola winner still has 
very short Cerianis fitted at the rear, just 
as raced. 

Not having used the Ducati for a cou- 
ple of years, Paul needed the help of my 
race mechanic, Alistair Wager, to get it 
track-ready for Brands. Two days of 
intensive preparation had the Imola win- 
ner running strong and hard - only not 
for long. After a handful of laps, it started 
misfiring down the pit straight - oh, no, I 
broke it! Well, no - in fact, history was 
repeating itself in more ways than one. 

"The battery's not as fresh as it could 
be," said Paul confidently in pit lane, 
"and in fact that was a little bit the 
Achilles' heel of the bike when we 
brought it to race in England. In both the 
two other races I did here, at Silverstone 
and Snetterton, it started misfiring just 
like this, each time when I was in second 
place and about to have a go at taking 
the win. We found afterward that with 
the total-loss dual ignition, you need to

have a very strong battery to let it rev 
properly. So now we need to borrow one 
off someone." 

Five minutes later, thanks to a coop- 
erative Ducati 916 owner, we had it. (We 
Ducatisti always did stick together.) 

Back on board with all systems go, I 
could really appreciate the fine engineer- 
ing that Ducati design guru Fabio 
Taglioni (the famous Dr. T) invested in 
producing this motorcycle engine. There 
are those who insist his triple-cam 125cc 
desmo GP racer is Taglioni's finest cre- 
ation; others would vote for the belt-dri- 
ven Pantah V-twin that ushered in the 
modern otto valvole era of bikes designed 
by his successor, Massimo Bordi. But for 
me, the bevel-driye V-twin is Dr. T's sig- 
nature motor, especially when compared 
to other twin-cylinder engines devel- 
oped before it - or since. 

For a start, it has the traditional lack 
of vibration of a 90-degree V-twin that 
we nowadays take for granted but 
which, back then, was revolutionary - as 
anyone who's ever ridden even a well- 
balanced British parallel-twin, or any 
Harley, will confirm. 


Conceived long before the advent of · 


power-sapping counterbalancers, 
Taglioni's so-called "L-twin" Ducati may 
have looked strange when it first 
appeared in public, but it worked - and 
this is the proof. 

Even with the high(er)-lift Imola cams 
beloved by so many later 75055 racers, 
the Smart Ducati pulls like a tractor from 
low revs, with waves of grunt and clean- 
ly delivered torque on tap from as low as 
3000 rpm. With the open-megaphone 
exhausts, there's lots of rolling thunder, 
and it doesn't run that cleanly at the bot- 
tom of the rev range. But just above 4000 
rpm the megaphonitis cleans out, leav- 
ing the desmo V-twin to run hard and 
strong all the way to that 8500-rpm red- 
line - well, it might have, except I 
restricted the vicar's handiwork (see 
Smart interview!) to 8000 revs for the 
test, even though the engine gave every 
sign of wanting to rev on. 


























The close-ratio five-speed gearbox fit- 
ted to this works engine has a clean, 
sharp, one-up right-foot change which 
isn't, however, so crisp you can think 
about changing up without the clutch. 
However (though one reason might 
have been the amount of flywheel on the 
motor), there's noticeably less inertia 
than on my production racer of the era, 
so the engine picks up speed more 
quickly and has an eager appetite for 
revs (probably helped by the absence of 
a generator on the total-loss ignition of 
this F750 racer, whereas of course the 
75055 did carry one). 

At racing speeds, the engine pickup 
out of turns is outstanding, aided by the 
accelerator pumps fitted to the relatively 
light-action 40mm Dell'Ortos. These 
were pretty revolutionary for 1972 and 
undoubtedly a factor in the Ducati's 
impressive acceleration out of turns. Yet, 
with such a long wheelbase, there's no 
risk of waving the front wheel in the air 
hard on the gas, so the 84 bhp at 8800 
rpm that the engine delivers at the rear 
wheel gets put cleanly to the ground for 
maximum drive via the race-compound 
Pirelli tires Paul has now fitted. Dunlop 
triangulars (such as those on which he 
raced the bike) might have hardened up 
a bit in the past 25 years! 

Yet if the Ducati's engine behavior 
brought the memories flooding back, the 
way it steered and handled around 
Brands did so in spades. This was the 
track on which I did most of my early 
racing, this was the bike that spawned 





the one I did so aboard: yesterday once . 


more. 

One thing felt different: The steering 
of the Imola bike is even heavier and 
more ponderous than was my own 
bike's, and part of the reason for that is 
the short rear shocks, and part is the 
leading-axle forks which kick everything 
out even farther. 

Ducatis have always been super-sta- 
ble handlers - bikes on which you go 
looking for fast, bumpy corners where 
you know the opposition will be strug- 
gling - and that's as true today with my 
Supermono single as it was 25 years ago 
with the Imola 750... except, this is too 
much of a good thing on the Smart bike, 
which you really have to muscle around 
to make change direction. Mind you, it 
pays off: Back then, I always looked for- 
ward to Bottom Bend, because sweeping 
downhill through there hard on the gas 
allowed you to pick up many yards on 
your rivals who were mounted on short- 
wheelbase bikes that would leap around 
and shake their heads trying to keep up. 

With the Smart Ducati, it was no 
exception; it was only the traditional 
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front-end chatter we always seemed to 
get there in the old days from the Mar- 
zocchi forks making itself felt, even on the 
new surface. Hard on the gas down the 
next short straight; then some hard work 
needed to brake for Clearways while 
flicking from side to side; then hang right 
off while trying to keep the bike as 
upright as possible, to avoid grounding 
out the right-hand exhaust. This already 
has a flat spot in it that Paul admits to 
bashing in back in ’72 to make life easier 
for himself on the tighter British tracks. 
But the fact is that, with the distinctive 
one-up (left) /one-down (right) exhaust 
pipe layout Ducati only ever adopted on 
its '72 Imola bikes, he wouldn't have suf- 
fered too many problems at the Hutch 
that year, since a reverse-direction Brands 
has only one right-hander. 

It was the same at Imola in 72 (Acque 
Minerali was the only right turn); hence 
the unique layout, because Ducati was 
worried about burning the riders' legs if 
both pipes were high-rise. So there - 
that's why! 





Anyway, riding the right way 
around Brands today means you take 
lots of care to avoid grounding that 
right exhaust, especially with the short 
rear shocks. To begin with, these were 
set too soft (Smartie-boy laid off the 
Smarties when he used to go racing - or 
so he says!), so that the rear tire was 
rubbing the underside of the seat at Bot- 
tom Bend and along the front straight. 
However, after cranking them up to the 
hardest of the three settings, there are 
no more problems. Really, though, once 
you're prepared to work at making it 
steer, the Ducati has no vices for a bike 
of this era - especially one with this 
much power on tap. 

But to give yourself a thrill I defy any 
red-blooded Ducatisti not to appreciate, 
fire up the Imola winner, sit there for a 
moment at rest to relish the sound of off- 
beat thunder echoing from those open 
exhausts, then click into first gear on the 
one-up right-foot gearchange - and pre- 
tend you're chasing Ago's MV off the 
Imola start line as you gas it up hard and

aul Smart's Imola 200 victory in 1972 estab- 
lished Ducati as big-bike manufacturers in the 
minds of enthusiasts around the world (who 
had previously only thought of the Italian marque as 
purveyors of small-capacity singles, some with the 
eccentric addition of desmodromic valve gear), but it 
nearly didn't happen at all. For as Paul recalls, it was 
his wife, Maggie, who accepted the offer of the ride for 





him, when it came from the boss of Ducati just one. 


week before the race! 





Now the energetic 54-year-old owner of a motorcy- 
cle main dealership in his hometown of Maidstone, 
Smart still has the crucial ability to look back with wry 
amusement on a roller-coaster 10-year racing career 
that had some lows as well as its fair share of highs but 
- perhaps with the exception of his Imola 200 win - has 
never achieved the world recognition it deserved. 

For Smart was in many ways a key figure in the 
watershed era of motorcycle sport, the world-class 
rider who linked two generations of riding skills as 
well as the contrasting competition philosophies of two 
continents. Long before the first wave of American rid- 
ers like Pat Hennen and Kenny Roberts came to ply 
their trade in Europe and pave the way for the U.S. 
takeover of GP rider rosters that happened in the 
1980s, Smart had begun à miniature one-man migra- 


боп of his own in the opposite direction. And almost 


alone among the last top-level exponents of the big 
British singles, Paul switched successfully not only to 


racing the 250/350cc Yamaha two-strokes at the GP 
level, he also moved up with equal success to the big- 
bike Formula 750 class which ultimately spawned 
today's superbike racing. 
Few riders - not even Agostini or Paul's brother-in- 
law, Barry Sheene - proved as adaptable as he was, nor 
achieved so much success on so many different kinds 
of bikes - and tracks. 
Paul Smart started racing in 1964 on a 125cc Bulta- 
co, as a typical product of the cafe-racer crowd - a fact 
which explained his trademark hang- 
ing-off riding style which - with the 
1970s advent of slick tires, improved 
grip and increased angles of lean - was 

copied by a whole generation of mod- 
ern-day riders. 

However, they might have thought 
twice about doing so, had they known 
why Professor Smart really did it in 
the first place. 

“I was handicapped back in my 


owner," says Paul, “whereas all my 
mates at the Busy Bee and Ace Cafe 
had Triumphs, and the only way to 
keep up with them on a Shooting Star 
was to scratch like mad, which meant 
everything grounded: So I suppose I 
used to try to keep it all as upright as 
possible by hanging off, and that 
stayed with me when I started rac- 
ing." 

Working his way up the British 
ranks, Smart first made his mark by 
finishing second in the 1967 Produc- 
tion TT on a 750 Norton, but unlike so 
many Brits then and since, Paul's hori- 
zons were much wider than the Isle of 
Man, and he moved up to GP racing 
with the help of sponsor Joe Francis, 
for whom he raced 250/350cc Yama- 
has to a succession of podium GP fin- 
ishes in Germany, Finland, Sweden, East Germany and 
Ulster in 1970-71, as well as riding a Seeley G50 in the 
500cc GPs with rather less success. This was because 
the two-stroke era was by then well and truly born, 
and Paul Smart was one of the first top riders to figure 
that out. Having won the Bol d'Or 24 Hours for Tri- 
umph with Tom Dickie in 1970, he was included in the 
British company's Formula 750 works team for 1971 - 


including the Daytona 200, in which he set the fastest - 


qualifying time but retired with mechanical problems 
while leading. 

However, that had opened Smart's eyes to U.S. rac- 
ing, and for 1972 Paul signed with Team Hansen to 
race the works-backed Kawasaki two-stroke triples in 
America, jetting back and forth across the Atlantic to 
race in Europe as well, on nonconflicting dates. That 
was how he came to be available for the Ducati ride - 
though in fact, it wasn't Smart who Ducati boss Fred- 
mano Spairani first approached to ride for the Bologna

factory on the racing debut of the firm's new 90-degree 
V-twin desmo, in the 1972 Imola 200. 

Jarno Saarinen and Barry Sheene both turned down 
the idea of riding what they saw as a lumbering and 
uncompetitive long-wheelbase V-twin four-stroke 
against the best that Japan and Britain could produce. 
It was left to Barry's sister, Maggie Smart, to accept the 
ride on her husband Paul's behalf. 

"Paul was racing the Kawasaki at Road Atlanta 
when Ducati called me in California, where we were 
living," recalls Maggie. "They needed an answer right 
away, but there was no way I could get hold of Paul, so 
I made the decision and accepted for him. It was only 
the week before the Imola race that they called, but I 
knew he wasn't doing anything, and the money 
seemed good - so I said yes. When he called me later 
that night after the Atlanta race, he went mad. ‘I’m not 
riding that bloody old thing,’ he said at first - but then 
we had a family discussion over the phone, and he 
changed his mind!” 

Flying from Atlanta (where he'd finished second on 
the H1R Kawasaki 750cc triple) to Milan via New York 
and London, Smart arrived in Italy after a marathon 
23-hour plane journey to find himself being hustled 
straight from the airport to the Bologna factory. Ducati 
wanted him to test the new 750cc V-twin he was set to 
race at Imola, at the nearby Modena aeroautodromo. 
What he found awaiting him there amazed him. 

“There was this flashy new bus with plate-glass 
sides in which all the race bikes were transported 
around so people could see them,” remembers Paul, 
“and there wasn't just one bike for me: They'd built 10 
of them - two each for all four riders (Smart, longtime 
Ducati tester Bruno Spaggiari, Ermanno Giuliano and 
British importer Vic Camp's rider Alan Dunscombe), 
plus two spares. That's when I realized this was a very 
serious venture, by a company that was determined to 
win. Suddenly, 1 felt à whole lot.better about coming 
all this way to ride for them." 

That feeling barely survived the initial laps at Mod- 
ena, for Smart was less impressed with the Ducatis at 
close hand. 

"They were fitted with skinny little TT100 Dunlop 
production tires, and huge steering dampers they 
didn't need, because with a 60-inch wheelbase, they 
wouldn't go around corners, anyway! They felt pretty 
awful to ride, even after l'd persuaded Ducati to fit 
some racing tires; there seemed to be some confusion 
in their minds as to what Formula 750 really was all 
about. They seemed to think it was a glorified Modi- 
fied Production race with tuned engines and street 
tires - hence the street frame on the racers, complete 
with lugs for the centerstand! - whereas I knew better 
than most from racing in the USA that this was Grand 
Prix racing with big motors, and no half measures 
would suffice. However, even after I'd got them to set 
the bike up as a racer, it still seemed so slow: There 
was loads of torque, but with the 90-degree V layout, it 
seemed to be firing every other lamppost." 

Maybe so, but as anyone who's ever raced a Ducati .

Brimming with confidence, the Ducati team went to Imola - 
just 20 miles down the road from their Bologna factory - for the 
first-ever “Daytona of Europe,” run on the fast, sweeping GP 
race circuit, which in its prechicane days suited Smart's taste for 
big tracks that rewarded judgment and riding skills. 

Against a star-studded field that included works entries 
from nine different manufacturers, the V-twin Ducatis were in a 
class of their own, with Smart and teammate Spaggiari qualify- 
ing in the first two places on the grid, ahead of Giacomo Agosti- 
ni on a works MV Agusta. 

"Ago was riding a shaft-driven works MV," says Paul, "and 
though there were lots of smiles, he was taking it very seriously, 
just as he always did - especially being on home ground, where 
1 suppose it must have been the first time he wasn't on pole for 


a race there in five years or more. Anyway, the start was 


absolutely typical for Italy - as soon as Ago started, then they 


dropped the flag for the rest of us. That meant he led off the 


line, and in fact hung on in front for the first five laps. The MV 
was very fast but smoked a lot till he eventually pulled off (after 
42 of the 62 laps), and it also weaved like mad down the 
straights. Ago was a bloody hero to hold on to it wide open, it 
was such a handful. Following it was quite an experience, but 
the Ducati by contrast was steady as a rock, though you had to 
send it a telegram if you wanted it to change direction once 
you'd committed yourself for the corner - it was much slower- 
steering that the Kawasaki I was used to riding, and you needed 
to be very precise in the way you rode it, to get the best out of it. 
We used to wear out the front tires very quickly because it 
understeered so much, though the only mechanical problem | 
had in the race was when it chucked out first gear at the Tosa 
hairpin after a couple of laps, when it went bang - neutral. After 
that, I had to do the hairpin in second, and since I knew the 
clutch wouldn't stand being slipped on the uphill exit, | had to 
try to drive through it on the throttle. That meant taking what 
the Yanks call a “high, wide ‘n’ handsome’ line there at the Tosa, 
but it wasn’t much of a handicap, because the Ducatis engine is 
so torquey - nothing like what I was used to on two-strokes, or 
even the works Triumph triple, which was much peakier and 
less ridable. 

"Ago found the MV a particular handful on the flat-out left- 
hander after the pits, called the ‘Tamburello,’ which, with no 
chicane before the start line as there is now at Imola, was very 
fast - about 120 to 130 mph. He used to ease off quite a bit for it, 
whereas the Ducati would go through flat in top, though you 
had to use all the road and get absolutely the right line - Alan 
Dunscombe came off there in the race on another Duke, when 
he ran out of road on the right. Anyway, Га sized Ago up after 
four laps, so starting the fifth I kept it nailed open there and just 
swept effortlessly past him. It was a great demonstration of the 
Ducati's handling ability, and after that it was obvious either 
Bruno or I would win." 

Ducati boss Spairani had foreseen this situation. 

“We all had a meeting the night before the race,” says Paul, 
"and there never seemed any doubt in anyone's mind we were 
going to win comfortably. We were told we could circulate 
together till the last five laps; then it was every man for himself. 
Well, when the five-lap board went out, old Bruno went mad - 
started smoking tires up the inside of the hairpin on me, and 


suchlike. Two laps from the end, he made a do-or-die effort in а. 


very strange place - around the long left-hander at the top of the 
hill before the Rivazza; it was a 90-to-100-mph corner, and there 


was no way he could have pulled it off, so inevitably he ran out 





because we'd been running out of fuel, but in fact I had 
plenty of petrol left in my tank, and he almost certainly 
got some muck in his carbs after his little excursion. 
Anyway, after that I was home and dry, and though 
we swapped the lead a couple more times, І was sav- 
ing it all up for the last lap, when I pulled away to win 
by four seconds." 

April 23, 1972, was thus not only Paul Smart's 29th 
birthday, it also marked a milestone in the mythos of 
the Ducati marque. 

“It was a really satisfying win, but I must admit I 
didn't think at the time it would be as significant as it's 
now become, in terms of Ducati's place in history," 
admits Paul in hindsight. “I should have had a clue 
that night, though, when they took the glass-sided 
transporter with me and Bruno on the roof and our 
bikes inside for a tour through Bologna's city center. - 
You'd have thought it was the Pope, there were so 
many fanatical supporters celebrating Ducati's victory! | 
I suppose it was the first time they'd won anything 
really big for a decade and a half, since the 125cc GPs 
in the late '50s, and it certainly put Ducati on the map _ 
in terms of big bikes - as well as setting them on the path to 
their present World Superbike dominance." 

Presumably, though, the Imola 200 win was Paul Smart's 
greatest day in racing. 

"Yes, 1 guess it was," Paul agrees. "I scored more prize 












money at Ontario winning the 200-miler there later that year for 
Kawasaki, but Imola was more satisfying, in a way, because I- 


hadn't gone there expecting to win. I led most of the race, so 
with the lap money I cleaned up about 5000 pounds, which was 
a helluva lot of money then - but they'd had 70,000 spectators, 
so they could afford it! I got paid in readies, too - lots of those 
big, old, tablecloth-sized Italian banknotes with loads of zeroes, 
all stuffed into my helmet bag. We'd agreed the night before the 
race that all four Ducati riders would pool our winnings, and so 
we did - but Spairani had also said, "Whichever one of you wins 
the race will keep his bike, of course.’ And he was as good as his 
word. Which is how come you're here today riding it, exactly as 
it finished the Imola race. Well, nearly..." 

Nearly? Isn't this a time-warp bike, still in the guise in which 
it won its last victory? Well, yes it is - except that, the day after 
his Imola win, Smart agreed to race what had now become "his" 
bike in a couple of the British autumn international meetings, to 
promote Ducatis forthcoming 750cc V-twin street-bike range 
based on the Imola winner. So it was on the unlikeliest track of 
all for a long-wheelbase, long-legged V-twin to shine on - the 
Brands Hatch short circuit a stone's throw from Paul's Maid- 
stone home, run in the reverse direction for the annual Hutchin- 
son 100 meeting - that Smart gave "old Number 16" its final 
appointment with the checkered flag. 

But that nearly didn't happen, either. Let Paul explain how, 
and why. 

“In practice at Brands on the Saturday,” he recalls, “it 
dropped a valve and lunched the motor. Disaster! We took it 
back to Don Godden's (Britain's leading manufacturer of speed- 
way and grass-track engines) workshop near my house, and set 
about rebuilding the motor with the parts Ducati had sent over 
with Franco Farne and a couple of mechanics, who'd come over 
to look after Bruno, who was also riding there. We had a spare 
engine, but it was an 860cc prototype, so we couldn't use it for a 
750cc race. Trouble was, at that time of night over a weekend, 
the only machinist we could get hold of to help us was my local -

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vicar at East Farley, who, before he took the cloth, had been an 
ace man with a lathe. The Ducati mechanics couldn't believe the 
sight of this guy with a dog-collar and a cassock on, and a ciga- 
rette permanently parked in the corner of his mouth, swearing 
like a trooper as he turned down the valves, saying he had to be 
finished by midnight because it was the Sabbath tomorrow and 
he still had to write his sermon for morning service! Anyway, it 


all came together well enough, and next day, after running it in 


while finishing second to Peter Williams' John Player Norton in 
the Open-class event, we were in good shape for the F750 race, 
which was the one Ducati really wanted to win." 

However, there was one big obstacle to Formula 750 victory, 
in the form of Williams' teammate Phil Read on another works 
JPN twin that was much lighter and more nimble than the 
Ducati around the tight Brands track - and Readie was thirsting 
for revenge after finishing an outclassed fourth behind the 
Ducati duo at Imola. 

Mind you, the feeling was mutual. 

"Phil Read going past me in those days was like a red rag to 
a bull. So catching him up and taking him after he'd grabbed an 
early lead at Brands was definitely a high priority," admits Paul, 
"but then he repassed me a couple of laps later, and still had the 
lead going into the last lap. I was better than Phil at Clearways, 
so | retook the lead there, but then he nipped past me again on 
the brakes going up the hill into Druids. That left just Paddock 
Bend before the finish line - and we took it side by side, both 
absolutely on the limit, with the Ducati's long wheelbase the 
only thing saving me from a tank-slapper. I distinctly remember 
thinking, "The poor old girl might go bang again, but if I change 


` gear, I’ve lost the race! So I just held it in third all the way to the 


line with the engine revving well into five figures, and thanks to 
desmo engineering and the vicar’s handiwork, I won by the 
width of a tire: Mission accomplished." 

Since that August day in 1972, the vicar's endeavors have 
been only rarely put to the test, with the Imola-winning Ducati's 
track outings restricted to very occasional short demonstrations 
in Paul Smart's hands at major Brands Hatch race meetings over 
the years. But, exactly a quarter-century later, what is undoubt- 
edly the most famous, historic and authentic works Ducati ever 
built was entrusted to me for 30 laps of the very same circuit at 


which it scored its final race victory - with a bit of help from - 
Him Upstairs! Dreams do come true... . CN

М, MA Grand National Rookie of the 
LA; Year Johnny Murphree describes 
Mig his love for motorcycles as “bit- 
tersweet." 

As a youngster, Murphree grew up 
in a family that had a strong love of 
horses. Because of the horses - and the 
fact that they do not react well to the 
noise that motorcycles produce - the 
young Murphree was denied a motorcy- 
cle, and he might never have taken that 
path in life had tragedy not struck. 

When Murphree was 7 years old, his 
mother was killed in a horse-related 
accident. 

Following the loss, Murphree's father 
began selling the horses and buying 
motorcycles. Since then, motorcycles 
have been a large part of Murphree's 










life. His first race produced a second- 


place finish and a 4-inch trophy. At that 
point, he was hooked on motorcycle rac- 
ing. Two years of local racing followed 
in Northern California, mostly at the 
Lodi Cycle Bowl. From 1988 to 1993 he 
won 13 Amateur National Titles and 
numerous other track championships. 
He then turned pro in 1995, and has 
devoted his life to riding and racing 
motorcycles on the AMA Grand Nation- 
al Championship circuit. In just two 
years, that devotion has paid off: Mur- 
phree has been recognized as the AMA 
Grand National Rookie of the Year. 
Congratulations on being named 1997 
Rookie of the Year. What are your 
thoughts here? 

It is an honor for me to put my name in 
the record books with guys like Jay 
Springsteen and Scott Parker. It would 
be nice if they still paid the bonus 
money, though. 

Let's go back to the beginning of the 
season. What were your goals and aspi- 
rations? What goals did you reach, and 
on which goals did you come up short? 
At the beginning of the season, before 
Daytona, I was very excited. I wanted to 
win the 883 championship as well as 


win Rookie of the Year. Unfortunately,

we had equipment problems with the 
883 most of the year. 

Your qualifying directly into the main 
at the first race of the year at Daytona 
must have been a great way to start the 
season. How did this affect your atti- 
tude? 

Like I said, after Daytona, I was very 
happy with our whole program. I 
trained a lot and couldn't wait to get 
back to racing. Every week when I got 
Cycle News, 1 would go directly to the 
National point standings so I could see 
my name in the top 10. I was pumped. 
As the season went full tilt with the 
half miles in the Midwest, you placed 
high in the 883 program but were a few 
teeth off in the transfers to the Grand 
National program. Did you get discour- 
aged? 

Most of the year, we ran our backup 
engine in the 750, and it wasn't nearly as 
fast as our primary engine. We strug- 
gled with that, as well as learning the 
new bike on the new tracks. I started 
over-riding the bike and felt like I was 
going backwards. I learned just how 
mentally strong you have to be.

Speaking of the 883 program, let's 
focus on your victory at LaSalle and 
how it affected your National program.

or a motorcycle that was late get- 
ting here, you'd assume that the 
"98 Suzuki RM250 would be radi- 
cally changed from the previous 
model - but it is not, really. Suzuki 
openly admitted they got a late start on 
their testing program, which resulted in 
the production RM250 arriving in the 
United States about a month or so after 
the other manufacturers had already 
released their models. Hey, better late 


. than never. 


Anyway, while the new RM250 
might not boast any obvious changes, 
besides graphics, it has taken on a few 
significant modifications to keep things 
interesting, such as following Honda's 
(and Kawasaki's, for that matter) lead 
by equipping the RM with a power-jet 
carburetor system. The Keihin PWK38 
carburetor is now equipped with a sole- 
noid-controlled power-jet system for 
improving, Suzuki claims, the RM's 
power at higher rpm. The power-jet sys- 
tem controls an additional fuel circuit 
that sprays fuel directly in the carbure- 
tor venturi within a certain rpm range. 
Suzuki claims this system allows more- 
accurate main-system jetting needed for 
optimum high-rpm power. 

In another attempt to improve top- 
end power (as well as midrange), the 
exhaust-port timing, as well as the scav- 
enging-port timing and shape, have 
been modified, and so has the Suzuki 
Power Chamber exhaust power-valve 
system, which has gone from a clam- 
orous two-stage system to a quieter and

more efficient single-stage design. The 
power valve itself has been reshaped to 
achieve a better exhaust-port seal, and 
the exhaust routing to the Power Cham- 
ber has been modified for improved 
flow. 

Other performance-enhancing engine 
changes include a larger intake tract, a 
new exhaust pipe, and a flat-top piston, 
which Suzuki claims give the RM a bet- 
ter "hit." The intake-port shape also has 
been modified to work with a larger 
reed block for improved engine 
response, Suzuki claims. 

In recent years, the RM250 has been 


criticized for its noisy motors, so not 
only did Suzuki go to a single-stage 
power valve, they also reinforced the 
area around the crankshaft's *main 
bearing, which Suzuki alleges was 
partially to blame. While they were 
down there, Suzuki engineers 
increased the weight of the crankshaft 
to increase inertia, thus improving 
power delivery and rear-wheel trac- 
tion control. 

To improve durability, the clutch has 
been beefed up and the Daido 520 chain 
is made out of a stronger material. 

So what did all these changes mean?

Simply, more power on top and a more 
linear powerband. 

Run the bike through the gears for 
the first time and it becomes quite obvi- 
ous that Suzuki shifted the bulk of the 
RM's power more toward the top of the 
rpm range, and it managed this without 
sacrificing too much power off the bot- 
tom. The bike pulls nicely off the bot- 
tom, runs strong in the middle and revs 
out well on top. Overall power is good - 
strong and healthy, but some of our 
testers felt the RM just didn't quite have 
the "hit" they wanted when slamming 
into a soft or powdery berm, especially 

































compared to the horsepower king - the 
Honda CR250R. They said they needed 
to “clutch” the bike, whereas with the 
CR, they didn’t. 

Furthermore, some of the faster 
testers also felt the RM could use more 
power on top, but even though they 
claimed the RM was a little “flat” on 

ower in certain areas, none of them 
really thought this was a major problem. 
They felt that what the RM may lack in 
pure horsepower is made up for in 
usability. While all of our testers said 
the Honda has more power overall, 
most of them agreed that the CR isn’t as 
easy to control as the RM, which is cer- 
tainly something you'll come to appreci- 
ate late in a long moto. The RM’s motor 
is very forgiving and less tiring to ride. 
So, when race day came, most of our 
testers fought over the RM, not the CR, 
claiming they could ride the RM just as 
fast as the CR and for a longer period of 
time before getting tired out. 

A complaint we - and many other peo- 
ple - have had with the RM250 in recent 
years is excessive engine noise, a problem 
Suzuki certainly addressed this year. The 
last things you want to hear while 
revving up the bike on the starting line 
are strange noises resonating up from the 
engine. With the RM, these noises were 
actually normal and of no real concern, 
but were annoying nonetheless. The 
changes Suzuki made to suppress this 
problem seemed to work. There is far less 
noise coming from deep within the 
engine cases, which perhaps helps give 
the rider better peace of mind and more 
confidence. It's kind of a mental thing. 

Some things about the RM's engine 
haven't changed, such as the way it 
shifts - really well. However, one rider 
complained about "hitting neutral" a 
lot, but that was when the bike was fair- 
ly new. This problem went away as the 
transmission became more broken-in 
and had a few good rides under its belt. 

Throttle response was spot on and, 
overall, the RM's motor just plain felt 
good. 

Chassiswise, Suzuki made a few sig- 
nificant changes, as well. First of all, cer- 
tain areas of the frame have been beefed 
up with additional gusseting and brac- 
ing, and both the front and rear suspen- 
sions took on some retuning. 

Up front, effort was made to both 
improve the fork's performance and 
reduce weight. Internally, changes to the 
49mm Showa-made conventional forks 
include the use of a new damper-piston 
ring with reduced friction, longer slide 
bushings and revised damping rates. To 
reduce weight, the compression-damper 
shaft has been changed from steel to 
aluminum; the spring collar has been 
changed from aluminum to plastic; the 
guide bushing is thinner-walled; the oil- 
lock collar has been changed from steel 
to aluminum; and the rod diameter has 
been reduced from 12 to 10mm. 

Out back, the rear-suspension link- 
age has been changed to a different ratio 
(very similar to that of the Kawasaki 
KX250), and the shock features a 4mm- 
larger damper assembly, a new damper- 
piston ring, and new damping rates. 

On the track, we feel that the biggest 
difference between the '97 RM250 and 
the ‘98 RM is in the suspension depart- 
ment, which is greatly improved. For 
one, the new rear linkages raise the back 
of the bike to give the RM a much more 
balanced feeling. Over the years, the 
RM250's rear suspension has become 
known for its twitchy and unpredictable 
manner, and Suzuki felt the reason for 
this was because the bike just wasn't 
balanced correctly. 

"You can have the best suspension 
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components and design, but if the bike 
isn’t balanced, it’s all for naught,” said a 
Suzuki spokesman. 

The RM has gone from 
a skittish- and sometimes even scary- 
handling machine to a much more solid 
and predictable animal. No longer will 
you hear the word "swap" used when 
describing the way the RM250 rear sus- 
pension takes the square edges or lips of 
jumps; instead, more often than not 
you'll hear the words “plush” or "sta- 
ble" used to describe the RM's back end. 

Even when hard on the gas while 
exiting rutted corners, the rear tire stays 
close to the ground, digging for traction. 
We heard one tester say the RM "really

stuck" through the turns, meaning the 
back end didn't bounce around over the 
acceleration bumps. 

The RM's rear suspension easily 
soaks up not only the smaller bumps, 
but landings off large jumps as well. 

The back end is complimented by the 
excellent forks. They, too, work 
extremely well. Perhaps now that the 
back end is working correctly, the front 
end feels even better because it doesn't 
have to work twice as hard, doing its 
own job as well as spending much of its 
time bailing the back end out of trouble. 
Basically, the front and rear suspension 
work in harmony better than they have 
in a long, long time. 

While previous RMs have had their 
quirks, they have had many good traits 
as well, which have not been lost. The 
'98 RM still slices through the turns with 
ease and has awesome brakes. It's also a 
great jumper. 

Overall, we feel the '98 RM250 is a 
much-improved motorcycle, mostly in 
the suspension and handling depart- 
ments. Some intermediate- and expert- 
level riders will still want more power 
across the board, but everyone else will 
probably be quite pleased with the RM's 
compliant yet still powerful-enough-to- 
get-the-job-done powerplant. 

So, was the new RM250 worth the 
wait? 

We think so. €N

s journalistic pronouncements go, 
"The year of the..." is one of the 
more flogged. Every year for; oh, 
the last 10 has been the Year of 
the Woman in rock 'n' roll. We here in 
the motorcycle world get the Year of the 
Superbike, the Year of the 600, and so 
forth, But it's a phrase that's hard to 
resist when you get several substantially 
new, exciting motorcycles making their 
appearance in the same model year, and 
in a class that was hitherto basically pop- 
ulated by a single bike... So, here we are, 
friends: the Year of the Open Classers. 

The concept of stuffing a compact, 
liter-class engine in a compact 600cc-size 
chassis was pretty much originated more 
than half a decade ago with the first 
Honda CBR900RR, a benchmark bike for 
those who liked the eye-popping acceler- 
ation and torque of an open-class bike 
melded with the supernimble handling 
of middleweight machines. The double- 
R has been a success, foremost in sales, 
but also on the track, if with a good mea- 
sure of tweaking to do so. 

Lo these many years later, this class 
of one has suddenly become very 
crowded, with serious all-new entries 
from both Yamaha, with its YZF-R1, and

Kawasaki, with the ZX-9R. 

Luckily, Honda appears ready for the 
challenge, entering 1998 with. a 
CBR900RR that is both lighter and more 
powerful than the one it replaces, and 
aimed not only at being “the best sport- 
bike, with total control" and being "the 
most aerodynamic, lightweight, best 
handling" machine going, but also hav- 
ing its suitabilty for racing expanded, as 
well. This meant some fairly significant 
changes took place, despite the fact that 
the CBR retains the same basic character 
as the models which preceded it. 

Perhàps the most significant of these 
changes were to the triple-box-section, 
twin-spar aluminum chassis. CBRs of 
years past, particularly the just-replaced 
generation with its more flexible "tuned" 
chassis, made for lively handling when 
ridden near the limit. 

In àn effort to combat this, several 


replaces, make no mistake about the 1998 


CBRSOORR - it is a changed motorcycle. It's also

alterations were made. The foremost of 
these was to the steering geometry. 
While the bike retains the 24-degree 
head angle used last year - and the 
quick-turning 16-inch front wheel used 
since the model's inception - the trail has 
been lengthened 5mm (now 95mm) with 
different-offset triple clamps, in an effort 
to add stability. To maintain the same 
effective wheelbase of 55.1 inches, the 
steering head was moved forward 
5.5mm to, uh, offset the change in offset. 

In addition to this, the wall thickness 
of the main chassis spars has increased, 
making the frame more rigid, though the 
outside dimensions are the same as last 
year. The pivot plates didn't escape, 
either, the lower section to which the 
swingarm attaches given modified rib- 
bing to make it more resistant to flex. 
And it doesn't end there: The swingarm, 
too, is much more rigid - a total of 27 








































percent more so - the result of a new 
tapered-box-section design and some 
serious bracing. At the front, the fork 
span was made 10mm wider (yes, for 
stiffness), and as weight-saving mea- 
sures, the steering stem and lower triple 
clamp, formerly of steel, are 
now aluminum. All told, the 
frame is some 10 percent stiffer 
than the '97 overall, though not 
as stiff as the first-generation 
bike. 

The newly found rigidity came 
at the cost of weight - in both the 
frame and swingarm - but careful 
design elsewhere has nullified this 

increase, yielding a machine that 

scales 6.6 pounds lighter than the 
one it replaces, and under the magic 
400-pound mark. 

With all these new frame dynam- 
ics in play, suspension got a tweak 
job as well. The 45mm fork's settings 

were refined to help improve feel, but 

the big news is the "RC45-inspired," 
aluminum cartridges, which are 5.4 
ounces lighter than the ones they 
replace. (Remember the careful engi- 
neering mentioned above?) 

At the rear, the Pro-Link rising-rate 
linkage has a generally stiffer ratio, 
although the rate of increase over the 
suspension stroke is less steep than on 
last year's bike. Like the front end, valv- 
ing and springs rates have changed, with 








the main goal at the rear to improve han- 
dling under acceleration. 

To illustrate the difference between 
the 1997 and '98 versions of the bike, 
Honda had both models on hand at the 
recent press introduction at Las Vegas 
Motor Speedway. While the '97's well- 
broken-in engine felt a little more crisp in 
its response than the '98's (only 500 miles 
on the clock!), the same could not be said 
about the chassis. Up to a certain point, 
the bikes felt understandably similar on 
the track, the alterations in riding position 
basically imperceptible between the two 
models and the layout of the bikes very 
much alike. Turn-in on both 900s was 
light, precise and very, very quick. But 
where you could somewhat fearlessly 
tread the limits of lean angle and traction 
on the '98, there was a definite point on 
the older bike where things suddenly got 
very iffy-feeling. It was as though some- 





body just let most of the air out of the 
front tire, causing the bars to wag around 
a bit as well as a sudden halt to all the 
information about the track that had pre- 
viously been traveling from the tire to 
your hands - very vague and confidence- 
sapping. Back off a bit and all was well. 

With the '98, this was not the case. Go 
as fast as your ability will take you, and 
the new double-R will do nothing to 
stand in your way. In fact, Honda had 
enough confidence in the new chassis to 
let us loose on the Speedway's high 
banks with Bridgestone-racing-slick- 
shod 900s, in addition to running the 
DOT Bridgestone Battlax BT56 radials 
(with special stiffer sidewalls) with 
which the bike will be supplied. In either 
case, there was none of the vagueness, 
all of the quickness, and a measurable 
degree of increased stability thrqugh the 
faster sweepers. Also, on the abrupt 
transition onto the banking, the new bike 
was much easier to handle. 

So the new CBR is definitely better on 
the track. How is it on the street? That's 
better, too. With the stock suspension 
settings, the 900 has a very compliant 
ride, if somewhat busy-feeling at the rear 
in bumpy turns with our heavier testers 
on board. The suspension's adjustability 
range is such that this was easy to com- 
pensate for. A couple of clicks up on the 
seven-position rear-spring preload 
adjustment (tool provided in the kit) and 
a little more compression and rebound 
damping stabilized things considerably. 

Although the positioning of the han- 
dlebars has changed slightly, and the 
footpeg brackets are countersunk into 
the frame and thus 16mm closer togeth- 
er, the bike feels like the same ergonimi- 
cally friendly machine the 900 became 
with its last major redesign. Improved is 
the protection from the now-bigger 
(though somehow more aerodynamical- 
ly efficient) upper fairing, with a new 
vent underneath the headlight and a 
front fender said to encourage airflow 
behind the windscreen to decrease nega- 
tive pressure there - and thus increase 
rider comfort. 

Though peak power from the 919cc 
in-line four isn't any more than you 
would get from a hot 750, the beauty of 
the extra displacement is in the delivery. 
Midrange is abundant, with a smooth, 
authoritative pull all the way through 
the 11,000-rpm redline. Honda says that 
although the powerplant is fundamen- 
tally the same as last year, 83 percent of 
the parts were altered for more durabili- 
ty, more horsepower or freer revving. 
Weight was saved with the use of new 
aluminum/ graphite / ceramic-composite 
cylinders. In addition to the weight ben- 
efit, tighter tolerances with the special 
"LUB-Coated" pistons can be held due 
to the fact that they distort less when 


heated. What is LUB-Coat? Screened-on 


molybdenum on the piston skirts. Heat 
dissipation and resistance to wear in the 
new, extruded cylinders is also said to be 
better than in the steel ones. Both the 
intake and exhaust ports, as well as the 
combustion chambers, were altered to 
provide better airflow and thus 
improved engine response. 

On the intake side, the 38mm CV car- 
buretors (jetted spot on) are fitted with 
bigger pistons for quicker throttle 
response, while a new, stainless-steel 
exhaust header and 18-ounce-lighter alu- 
minum canister handle spent gasses. 
Claimed horsepower is up three ponies 
to 123 bhp. 

Frankly, the '97 bike seemed a bit 
more crisp in its response, though, as 
mentioned above, it had considerably 
more mileage on the clock than our fleet 
of fresh, low-mileage '98s. Let it suffice 


that the oversquare, 71 x 58mm motor 
does not rev $lowly. 

A. smaller, lighter, cable-actuated 
eight-plate clutch is fitted, using a new 
material that Honda says makes it as 
durable as the 10-plater it replaces. 
Clutch feel was excellent, and coupled 
with the strong midrange, hard launches 
were easy work. 

Ratios in the beefed-up six-speed 
gearbox were changed to both increase 
acceleration (lower first and second 
gears) and increase top-speed potential 
(taller fourth, fifth and sixth). Gear shifts 
were superslick and very positive. 

Braking from the redesigned, four- 
piston Nissin calipers at the front proved 
more than adequate on the track, with 
good feedback and plenty of power 
while still providing good initial bite. 
The pistons feature a new nickel coating 
that is said to provide more consistent 


lever pull over the life of the pads. Sensi- 


tivity to lever input is excellent at light 
lever pressures, making midcorner 
speed adjustments easily accomplished 
with one finger. Brakes like these make 
you wonder if six-piston calipers aren't 
just a bit of overkill. Disc size is up to 
310mm from 296, though unsprung 
weight has decreased due to the new, 
lighter wheels. 

What's hard to quantify is the over- 
all feel of the new bike. The word bal- 
ance comes to mind, because despite its 
hard-core nature, the new CBR900RR is 
a bike we happily strapped soft luggage 
onto to use for a weekend getaway, 
going a solid 150 or so miles with a 
restrained throttle hand before we hit 
reserve. The 70 miles we spent on the 
trip droning along on the interstate 
wasn't particularly unpleasant consid- 
ering the outright performance capabili- 
ty of the bike, and when the going final- 
ly got interesting, there was nothing 
that detracted from our enjoyment of 
the road. What Honda has done with 
the chassis improvements and engine 
refinements is made a bike that is sim- 
ply easier and more confidence-inspir- 
ing to ride - a hard-core sportbike for 
the masses. 

So, yes, Honda's 1998 CBR900RR 
truly is a better motorcycle than the one 
it replaces, with improvements in han- 
dling and power delivery that make it a 
better motorcycle for every rider skill 
level. And that's good, because this year, 
it's going to have to be. CN

crashes, and he simply tore up the 125cc 
outdoor circuit, winning the National 
title with relative ease - again, all in his 
first year as a pro. Looking even further 
back into his already illustrious career, 
we can see that Carmichael has won just 
about every amateur MX title there is - 
pretty impressive stuff for someone who 
has just turned 18 years old. 

Ricky Carmichael, who hails from 
Tallahassee, Florida, is also the recipient 





of the AMA Motocross Rookie of the 
Year Award, an honor bestowed on him 
in 1996. 

This year, Carmichael is growing his 
motocross roots deeper into the ground 
as a member of the SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki team, and not long 
before the opening round of the 1998 
AMA Supercross Series, Carmichael 
spoke a little bit about his past and 
future.

The first question is, were you satis- 
fied with your first full year as a pro in 
supercross in 1997? 

Yeah, I was. I learned a lot and it was 
good for me - a whole bunch of fun. 

It seemed like it was either feast or 
famine; I mean it was crash or win 
sometimes there. 

Yeah; I think toward the end of the last 
race, I learned a lot. Right now I’m 
learning a lot, too. Where I am now 
from where I was last year is a lot differ- 
ent, you know. I’m a lot more calm than 
I was last year. Last year’s experience 
will really help me a lot, especially 
learning when I should be a lot calmer 
out on the track. 

How’s your setup or your approach 
going to be this year? 

Well, I’m going to be in shape, but I’m 
just not going to be as wild, you know. 
If a guy's doing good or there's a gnarly 
jump out there that's hard to do, I’m not 
just going to go for it like I did last year. 
I’m not going to take the chances that I 
did last year. I think consistency is 
what's going to count, because you can't 
win one week and get 19th the next and 
get a title out of it. You gotta be there at 
the end. 

Isn't it also safe to say that you really 
were a true rookie last year, in the 
sense that there's really no amateur 
supercross series? 
Yeah, you're right. I kind of wish I 
could've gotten Rookie of the Year 
again. But anyhow, I learned a lot last 
year in supercross. Even though I had 
my own supercross place to ride last 
year, I still had problems racing. 1 got 
nervous and stuff. I wanted to win so 
bad that I was riding over my head. 
Well, once the supercross thing ended 
last year and you got that first half-year 
as a pro under your belt, you seemed to 
settle down a lot. 

Yeah, outdoors I did. And I won three 
supercrosses, which wasn't bad. I was in 
a position to win two more, but I didn't 
take advantage of it and that was just 
part of me being a rookie. But as the 
year went on, І got smarter, and I 
learned a lot outdoors as well as in 
supercross, and now I'm just looking 
forward to next year. 

Win or lose, you definitely got a large 
portion of the cheers this year. Man, 
where did you learn to whip it like 
that? 

I don't know; ever since I was on little 
bikes, I was always good at whipping it. 
I think it just looks cool, you know - 
everything gets really gnarly now with 
the nac-nacs and heel-clickers and all 
that, so I'm just trying to cut it down 
and bring some whips back. I guess I’m 
trying to keep it real with the old-school 
whip-its, because I think people like a 
good whip-it every now and then. 

Jeff Emig told me that one of the things 
that he is going to improve on his game 
this year is his method through the 
whoops - maybe attack them quicker, 
or something like that. What do you 
need to work on? Or do you think your 
technique's good and it's just a case of 
execution? 

I just need to work on being smooth and 
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not getting excited. I’m pretty good оп 
the track - I have a rhythm and all - 1 
just need to be smooth and keep it cool. 
A lot of guys like to spend the off-sea- 
son kind of barnstorming through 
Europe and doing a lot of international 
things. You seem to be taking a differ- 
ent approach. You’re staying home. 
Yeah, I just thought that I need to stay 
home this year. I still haven’t had that 
much supercross experience under my 
belt, and Mitch (Payton) and I talked it 
over and he said it would be safer this 
year to just stay home and get ready. 
Next year I will do some racing over 
there, but not this year. 

How has your life changed this year? 
Did you go out and buy yourself a car 
or a new home or anything, or are you 
still living with your parents in Talla- 
hassee? 

I’m just living here, still with my par- 
ents, in Tallahassee. I haven’t bought 
anything; I’m just saving my money, 
man. My parents helped me to get to 
where I am - gotta stick with them. 

Is there a possibility that some of the 
West Coast fans might see you ride a 
250 this year? 

Maybe so, yeah. If I do well on the East 
Coast, I might run Dallas or one of the 
last races. It should be exciting if they let 
me.

AMA/SUZUKI NATIONAL 
TRAIL RIDE SERIES

LAS VEGAS, МУ, NOV. 28-29 
undreds of motorcyclists were 
left out in the cold over 
Thanksgiving weekend - but 
they wouldn't have it any other way. 

After braving the hazards of gravy- 
soaked roast turkey, candied yams and 
cream-topped pumpkin pie on Thanks- 
giving day, almost 300 riders leaped out 
of bed before dawn the next morning to 
brave the hazards of the Angeles 
National Forest and the great Mojave 
Desert on a two-day, 500-mile cross- 
country jaunt that has become almost as 
much of a tradition among dual sport 
riders as the meal that it follows. 

Now in its 14th year, the Los Ange- 
les-to-Barstow-to-Vegas Dual Sport ride 
has achieved almost cult status among 
off-road enthusiasts, and neither rain 


nor snow nor dark of 
night is enough to keep 
them from their appointed 
route. 

This year's event began 
at Bert's Motorcycles in 
Azusa, on the northern 
edge of Los Angeles, and 
headed straight into the 
mountains for a morning 
of back-and-forth fun 
among the trees. 

The morning was gray 
and gloomy with a chilly 
bite in the air when the 
first riders left the start at 7 
a.m., but a rapid transition 
from pavement to dirt 
soon had them working 
their passage, and they 
were all smiles by the time 
they hit pavement again 
high on Angeles Crest 
Highway. 


“It’s turned into a beautiful day and 
I'm actually a little warm. I think I'm 


going to take something off right now,” 


said Phillip Smith, who tackled the 
course on a 1967 Triumph TR6C. 
"There's a lot of moisture on the 
ground, so there's great traction and no 
dust. To ride an old Triumph on a day 
like this with such good traction - it's 
just phenomenal. This is a ball." 

The trail hit the desert floor at Pear- 
blossom and the terrain opened up for a 
run past El Mirage Dry Lake - a run that 
was all dirt until a phone call from the 
BLM at 3 p.m. on Thanksgiving after- 
noon. 

"There was a discrepancy between 
the map and the roll chart, and we had 


to take out about 35 miles of dirt and 

put in 29 miles of pavement,” explained 
AMA. District 37 dual sport president | 
John Siebler, who spent part of his; 
Thanksgiving evening redrawing and. 
photocopying a section of the roll chart, 


with help from Paul Flanders. 

Some of the riders were disappointed 
by the long stretch of pavement, but 
others - like Val Clement - had bigger 


. problems. The Honda XL250 rider 


dropped out at the first checkpoint and 
didn't even make it to the ЕІ Mirage 
detour. 

“Т lost the front end on a dirt road 


about 10 miles back up in the moun- - 


tains. The bike just went out from under 
me," said Clement. “I hurt my ankle and 
my right hand and I just don't feel like 


continuing. It was a great course and I : 


loved it. I probably loved it too much." 
BMW-mounted Harry Brattin also 
had a problem or two along the way, but 
he was back on course after a short time- 
out to straighten the fender on his F650. 
"The traction was just awesome. I’ve 
never seen trails that were as smooth 
and had as much traction as what we 
rode today," said Brattin. "Of course, 
going down the trail you get surprised 
occasionally. I was surprised a couple of 
times and luckily didn't bail. I did pick 
up a rock and take my front fender for a

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little ride. That’s what I’m doing now, 
kind of jerry-rigging a new front fender 
on.” 

Riders with less mechanical aptitude 
got help from support vans sent by 


Honda and Suzuki, which set up at. 


strategic points on both days of the ride 
to offer assistance to anyone who need- 
ed it. 

“American Suzuki is the title sponsor 
of the AMA National Dual Sport Series. 
Part of our program is to provide sup- 
port trucks to all the Nationals,” said 
Suzuki's Mike Webb. "There's not really 
a lot of work today. I don't think the 
trail is very technical, so basically it's 
been a little chain lube and just little 
odds and ends - not even a flat tire 
today." 

There was about the same lack of 
action at the Honda truck. 

"We're just trying to help out - 
Honda riders in particular, and anybody 
else who needs it," said Bob Oman of 
Honda. “The worst thing we saw today 
was a guy with what was apparently a 
broken cam-chain-tensioner spring. He 
said he started out that way. We 
advised him against riding it any fur- 
ther and loaded it on a trailer and sent 
him on down the road. That was the 
best we could do for him." 

The course headed into the lunch stop 
at Kramer Junction via an old powerline 
road that made sure the riders worked 
up a hearty appetite. 

"There were about eight miles of 
deep whoops on that road, and if you 
got out of shape, you were in trouble

because the power poles were cut off 
about six inches above the ground. If 
you caught one of those things, you'd 
go flying," said Larry Woodruff. "I 
thought the whoops were wonderful - I 
like them because the ATK handles 
them so well. The XRs were all over the 
place." 

David Hough, a self-employed writer 
who rode his BMW with Ural sidecar all 
the way from Port Angeles, Washing- 
ton, to take part in the event, was 
impressed with the riding skills he saw 
as he followed the course with varying 
degrees of success. 

“1 am absolutely flabbergasted at 
how much ground some of these guys 
can cover," said Hough. "We did a bail- 
out because, basically, we got lost, so 
we've been on pavement, riding smartly 
along, and we're at the back of the pack. 
And these guys have been coming 
across the desert, so I’m amazed. Some 
of the sections were a little rough for us, 
but we got along and didn't break any- 
thing." 

After lunch, the course continued 
north on an old railroad bed that pro- 
vided a challenge for the less experi- 
enced riders, then headed east for a run 
through the Frazier mountains to. the 
overnight stop in the high-desert town 
of Barstow. Verification ribbon con- 
firmed most of the turns on the roll 
chart, which made first-timers feel com- 
fortable with their navigational deci- 
sions, and there were smiles all around 
when it was finally time to dismount at 
the end of the first 206-mile day.

"This is great. I think it's easy, and I 
had no problems at all," said 71-year- 
old Hoy Mitchell of Simi Valley, Califor- 
nia, who raced the legendary Barstow- 
to-Vegas Hare and Hound back in the 
1960s and started riding the dual sport 
event in 1990. 

Bily Hamill, World Speedway 
Champion in 1996, was a little out of his 
element in the dual sport environment 
but reported that you don't need experi- 
ence to have fun. 

"[t's a great couple of days on a 
motorcycle in Southern California. I did 
it last year for the first time and I was 
hooked. I wasn't going to miss it for 
anything," said Hamill, who lives in 
British Columbia. "I had a great time 
and no problems, touch wood. I lost a 
blinker, that's all. Stayed up the whole 
day. I couldn't believe it. Usually I go 
down once or twice." 

Walt Fulton had just as much fun 
piloting a Suzuki DR350 attached to a 
sidecar, with his 13-year-old daughter, 
Krista, riding shotgun. 

“It was pretty interesting - it's a lot 
more difficult on a sidecar than it is on a 
solo bike," reported Fulton. "I've got 
thousands of hours with a sidecar on the 
road, but this was my first time off-road 
with one. It's interesting and fun, but 
with the sidecar it was a lot of work. I 
got a good workout today." 

A 7 a.m. start in the freezing cold of a 
wintry Barstow morning had many of 
the day-two riders thinking about giv- 
ing up biking. The temperature was a 
frigid 36 degrees when Alan Cohn hit 





the trail, but his Honda XR600 fired on 
the third kick. 

"That's a typical B-to-V morning," 
said Cohn, the voice of experience after 
finishing the Thanksgiving event five 
times. “I knew what we were in for, so I 
had an electric vest on and that made 
for a good morning, but I could actually 
see people shivering as I passed them." 

The chill continued as the trail paral- 
leled Highway 40, but the riders 
warmed up in a hurry when they hit 
Kane Wash. 

“It’s deep sand - a little bit moist, but 
really deep, and you have to speed up to 
get on top of it. If you slow down, you 
get into a rut and down you go. Fourth 
gear/half throttle was good for me," 
said Cohn. "It was about three miles 
long and if anybody was cold before 
that, they sure as heck weren't after- 
ward. People were shedding their 
clothes after that section." 

A section of sandwashes and rollers 
took the riders into the first checkpoint 
at Ludlow; then the course continued 
east through the Clipper Mountains on 
its way to the lunch stop at Fenner. 

By that stage, Mike Braverman was 
running on the pavement, trying to 
make up time he'd lost fixing the sidecar 
attached to his Yamaha 650. 

"| broke both days," said Braverman, 
an experienced sidecar pilot who was 
tackling dirt for the first time with Doug 
Tyler beside him. "The first day, a screw 
came loose inside the points and shorted 
it out and the battery went dead. The 
second day, the swingarm broke on the 
sidecar. The Suzuki factory support 
guys built a bushing for me and put it 
in, but I was running so behind. I took 
the pavement from the first gas stop to 
the lunch stop and the motor let go 40 
miles up the road. I covered maybe half 
the miles between both days, but I 
would do it again without a doubt. I just 
had the best time." 

While Braverman was loading his rig 
onto a trailer for the second time in two 
days, Cohn was staring down a rene- 
gade steer. 

“I came across а big cow with horns 
larger than my handlebars out in the 
middle of nowhere. It was facing me on 
the trail as I approached and I didn't 
have a clue what to do. I just knew I 
didn't want to make him angry," said 





Cohn. “I stopped and waited, making 
sure I was in first gear ready to turn 
around and run. It took three steps 
towards me, but then it turned and trot- 
ted away.” 

Larry Woodruff suffered one of the 
many flats that plagued the riders near 
the halfway point of day two’s 275-mile 
ride. 

“We ran through a really rocky road. 

I called it the rock garden, and there 
were flats all over that,” said Woodruff. 
“I was hurrying, trying to catch up, and 
I hit four rocks in a row. I bummed an 
inner tube, but I was using small tire 
irons that I’m not used to and I punched 
a hole in the new tube. I spent the next 
40 miles with a front flat zip-tied to the 
rim.” 
The trail picked up old Route 66 on 
the far side of Fenner and turned north 
to parallel Highway 95 on the way to 
Searchlight, Nevada. As the miles 
passed, the camaraderie grew. Riders 
stopped to help extract a sidecar that 
had gotten bogged down in the sand 
near Ludlow. Tools and tubes 
exchanged hands as passersby stopped 
to assist riders with mechanical prob- 
lems, and there were plenty of offers of 
rides to the finish for riders who 
couldn't go on. 

For riders like Cohn, who started 
early and had no problems, the ride was 
still long. 

"I left Barstow at 7 a.m. and didn't 
make it to Vegas until about 3:30 p.m." 
said Cohn. "We stopped for lunch but we 
were moving along the rest of the time." 

By the time the slower riders cleared 
Searchlight and made the 20-mile run 
on pavement to Nipton, California, then 
crossed the California/Nevada border 
(for the third time) near Primm, it was 
time to take the bail-out route and head 
straight for the finish at the San Remo 
Hotel. Those who had time continued 
on the off-road course, which paralleled 
Interstate 15 to the north, running 


through Beer Bottle Pass and Hidden : 


Valley, and included the only easy /hard 
split of the weekend, which put experi- 
enced riders into a tough section that 
included two miles of a chewed-up 
SCORE course. 

"When you look back at the week- 
end, it's quite a ride," said Paul Flan- 
ders. "It goes through three climate 
zones - starting out in the LA basin, 
going up over the alpine climate of the 
Angeles Crest area, then back into the 
desert. It's a special event." 

The event became even more special 
later on Saturday night at the awards 
banquet, where the riders found them- 
selves in a drawing for prizes that 
included a helmet, tires, riding jackets, 
and handlebars. The oldest-rider award 
went to 76-year-old XR200 pilot Bud 
Wright for the sixth year in a row, and 
13-year-old sidecar passenger Krista Ful- 
ton of Norco was named as the youngest 
rider. The oldest bike to complete the 
course was a 1954 Triumph piloted by 
Bill Getty, and Darcy Tresh had the 
honor of piloting the smallest bike - a 
Suzuki DR200. An international award 
was earned by Melissa Burroughs and 
Glen Nixon, who traveled from British 
Columbia to join the ride, and the dis- 
tance award for American entries went 
to Ken Gordon of Suwanee, Georgia. 

Even Jerry Barker, who was one of 
four riders to suffer a broken collarbone, 
earned an award - the Ben-Gay Award 
for hard luck. Barker, who had broken 
ribs and a collapsed lung to go along 
with his collarbone, ended up finishing 
his journey with an ambulance ride to 
the hospital after he crashed shortly 
before the lunch stop on day one. €N

ux shouted Jeff Gibson as he 
received the Scott USA 
Golden Goggle Award in the 
26th annual Winter National 
Olympics. The Team Green Kawasaki 
rider scored 250cc B victories in TT, 
supercross and motocross for the high- 
est-scoring performance of any rider in 
the Amateur division. For his efforts, 
Gibson received a plaque and a Scott 
mountain bike. 

“I first raced here at Gatorback seven 
years ago in the 65cc class and never 
imagined someday winning this honor,” 
Gibson said. 

Team Green Kawasaki Expert rider 
Nicholas Wey was the recipient of the 
Dunlop Silver Tire Award. 

“I had a terrible first day on my 125s 
in the TT,” Wey said. “I didn’t think that 
I had a chance to win the overall then.” 

Wey, who will compete as a member 
of the Kawasaki/Pro Circuit/SplitFire 
125сс racing team in 1998, continued his 
250cc-class dominance through all three 
events, eventually winning five of six 
250cc Expert overalls. 

“1 never had to worry about my bikes 
this week,” Wey added. “Jeff Chambers 
(Kawasaki tech) did a great job of get- 
ting them ready.” 

James Stewart, the 11-year-old who 
won every heat and final race in the 85cc 
(7-11) classes, was awarded the AXO 
Bronze Boot Award. Stewart, who com- 
petes with the same number as perma- 
nently injured rider Tony Hayes, said, 
“Tony was my hero before I started rac- 
ing; I will ride his number until I have to 
give it up as a Pro.” 

The only other rider to earn a perfect 
score in a class was Over 40 and Over 50 
double winner Barry Mayo. Mayo, who 
is also a race promoter in Michigan, vol- 
unteered his bulldozer-driving skills to 
groom the motocross track. 

“Jerry (West - the promoter) said to 
be back for my heat at 4:30,” Mayo said. 
“1 go back at 4:10 in my work clothes 
and they started the race without me.” 

The Ricky Joseph Sportsmanship 
Award was presented to Costa Rican 
rider Esteban Vasquez. Presenter Bevo 
Forte, of Scott goggles fame, said

Pastrana shared 
class wins with Billy Payne en route to 
the 125cc B Championship. 

Over 30 Champion Matt Crown, who 
finished third in MX to Brian Manley 
and Earl May, said: "I didn't have my 
heart in it. We all know that racing can 
be dangerous, but seeing my riding 
buddy, Chris Bridgman, on the ground, 
seriously hurt, bothered me." 

B rider Bridgman suffered three 
broken vertebrae during a supercross 
accident and is undergoing treatment 
at the Spinal Injury Center of Shands 
Hospital. CN

ic's, where two other scrambles had 
been held earlier in the year. 

Storms dumped more than three 
inches of snow and ice on the area prior 
to the event, but more than 140 riders 
still showed up for the final event of the 
year, braving freezing temperatures and 
the threat of more snow.

The riders held their 
positions for the entire race, with 
McLevy continually putting close to 30 
seconds a lap on the rest of the pack.

MAPPLESVILLE, AL, NOV. 2 

TM’s Allen Gravitt carded his 
‚ second overall win of the sea- 
son by claiming top honors at 
the SETRA/SERA Gobbler Getter 
Enduro. With an AA class of 10 rid- 
ers, including some of SERA's best, 
Gravitt had his job cut out for him. 
The MSR-sponsored Gravitt, who has 
always liked the more technical races, 
found this one to his liking on his way 
to a winning score of 27 through the 13 
checks. 

“I have always liked the terrain over 
here," Gravitt said. “I just tried to ride 
fast and not make any mistakes." 

Team Green rider Ashley Brewer 
posted consistent times, which put him 
one point behind Gravitt for second 
overall. Honda-mounted Rod Stuckey 
claimed the number-three spot with a 
score of 30. 

The enduro was a dual-sanctioned 
event between SETRA and SERA, and 
with the SERA season coming to an end, 
the Perry Mountain Motorcycle Club 
was expecting mostly SETRA riders to 
show up. Severe thunderstorms doused 
Alabama with a few inches of rain on 
the Saturday before the event; so much 
rain fell that the mini-enduro that was 
scheduled had to be canceled. This race 
is known as one of the toughest on the 
SETRA calendar in dry weather, so most 
wondered what it would be like after a 
flood. The answer was “great” and, 
although there were some mud bogs in 
a few of the lower-lying areas, most of 
the trail was nice, albeit slick. Trail boss 
Glenn Hollingshead laid out a tough 
course, with close to 80 actual ground 
miles. 

On race day, the rains had passed, 
the skies were clear, and more than 300 
riders showed up to test their time- 
keeping skills. The first section left little 
time to get warmed up, as you went 
right into the woods for some slick and 
fast trails. CRE rider Clay Stuckey (in 
the 250cc A class) posted the fast time 
and was on time. Gravitt, Brewer and 
David Braggs all dropped one point. 
There was a short reset to get you back 
on time and give those who needed it a 
rest; then it was back into the woods. 

Things got a little tougher and tighter 
in the next section, which was 11 miles 
long. Four-time National Enduro Cham- 
pion Terry Cunningham, the newest 
member of the factory Gas Gas team, 
posted the fast time through, dropping 
only three points on his new 250. 
Gravitt, Brewer and Braggs each 
dropped four points, while Stuckey lost 
five in the section. Once again, the club 
saw fit to give the riders a reset, and at 
34 miles they were checked into the final 
section before the gas stop. 

The trail was 10 miles long, with a 
high difficulty factor. It was tight and 
twisty with a lot of small uphills and 
downhills, and virtually no room to pass. 
Cunningham, Gravitt, Brewer, Braggs 
and Stuckey all dropped seven points in 
the section. There was a reset, and then it 
was on to the gas stop. At the gas, Cun- 
ningham was in the lead with a score of 
11 and was really impressed with his 
new Gas Gas. "The bike is incredible," 
Cunningham said. "This is the first 
chance I've had to ride it, and it is an 
awesome bike." (Cunningham will be the 
Gas Gas team leader and the coach for 
the American team, and he plans on rid- 
ing selected National Enduro and other 
high-profile events for 1998.) 

The remaining AA riders were tied 
with 12 each. Several other riders were 
also in the hunt. 250cc A rider Doug 
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Masencup, Open A rider Michael Griz- 
zle and 250cc A rider Jason Chancey all 
had 14. 

After the gas, it was back into the 
woods and a going-im check at 63 miles. 
The terrain was tough, and trail boss 
Hollingshead dropped the speed aver- 
age down to 18 mph. The section was 
only 5 miles long, but no one could keep 
the 18-mph average. Cunningham, rid- 
ing on row 64, had the fastest time, with 
a two-point loss. Next would be Perry's 
Kawasaki-sponsored Brewer with a 3:04, 
followed by Stuckey with a 3:05, and 
then Gravitt with a 3:14. Up to this 
point, Cunningham was showing every- 
one what he was made of, leading the 
race by two points. ' 

A nice reset was given and then, at 
81.6 miles, the riders were checked in to 
a short 5-mile-section that was relatively 
easy. The speed average was bumped 
back up to 24 mph. Cunningham once 
again had the fast time, with a 1:13. 
Gravitt followed with a 1:18, Brewer 
with a 1:24 and Stuckey with a 1:26. 
Two-tenths of a mile later it was reset 
time again, and a chance to rest and 
think about the remaining trail. 

At 91.2 miles, riders were checked in 
for a very tough nine miles of trail, lit- 
tered with roots, rocks, mud and tight 
trees. It was time for Gravitt to pour on 
the gas, and he posted the fast time in 
the section with an eight-point loss. 

"| fell more times today than I have 
all year," Gravitt said. "I didn't get 
along too well with all those wet logs 
we had to cross." 

Race leader Cunningham saw his 
luck go from good to bad as he dropped 
11 points. "I was on an off-camber hill 
when I jumped a little mogul and came 
down on a rock," Cunningham said. 
“My brake pedal clipped it and broke

right off. I had to ride the remaining sec- 
tions of the race with no rear brakes." 

Brewer, Stuckey, Masencup and 
Chancey were on the gas and dropped 
nine points apiece. Braggs and Grizzle 
posted 10s. 

The final section of the day came with 
a going-in check at 111.2 miles and was a 
tough 7 miles long. Brewer and Chancey 
each dropped three points in the section, 
while Stuckey, Braggs, Masencup and 
Grizzle each lost four. Cunningham just 
couldn't ride aggressively without a rear 
brake and dropped 11. 

When all was said and done, Gravitt 
was the man on top, with a 27, which 
also moved him into the series points 
lead. Brewer finished second overall with 
a 28, and is inching closer to an overall 
win. Third overall and the High Point A 
honors went to Motosports Honda- 
backed Stuckey, who carded a 30. 

High Point B honors went to SERA 
rider Ben Weatners with a 48-point loss 
on the day. The top spot in the C class 
(which ran a shorter course) went to 
Intermediate rider Robert Morris, with a 
score of 33. єх

st 12 months after it looked like 
is career was a write-off, Greg 
Rand stood on top of the podium 
twice at the 1997-98 Action Sports Are- 
nacross Series opener in the Hara Arena. 
Rand, backed by F&S Team Racing and 
JT, won the 250cc Pro main on Friday 
and Sunday in convincing fashion. Rand 
had an outstanding amateur career, but 
his last few seasons were full of disap- 
pointments, as well as a lack of desire 
and focus. Rand rededicated himself this 
fall, and he is showing the talent that 
made him one of Team Suzuki's rising 
young stars five years ago. 

Rand's successor as Ohio's top young 
racer also picked up a win. Team 
FMF/ American Honda's Brock Sellards 
flew in from California to blast the 125cc 
Pro class on Friday, but bad starts hurt 
him in rounds two and three. Honda of 
Troy / AXO/Pro Circuit-backed Mark 
Burkhart picked up Saturday's 125cc Pro 
main win, and Jim Neese took the 250cc 
Pro win on his Kingsport-backed KTM. 
Honda-mounted Matt Maximoff made 
his first appearance in the series since his 
80cc days a profitable one by winning 
Sunday's 125cc Pro main. 


FRIDAY - ROUND 1 
Rand was the pre-race favorite after 







two flawless heat-race wins, but he - 


mistimed the start and got caught in the 
starting gate in the 125cc Main. Mike 
Katin on his Kame's Sports/Pro Circuit 
Yamaha led the field into the first turn, 
with Tommy Collier and Sellards rubbing 
his rear fender. Rand and Josh Sweat col- 
lided on lap one, adding to Rand's deficit, 
but Rand got back on track and began to 
pick off riders.

KTM's Allen Gravitt 
overcame the slimy 
mud to win the 
SETRA Volunteer 
Hare Scrambles.

hen the going gets rough - 
that’s when Allen Gravitt 
shines, as he proved by win- 
ning the technical Volunteer 
Hare Scrambles. The KTM- 
sponsored rider battled with a very 
determined Ashley Brewer, with Gravitt 
taking the win over Brewer by only 
three seconds at the finish. Suzuki- 
mounted Steve Saunders hung with the 
two riders through most of the race until 
a crash put him out of contention for the 
win. He still finished third. 

“I had а good time today," Gravitt 
said. "I like the course. Me and Ashley 
just rode together all day and raced off 
each other." 

The 7-mile course would have been 
perfect but for the recent monsoons in 
the area, which turned the hilly, rooty, 
off-cambered track into a survival test 
for some. The C classes had their share 
of troubles, as they were the first ones to 
race on the course, and some were hav- 
ing trouble even completing the first 
lap. After the C classes knocked off all 
the loose mud, the trail became quite 
fun - although extremely slick. 

Trail boss and SETRA president John 
Strange laid out an excellent course. The 
race started on the banks of a river and 
then weaved through some very scenic 
trails. With the leaves changing color, it 
was very beautiful - you just didn't have 
time to look and enjoy the scenery. The 
temperature was a little colder than 
most riders were used to, hovering in 
the 50s with very high humidity. Racers 
lined up in the mud just a few feet from 
the trail. 

The AA class consisted of seven rid- 
ers - some veterans to the class, others

newly promoted. Off the start, Team 
Green-backed Brewer got the holeshot, 
followed by Gravitt and Kawasaki rider 
Tommy Veator. Michael Grizzle, riding 
an electric-start Husaberg, had everyone 
worried before the start due to his 
advantage of push-button starting. He 
was a shoo-in for the holeshot - but 
when the flag dropped, the Husaberg 
started and revved, but it was in neutral. 
Grizzle had inadvertently slipped the 
bike into neutral and he was next-to-last 
off the line. Saunders was last; he was 
having trouble starting his bike, and 
was a full 20 seconds behind the other 
riders when he left the line. 

While Brewer and Gravitt were 
battling out in front, Saunders began to 
pick his way toward the leaders, with 
Grizzle in pursuit. To get to the scoring 
area, one had to come out of the woods 
and onto a field. The track made a 
large, sweeping left-hand turn, with 
the scoring area in the apex of the turn. 
The fields were quite boggy, and seri- 
ous ruts began to form quickly. At the 
end of lap one, Brewer held the lead 
with a lap time of 18:45, followed by 
Gravitt with an 18:48. Veator, who just 
recently became a Team Green mem- 
ber, was hounding Saunders just one 
second back, and Grizzle was only six 
seconds behind Veator. Grizzle was 
riding well, considering he hadn’t got- 
ten a chance to ride his new bike until 
race day. 

On lap two, Brewer and Gravitt were 
still only three seconds apart. Mean- 
while, Saunders had really poured on 
the gas and was hounding Gravitt, who 
was a mere seven seconds ahead of him. 

"| was riding well," Saunders said. "I 
usually don't like this type of terrain, 
but today everything just went well for 
me." 


Veator and Grizzle were in a battle of 
their own for fourth. After Saunders got 
around Veator, Grizzle turned it up and 
was only four seconds behind Veator at 
the end of lap number two. 

By lap three, riders were starting to 
spread out, and most took on gas at the 
end of the lap. Brewer had stretched his 
lead on Gravitt to about 10 seconds. 
Saunders had some trouble on the same 
lap, losing a valuable 32 seconds to 
Gravitt in second place. Grizzle was 
finally able to get around Veator and set 
his sights on Saunders. 

^| really like this new bike (an elec- 
tric-start Husaberg 501)," Grizzle said. 
"This thing is fast on those long 
straights. I just wish I would have had a 
chance to put a little time on the bike. 
The suspension is set way too soft for 
my riding style." 

On the fourth lap, Brewer fell, and 
Gravitt took advantage by going around 
him to take the lead. "I enjoyed riding in 
back of Ashley, and pacing off him," 
Gravitt said, "but when he fell, I had to 
pass him." 

Saunders had problems on this lap, 
too, crashing and losing another minute 
to Gravitt and Brewer. Grizzle had dis- 
tanced himself from Veator by nearly 
two minutes and was within 30 seconds 
of Saunders. | 

On lap five, the AA riders were run- 
ning into lapped traffic, and efficient 
passing became very important. Gravitt 
still led, with Brewer 16 seconds behind. 
These two riders picked the pace up a 
bit and pulled out a couple more min- 
utes on Saunders in third. 

Brewer had made up a good bit of 
time on the final lap and was within 
striking distance of Gravitt. It all came 
down to the last few miles of the course. 
Gravitt and his 200cc KTM managed to 





hang on to the lead, while Brewer 
crossed the finish line three seconds 
back for the runner-up spot. 

“I really enjoyed the race," Brewer 
said. “Allen rode good. I made a few 
mistakes, but I had a lot of fun." 

Grizzle had slowly edged up on 
Saunders and was only nine seconds 
back, confident that his 501cc thumper 
could easily pull Saunders’ RM250 on 
the mucky straight before the checkers. 
However, Saunders kept the gas on and 
held on to third at the checkers, which 
was his first podium finish as an AA 
rider. Grizzle came in fourth, but was a 
little disappointed in not being able to 
get around Saunders for third. CN

eigning series champ Doug Black- 

well proved he still has what it 

takes, as he powered his Sport 
Cycle Racing YZ250 to first overall in 
round three of the AMA Mid-South 
Winter Hare Scrambles Series, holding 
off an impressive Pro rookie, Jim Jarrett, 
to the checkers. He did so on a near- 
perfect track, on a cool, sunny day in 
southwestern Kentucky. 

Team Green’s Mike Sampson laid 
claim to the holeshot as the Pro riders 
sped into the woods. Sampson’s lead 
was short-lived when he overshot a 


turn and Ohio’s Jim Jarrett took over 


on his Andrews Racing YZ. Jarrett also 
gave up the lead shortly after to Michi- 
gan's Bersano on a KTM. Bersano had 
a couple of get-offs but still managed 
to hold on to the lead through the 
check at the end of the first lap. Black- 
well followed, with Sampson in third, 
Jarrett in fourth and Indiana’s John 
Machino on his Great Daves-spon- 
sored TM in fifth. 

Bersano led for about half of the sec- 
ond lap until overshooting a turn, and 
Blackwell was there to seize the oppor- 
tunity and take over the point position. 
Sampson also managed to get by 
Bersano, who held third at lap’s end, 
with Jarrett fourth and West Virginia’s 
Scott McLaughlin fifth. 

Blackwell continued out front as the 
other Pros jockeyed for position. Samp- 
son continued in second. Jarrett made a 
move on Bersano that stuck and came 
through the scoring section in third. 
Bersano continued in fourth, with 
McLaughlin in fifth. 

The fourth lap was fairly uneventful, 
but on the fifth lap Sampson lost second 
to Jarrett in nearly the same spot he had 
lost the lead in on lap one. Jarrett didn’t 
stop there: He continued to reel in 
Blackwell until he was only about 10 
seconds off the leader at the finish - not 
bad, considering this was only his sec- 
ond race as a Pro. 

“Yeah, I was kind of surprised when 
I came through," Blackwell commented 
on Jarrett's tenacity and speed. "I 
stopped and looked back, and there he 
was." 

Sampson came in third with a com- 
fortable lead over Bersano in fourth and 
McLaughlin in fifth. 

If there was to be a "Swamp Fox 
Award" (a never-give-up award) given 
out on the day, it would have to go to 
Team Green KLX racer Harvey Whitak- 
er in the Open A class. He won despite 
hitting a tree at high speed on the first 
lap, causing an injury to his leg that 
required 10 stitches when it was all 
over. Whitaker won his class and fin- 
ished 12th overall. €N

Humphrey hot at | 
Action Speedway ST finale

MINEOLA, TX, NOV. 23 
Cody Humphrey made his debut on his new '98 
Kawasaki a memorable one by winning the 80cc 
class at Action Speedway's final Short Track of 
the year. Humphrey also finished second in the 
125cc class on his 80. 

In the Pee Wee class, Yamaha-mounted 
Royce Odom set a blistering pace, winning the 
main by a convincing margin. Bradley Harder, 
riding a Lem, had an excellent race but was 
unable to overcome a slight bobble in turn one 
early in the race. 

Always hotly contested, the 80cc class was 
the largest of the day, with seven riders entered. 
As mentioned, Humphrey debuted his new 
Good Time Cycle-sponsored '98 KX80 with a 
win in both the heat race and the main. 

At the start, Jeffrey Harder, Humphrey, 
Miller Electric/Texan Kawasaki rider Clayton 
Miller and Heritage School-sponsored Corby 
Scherb left the line at virtually the same instant, 
charging hard for the first turn. Going into turn 
one, all four riders could have been covered 
with a blanket. Down the back straight, Miller 
led by half a bike length, with Harder on the 
inside. Humphrey looked to be glued to Hard- 
er's rear tire. Scherb dropped back about a bike 
length, followed by his brothers, Lucas and 
Logan. 

Miller and Harder continued to ride side by 
side until the third lap, with neither rider able to 
gain the lead. Humphrey, still right off their rear 
wheels, slipped by on the inside to take the lead 
when Harder and Miller got together in turn 
two. Humphrey opened up a five- to six-bike- 
length lead, with Harder second. Miller fol- 
lowed in third, continuing to dice with Harder. 
Scherb remained close, waiting for the slightest 
mistake by Miller. Lucas Scherb, Logan Scherb 
and Dylan Rudolf battled fiercely for bragging 
rights as the top finishing B-class rider. By the 
last lap, Humphrey had extended his lead, tak- 
ing advantage of lapped traffic. Harder was able 
to hold off Miller in a last-lap challenge at the 
checkered flag to secure second place. Corby 
and Logan Scherb took fourth and fifth, respec- 
tively. 

The 125cc main saw Miller, Humphrey and 
Harder return on their 80cc machines, as well as 
Corby Scherb on а 125. Quick Chick Racing /3-D 
Motorsports /Lake Fork Country Store-backed 
Jennifer Snyder rounded out the five-rider field. 
Harder had the holeshot, followed by 
Humphrey and Miller. Snyder took the first turn 
in fourth, with Scherb in tow. As Harder and 
Humphrey fought over the lead, Miller made a 
bold move to the inside and passed both riders. 

The field remained closely bunched for sev- 
eral laps as Humphrey and Harder mixed it up 
in a ferocious battle for second. Snyder rode

flawlessly, right behind them, waiting for an 
opportunity to pass. Humphrey gained the 
advantage, passing Harder on lap six and set- 
ting his sights on Miller. Miller led by about five 
bike lengths at the beginning of the seventh lap; 
but Humphrey was gaining. Meanwhile, Snyder 
made her move to the inside to pass Harder in 
turn three. By the last lap, Humphrey had 
caught up with Miller and tried an outside pass 
in turn two. He slid wide, allowing Miller to 
gain three or four bike lengths. Going into the 
final turn, Humphrey held the gas on as late as 
he dared, hoping to catch Miller before the 
checkers. Miller charged hard, holding on to his 
win by about three feet at the finish line.

explain how we could possibly 


= or the past three years Гуе tried to 
ignore Mick Doohan as our choice 


for Cycle News Rider of the Year. Well, 


now I don't have to anymore. 

After winning four consecutive 500cc 
World Championships, Doohan finally 
outdistanced himself from the rest of 
this year's stars to be named as our 
Rider of the Year. And he richly 
deserves it. But, as always, there was 
plenty of argument for others. 

Let's take Jeff Emig, for example. 
He'll likely earn the AMA Pro Athlete 
of the Year Award in Las Vegas next 
weekend. Winning both the AMA 
250cc National Motocross Champi- 
onship and the AMA Supercross title 
tends to bring those kinds of accolades. 
And if you think winning those two 
titles is hard, try changing the minds of 
America - try making them believe that 
Jeremy McGrath isn't the only 
motocrosser in existence. He proved 
that by matching everything that 
McGrath had ever done in a single sea- 
son... well, except for that Motocross 
des Nations thing. And that loss can 
hardly be pinned on him. Put it this 
way: If Doohan had won the award in 
the past three years, Emig would 
undoubtedly have won it this year. 

And what about last year's Rider of 
the Year, Scott Parker? All he did was 
win an eighth AMA Grand National 
Championship. In a year in which he 
was pressured throughout, Parker 
responded like... well, he responded 
like Scott Parker. Early on, it looked as 
though Will Davis had a very good 
chance of dethroning Parker - but we all 
knew that the best dirt tracker in the 
history of the sport would somehow 
find another gear when the summer 
months heated up and the all-important 
miles started littering the schedule. 
Besides, he was last year's Rider of the 








Year, and isn't seven the number of per- 
fection anyway? 

John Kocinski would make a more 
compelling argument for Rider of the 
Year than a lot of people might think - 
especially if you consider factors out- 
side of just mere race results, which we 
do. Call it an act, call it mindless cheer- 
leading or call it whatever you want to, 
but it certainly appears that the former 
250cc World Champion certainly made 
an about-face in the attitude depart- 
ment en route to his World Superbike 
Championship. The new Kocinski is 
more mature, more thoughtful... and, 
finally, more liked. Sure, it gets old lis- 
tening to him praise Honda over and 
over, but it seems to be working. Honda 
likes Kocinski and Kocinski likes 
Honda. And that relationship has 
allowed him to totally rebuild a career 
that only three years ago was languish- 
ing on a water-ski in some California 
lake. 

Then there's this California kid who 
walked away with the World Speedway 
Championship. I believe his name is 
Greg Hancock, though that may be lost 
on anybody other than the die-hard 
reader of Cycle News. Hancock won a 
World Championship in a difficult 
arena, yet to gain any real attention he 
may have been better off trying to 
strangle his British League team manag- 
er. Hancock fulfilled a lifelong dream - 
to follow in the footsteps of his mentor, 
Bruce Penhall, and capture the top prize 
in speedway racing. Unfortunately for 
him, his buddy Billy Hamill beat him to 
it just a year ago. Still, if Hancock finds 
himself atop the championship stand- 
ings next year, he may also find himself 
atop our voting list for Rider of the Year 
- but then again, he'll also have a fight 
on his hands for that honor. 

One current champion who almost 
slid by without even a thought is

Matt Hines. Think of it this way: Just 
two years ago, this kid wasn't even in 
the sport of drag racing; now he's the 
best the sport has to offer. Then again, 
maybe it's not much of a surprise, con- 
sidering the fact that his surname is 
synonymous with drag racing. Maybe 
he'll actually have to top Uncle Terry 
Vance's list of titles to get a better "reac- 
tion" from us. 

Doug Chandler's name also came up 
when we haggled over our Rider of the 
Year selection. But Chandler's worst 
enemy was Chandler himself. He sim- 
ply didn't win enough. What he did, 
though, is what champions ultimately 
do better than anyone else: He did 
exactly what was needed of him to win 
a championship. The bottom line is sim- 
ple, really: Chandler is the 1997 AMA 
Superbike National Champion, and 
that's all anybody is going to remember 
in 10 years. The fact that it was his third 
title is what's more impressive. If he 
wins title number four, he'll head the 
list of AMA Superbike Champions, and 
he'll also be one to argue for when it 
comes time to hand out our Rider of the 
Year honors in 1998. 

And there are still others. How about 
AMA. 125cc National Motocross Cham- 
pion Ricky Carmichael? Or five-time 
AMA Grand National Cross Country 
Champion Scott Summers? Or arguably 
the Malcolm Smith of the '90s - Ty 
Davis (again)? There are good argu- 
ments for all of them, depending on 
what form of the sport you follow most 
closely. 

But all you have to be in order to 
agree with our selection of Doohan is a 
fan of motor racing - period. Not only 
has Doohan dominated 500cc Grand 
Prix racing for the past four years, but 
he's now reached the upper echelon of 
the sport itself. In 20 years, when peo-

tory of Grand Prix racing, they'll men 
tion Doohan right alongside Agostin 
and Hailwood. He has not only become 
a modern-day legend in the sport - he’s 
a legend for all time. In 1997, the ma 
won 12 out of 15 races, finished second 
in two others, and only a crash in the 
final round kept him from a near-per 
fect season. 

Critics of Doohan will point out tha 
the Australian isn't racing the likes of 
Eddie Lawson, Wayne Rainey anc 
Kevin Schwantz anymore. Those critics 
also have short memories. Week in and 
week out, Doohan beats the likes o 
Alex Criville, Tadayuki Okada and 
Luca Cadalora - but let's not forge 
what is perhaps the most impressive 
thing about him. He's beaten them all 
including Rainey, Schwantz and Law 
son. Just look back to 1992 (and the 
were all still there): Doohan won the 
first four Grands Prix of the season, fin 
ished second in the next two, and the 
won the seventh round. Then he suf 
fered a broken leg that words can't d 
justice to. He missed the next four races 
and that cost him the World Champi 
onship. At the end of the season, his leg 
was put in an apparatus which gave it 
the appearance more of a caged anima 
than a limb. In 1993, he came back, but 
lost the championship as his season was 
littered with problems. 

He came back in 1994, his fitnes 
back to full strength. And he hasn't los 
yet. In fact, he may end up keeping the 
500cc World Championship until the 
day he finally decides to hang up the 
leathers. 

We'd hate to think that would hap- 
pen before we got the chance to name 
him as our Rider of the Year. After all, 
he earned it. CN
